Proposed bills spark debate

Sheriff C. P. “Red” Walker and 
Probate Judge Conrad M. 
Fowler disagreed frequently but calnjy at 
a hearing on proposed legislations The 
hearing was held in Columbiana) hast 
Thursday night. 

The two had already locked horns in 
County Commission meetings on issues 
contained in three of the bills. These bits 
contained provisions on retirement of 
county employees; the rehabilitation 
work-release program; and the personnel 
appeals board. 

A fourth bill was proposed by 
District Attorney Harold Walden, wherein 
he seeks an expense account to cover an 
escalating amount of travel in his 
three-county district, 

Three members of the ceunty’s 
five-man state legislative delegation 
presided over the hearing held in the 
county courthouse. Representative Sonny 
Moore was joined by state Senators ¥. T. 
“‘Jabo” Waggoner and Eddie Hubert 
Gilmore. 

Rep. Moore briefly described House 
Bill 705 asa bifl providing for retirement 
of cownty depwties and sheriffs.” He then 
asked Sheriff Walker to explain the bill. 

Walker stated that the original bil 
was introduced in 1961 and passed into 
law, but that it had exempted elected 
officials. He said that the law has been in 
effect about five or six years, having been 
amended by Rep. Tom Stubbs in 1971. 

According to Walker,the advertised 
bill does not differ from the one now in 
effect, but is worded so as to make the 
other constitutional. 

Judge Fowler disagreed with the bill, 
stating that there was no such original 
legislation passed. According to Fowler, 
Shelby County instead became a patt of 
the state retirement system already in 
effect elsewhere in Alabama. 

Fewler said that he questions the 
bill, especially in regard to its provision 
for funding the retirement plan. He said 
that under the wording of the bill, the 
county would not be required to pay; 
now could the state be made to fund the 
program by the county bill. 

He also questioned the need for the 
plan since deputies are also covered by 

_retirement plans from Social Security and 
the Alabama Peace Officers Association. 
He added that he sees no need for the plan 
since no county empllyees are on the fee 
system, and all are covered by the state 
plan. 

The sheriff replied that not all 
employees were under the plan at the 
time the bill was passed. 

Dr. Ed Robinson on Beat 12 told the 
group that he thinks the bill is not 


Timetable set 
for resolving 
hospital board 
membership 


How many persons should be on the 
board of directors at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital? The question will be resdived 
by mid-August if lawyers meet > ‘the 
timetable set-up by Circuit Judge James 
Sharbutt in a Columbiana pre-trial 
hearing last Thursday. 

The suit was brought by five of the 
fifteen members of the hospital board, 
who claim that the board should consist 
of only nine members. 

The County Commission expanded 
the bourd to 11 members in 1967 and to 
15 members in the fall of 1975. The 
matter became an issue in this spring's 
clection campaign. 

At the hearing, Judge Sharbutt, 
Sheriff “Red” Walker and three attorneys 
were scated around a table at the front of 
the court room. In the audience were 
Herman Moore, Truitt Farris, Russell 
Seay and Howard Gates, who are briqging 
the suit. Billy Rockco, also a plaintiff, 
was not in attendance. About 15 other 
spectators observed the proceedings. 

One of the issues to be resolved 
concerns the population of the county. 
Judge Sharbutt said he hopes a jury trial 
will not be necessary. and the lawyers 
agreed .

Mayor pro-tem answers 
councilwoman’s charge

This statement is intended to refute 
the accusations, innuendos,and false 
statements published on June 24, 1976 
by the Shelby County Reporter. In so 
doing rebuttal will be given to particular 
sections of the article. 

The Reporter stated that Mrs. Dot 
Scruggs had led a lonely battle in her 
attempt to get the Council of Wilsonville 
to follow the law. The council is under 
the impression that Mr. Karl Harrison 
(not Mrs. Scruggs) is the city attorney 
and advisor. It is his duty to keep the 
governing body in line legally. On at least 
one occasion Mr, Harrison was called 
upon to make Mrs, Scruggs aware of 
certain points of law which she either did 
not know or chose to ignore. If she had 
knowledge that the council was acting 
outside the law, she should have felt duty 
bound to so inform the city attorney, 
who in turn had the duty to institute 
legal proceedings against the offenders. 
There is nothing in the record to indicate 
that she ever did this, 

In regard to the matter of Beavers 
being asked to resign his position as 
councilman, there must be another point 
of which Mrs. Scruggs is not aware. 
According to municipal law any motion 
from any council member asking for the 
resignation of another council member is 
out of order. Councilmen are elected by 
the people and not by the council except 
when vacancies occur. The municipal 
handbook (from which Mrs. Scruggs 
quotes lavashly), states that any official, 
EXCEPT ONE ELECTED BY THE 
PEOPLE may be asked to resign by the 
mayor or the council in specified cases, If 
Mrs. Scruggs thought Beavers had misused 
his office for personal gain it was her civic 
responsibility to have had impeachment 
proceedings instituted against him. Of 
course one must have proof in hand 
before taking such steps. The Reporter 
also intimated that because Beavers did 


not resign other members and the mayor 
did, Beavers is looking for verification of 
this fact so stated. 

A representative of the Reporter 
assured this writer that there was nothing 
contained in the aforementioned article 
that was not a matter of public record. 
The writer then asked to be shown the 
record which stated: and I quote, “The 
issue arose over the use of city paving 
funds to pave Beavers’ private driveway, 
and that of another citizen;’ Please be 
aware of the fact that the article did NOT 
say “aHeged use of city paving funds”, 
but states flatly “Use of city paving 
funds”. Such a statement as this is not a 
matter of public record and Beavers has 
the right to expect a correction and an 
apology for this public deformation of 
character. 

Beavers has adequate proof of his 
honesty and integrity, but he feels under 
no obligation to disclose this to Mrs. 
Scruggs. Since she chose (because of a 
personal vendetta) to dig into his private 
affairs and make accusations based on 
supposition rather than fact, he feels no 
compunction in withholding the receipt 
(given in payment of paving) from her. 
‘The receipt has been shown to all other 
council members, the mayor, and the city 
attorney, who were satisfied with his 
actions. 

One of the wonderful things about 
being an American is, that according to 
our system of justice, a man is always 
considered to be innocent until proven 
guilty. Evidently Mrs. Scruggs and the 
Reporter do not ascribe to this principle. 
In the June 24 issue of the Shelby 
County Reporter, Don Beavers was 
condemned without a hearing. His 
friends, and they are many, know him as 
one who can be counted on in times of 
illness; one who will work tirelessly on 
city projects such as the city park; one 
who generously gives time and monety to 
those who need it. Since this is true, it 
goes almost without saying, that what his 
enemies think of him is inconsequential. 


Reporter responds to Beaver’s statement 


(Editor's Response) 

The Reporter is glad that Mr. Beavers 
has made a public statement on the 
recent events in he Wilsonville Town 
government. We had hoped to have his 
statement before the June 24 issue, and 
made an effort to get it. He had indicated 
to us on two or three occasions in June 
he would get a statement to us. 

The story of the problems besetting 
Wilsonville is long and involved, 
complicated by personalities and 
legalities. In trying to get background 
material to present the story to the 
public, the Shelby County Reporter has 
talked to many people and consulted 
records. Following is a brief rundown of 
our efforts: 

On May 24, June 14 and June 17, we 
talked with Councilman Don Beavers and 
City Clerk Robert Lankford at the city 
hall. On the last two occasions, other 
council members were present. 

We read parts of the official minutes 
book on May 24 and checked it again on 
June 17 when Councilwoman Dot 
Scruggs asked us to read the entry of 
March 10, 1975. 

We talked by telephone with Clerk 
Lankford on other occasions. In our 
efforts to pursue this story, we have aso 
tafked with former mayor Joe Barnes, the 
Alabama League of Municipalities, the 
governor's office, county Wallace leader 


Fonza Jackson, and briefly mentioned it 


to Hewitt Conwill of the law firm of 
Harrison and Conwill. 

Mr. Clyde Carden, president of 
Central Alabama Paving telephoned the 
Reporter after press time on June 15. He 
said that his company originally billed all 
the materials for the Wilsonville paving 
project to the town, but later corrected 
and changed the billing to allow for the 
private paving. He said that Mrs. Scruggs 
had asked to see his. records relative the 
the Wilsonville paving project. He said he 
showed the city billing records to her 
because she was a member of the council. 
But as a matter of company policy he 
does not show his records on transactions 
with private individuals. He said he 
wished Beavers would go ahead and show 
his receipt. 


Carden went on to say that in his 
many years of experience in the paving 
business he has often seen charges and 
counter charges arise in city paving 
contracts. 

The Reporter has driven some of the 
streets that were resurfaced in 1974, and 
has driven those that were not resurfaced, 
in an attempt to give a full perspective to 
the story. 

We are glad that Mr. Beavers has 
explained his position in the above 
statement.

Twenty one join LWV

The Shelby County unit of the 
League of Women Voters is climbing 
toward the membership needed for 
recognition as a chartered organization, 
members were told at a meeting held at 
Pelham City Hall Monday night. 

Interim secretary Jessie McGaughy 
reported that 21 persons have joined the 
newly formed group. The local unit must 
have at least 30 paid members to receive a 
provisional charter. 

Temporary chairman Varina Smith 
encouraged the members to adopt the 
Napoleonic theory: “The smaller you are, 
the harder you work.” 

A report on the League’s national 
convention in New York City was given 
by Marjorie Johnson of Birmingham, who 
attended as a delegate from the Greater 
Birmingham League. 

The Alabama League, she said, ranks 
36th in size out of 53 state organizations 
now in operation. 

However, of ten Southern states, 
Alabama is among the smallest in 
membership. Only Mississippi has fewer 
members, she revealed, although “we may 
now be challenging Arkansas.” 


Mrs. Johnson reported that the state 
league has signed a contract with the 
American Broadcasting Company to 
provide election figures from designated 
precincts and she indicated that help in 
compiling this information might be 
requested from the Shelby County 
League. 

Another guest, Toni London, gave a 
report on the status of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. The LWV as a group 
supports the amendment which, Miss 
London said, is being studied by the 
Rules and Judiciary Committees of the 
Alabama House of Representatives. 

The ERA was introduced June 15 as 
both a bill and a resolution, the speaker 
explained, to get it on the agendas of 
both committees. A hearing on the 
amendment is scheduled by the Judiciary 
Committee for July 15, she said, 
commenting, “Alabama is not one of our 
better hopes as far as ratification goes.” 

The Shelby County LWV will meet 
again at 7:30 p.m. on Monday, July 26 in 
Pelham City Hall, when a slate of officers 
is expected to be presented by the 
nominating committee.

The question of the driveway paving, 
done’ at the same time as city strect 
paving, has caused contention on the 
council for two years. 

City records show a cancelled check 
to Central Alabama Paving for 
$14,629.77, paid on September 11, 1974, 
for “paving streets”. The city’s total 
paving costs for the 1974 fiscal year are 
shown on the audit as $20,863.19. The 
difference of $6,233.42 may have been 
paid on other occasions, but time limited 
a double-check. However, the sum of 
exactly $6,233.42 appears on the audit of 
the previous year, 1973, as the sum spent 
for paving. 

The council voted to give Frances 
Hardy a raise from $30 to $50 per 
month. Her duties include bookkeeping, 
posting and typing council minutes.

Last Thursday a member of Kirby’s 
family contacted a free-lance

The reporter accompanied the family 
member to the area located near County 
Road 42. The site is between Calera and 
Columbiana and together they found at 
least two wells that apparently had not 
been searched, 

Members of the Lay Lake Rescue 
Squad were called to the scene. Rescue 
squad members accompanied by members 
of the Shelby County Sheriff's office, the 
reporter and members of the Kirby 
family proceeded to investigate the wells 
and search a nearby, small lake. 

One of the wells, described as deep 
and with very cold water, yielded some 
material that appeared to be flesh. An 
examination of the material failed to 
determine whether it was animal or 
possibly human. According to reports, 
the material is being forwarded to a 
laboratory for further examin: tion. 

Acting on a tip, the free-lance 
photographer-reporter, returned to the 
general area of the wells early this week 
and discovered a three-feet deep hole in 
the ground, that appeared to have been 
recently filled in,

With the Bicentennial celebration 
drawing to its close this week-end and the 
state and national holidays on the 
calendar for observance, there was little 
news circulating in the various offices or 
around the corridors where people who 
usually make the news are ordinarily 
found. 

In the Probate office, there was a 
skeleton crew attending to the many 
departments this highly responsible office 
demands - Judge Fowler was attending a 
meeting of the National Association of 
County Officials in Salt Lake City 
accompanied by Mrs. Fowler and several 
members of the Shelby County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Tax Assessor Tommy Snowden had 
not returned from a honeymoon trip 
following his wedding last Saturday 
evening--; however, we did meet pretty 
Brenda Peppers, who is the latest addition 
to his efficient clerical staff. 

Workers in the mapping and 
computer offices were working around 
the clock in an endeavor to hand over the 
required information to the Tax Collector 
and Assessor. Several new workers have 
been added to this staff in order to 
expedite this project. 

Judge Curt Payne was preparing the 
Troopers Court docket which is set for 
Friday. There are 213 cases scheduled to 
be heard on this date. 

There are 17 criminal non-jury cases 
set for trial in the courtroom for Monday, 
July 12, beginning at 9 a.m. Judge James 
H. Sharbutt presiding, 

The civil-non-jury docket has been 
set for July 19, beginning at 10 a.m. with 
Sharbutt as the trial judge.

We are truly going to 
be on the alert in our efforts to keep the 
people alive.” He continued talking as he 
walked on -- We heard him say -- “If only 
people would obey the law! ! !”

Hospital gets Blue Cross refund 


The good news that the Shelby 
Memorial Hospital board heard at its June 
22 meeting was that Blue Cross is 
refunding $24,000 to the hospital as a 
reward for keeping costs under a given 
tate. 

The bad news is that the hospital 
owes $4,600 in back wages to certain 
individuals, as a result of a two-week 
investigation of records by the U. S, 
Labor Department. The investigator was 
especially looking for differential in pay 
between male and female employees 
going back to 1971. The House 
Committee felt that some of the findings 
might not be justified, but the board 
voted to pay the sum by a vote of 9-2 
rather than hassle with the government 
agency. 

The board decided to buy a new tube 
costing $2,200 for an X-ray machine that 
has been causing trouble. 

Administrator Chester Black 
reported that the EMT people want the 


communications tower moved back to 
the top of the mountain on city owned 
property. He said the new system, bought 
and installed by the state, would 
probably function better if the tower is 
moved. 

Black also reported that the patient 
load is staying high during the summer, 
with 160 patients as the census that day. 
He said the hospital seems to be drawing 
patients from a wider area, including 
Chilton and Bibb Counties. 

The board voted to buy a mobilizer 
that they have been leasing. It is used to 
move patients from one bed to another. 

The monthly financial report showed 
that the emergency room, the labor and 
delivery department, the nursery and 
blood programs operated at a loss, as 
usual. However, other departments 
balanced the loss. The gift shop, which 
has been a matter of some contention, 
reported an income for the month of May 
at $964.

Journalism professor rebuts doomsayers 


“If you can imagine this entire world 
‘as a village of just 1,000 people . . . you’d 
find: 
Americans ...but they enjoy more 
freedom than any others and have half 
the total income. The life expectancy of 
these Americans is 71 years today, while 
the other 944 people have expectancy 
under 50 years.” 

That salient fact comes compliments 
of Walt Seifert, professor of journalism at 
Ohio State University. Seifert was born in 
the slums of Cleveland and has never 
forgotten his debt to America, which gave 
him the freedom and opportunity to rise 
above his humble beginnings. After 
painstaking research, the patriotic 
professor suggests these answers to 
doomsayers who charge America is 
heading downhill: i 

Charge: “Our poor get poorer.” 

Answer: In 1970 we had 14 million 
fewer poor people than in 1960. By OEO 
(Office of Economic Opportunity) 
standards the percent of poor dropped

WORK RELEASE 

The next bill discussed was HB 737 
on the subject of Rehabilitation Work 
Release Program. The County 
Commission had previously vetoed 
Sheriff Walker’s plans to set-up such a 
program in the county. 

Walker managed to get the program 
started, however, under the sponsorship 
of the Town of Helena. He said that the 
new bill is a joint effort written by him 
and the Law Enforcement Planning 
Agency. 

Cecil F. Adam of Beat 12 was 
concerned about how the money would 
be spent. “Where is all the expense?” he 
inquired. 

Sheriff Walker replied that money 
has been spent for furniture,, 
transportation, and other intitial 
necessities. He added that the money is 
also applied to the salaries of the program 
director and a secretary, the only two 
employees under the Helena program. 

Walker introduced the program 
director, Rev, Eugene Grater. The 
director explained the program as he sees 
it, stating that it is a rehabilitation 
program rather than a mere 
“work-release”’ plan. 

He pointed out that it costs money 
to keep a prisoner in jail, whereas under 
this program a portion of the prisoner’s 
wages goes back to the program. 

Rev. Grater envisions a rehabilitation 
program which will have a budget of 
$50,000 to $75,000 a year, and which 
eventually, will work with twenty or 
thirty prisoners a year. 

In response to a question from Sen. 
Gilmore, Rev. Grater stated that the 
program which is initially funded at a 95 
to 5 percent ratio by LEPA, will in later 
years have to be funded totally from local 
sources. 

Judge Fowler opposed the program, 
explaining why the County Commission 
had turned it down. He said that the 
Commission had decided that the county 
could not easily afford additional 
financial obligations which the program 
would entail in the 1977-78 fiscal year. 

The county already will have 


The county already will have 
escalating payments to make on the new 
jail. Also, a proposed 20 percent ceiling 
for re-appraised property would 
drastically reduce the expected ad 
valorem revenue for that year. For these 
reasons the Commission decided that it 
was unwise to take on such a large 
financial obligation. 

Sheriff Walker brought up the “old 
argument” over the Youth Aid Bureau. 
He tried unsuccessfully to get the 
Commission to approve that program, but 
they refused. He then managed to get the 
City of Alabaster to fund it, and later 
Helena to do so. 


He pointed out that the Bureau is~ 


still managing to raise the increasing 
funds to match with LEPA. 

Walker explained the program as it is 
now operating in Helena. County 
commissioner Doug Ballard inquired, “If 
Helena has it, why. don’t they keep it?” 
Walker retorted, “They've got it.” 

Beat 12 residents Dr. Ed Robinson 
and Cecil Adam raised a question about 
how large a staff would be needed if the 
program is passed on, on a county-wide 
basis. - 

“ Walker noted that psychologists, 


psychometrists, and other specialists are 
not planned. He pointed out that this 
program has numerous checks and 
balances, and is also audited and reviewed 
by LEPA. 

In closing arguments over the 
proposed bill, Sam Reynolds supported it 
on humanitarian grounds, “It is our duty 
to rehabilitate citizens,” he said, Cecil 
Adam and Rev, Grater also endorsed the 
plan. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY BILL 

District Attorney Harold Walden 
aired a bill he plans to propose 
concerning his travel expenses. Due to a 
new ruling, DA’s will have to prosecute 
misdemeanors, in addition to felonies, 
beginning January 1977. 

Walden is therefore seeking to have 
an expense account established to cover 
his travel in District 18. His district 
includes Shelby, Clay, and Coosa 
Counties, He explained that this increased 
load will double his amount of travel; 
thus he seeks a $6,000 travel account 
which would be paid by jointly by the 3 
counties. 

Comment on Walden’s proposal was 
favorable. In fact he was asked if the 
amount sought would be enough for his 
increased load. 


PERSONNEL APPEALS BOARD 

Probate Judge Fowler explained the 
bill concerning the personnel appeals 
board, He noted that the existing board 
was formed in 1965 during fee system 
days. “The spoils system was wasteful,” 
stated Fowler,“in that a valuable 
employee could be dismissed for political 
reasons.” Thus the board was set-up to 
protect county workers. 

The bill discussed would amend the 
present law, making provisions for this 
type of job protection for all but the first 
assistant of elected officials. Fowler 
stated that there are no provisions 
concerning qualifications for employment; 
rather it guards the job security of 
employees. 

Fowler explained the make-up and 
powers of the board, adding that it is 
“good for the political life of the county 
and for county employees.” 

He stated that the bill was advertised 
last year, but did not get out of 
committee. This year’s bill had not been 
advertised, pending discussion with the 
county’s legislative delegation. 

Sheriff Walker’s wife, Ann, attacked 
the personnel policies as they exist. She 
said that Fowler had informed her that 
the board’s policy directed county 
officials’ wives to take a leave of absence 
from their county jobs during their 
husbands’ election campaigns. 

“I took a leave of absence from my 
position in the sheriffs office 2 years 


+ ~—ago,” -said-Mrs. Walkers “But Jenny 


Fowler did not do so during her 
husband’s campaign.” 

Some people at the hearing opposed 
the bill on the personnel appeal board, 
since employees of a previous 
administration would remain under a new 
official. Others supported the bill for the 
sake of county employees and the 
county’s welfare, * 

Sheriff Walker, admitting that there 
was never a bill without its merits, urged 
the legislative delegation to meet with 
each elected official in the county to 
discuss their opinion of the bill.

Delinquency. Meed revealed that he is 
only 19 years old. 

The sewer extension behind the 
Dixie Super Store is 89% complete, 
according to Joe Miller of Miller-Norell 
Engineers. Miller asked that the council 
approve resolution to pay the contractor 
$42,116.85. It was also approved to pay 
the engineers, Miller & Norell, $2,059.04. 

Unknowingly, the town of Calera 
crossed some private property in Farris 
subdivision with a sewer line. Kent 
Lowery, who owns the property, was 
present at the meeting and pointed out 
this fact to the council. 

In exchange for an easement on the 
property, the council offered Lowery one 
tap onto the sewer line, which is 
equivalent to $500. Lowery accepted and 
he also asked the council to check into 
the cost of putting a road on his 
property. 

Mayor Roy asked, and the council 
agreed, to use the same safety measures 
employed in the last Trade Day for the 
up-coming Trade Day to be held this 
Saturday. There wili be no parking for 
Main Street. 

Mayor Roy announced that there are 
already 15 more participants in the 
up-coming Trade Day than there were in 
the last one. 

John Prince, Calera High School 
band director, had contacted Mayor Roy 
and inquired as to whether it would be 
permissible to have the State Drum and 
Bugle Corp perform in Calera at the 
football field on Saturday, July 10. 

The mayor told the council he had 
given Prince permission to let the Corp 
stay in the high school gym Friday night, 
practice on the football field all day 
Saturday, and then perform on Saturday 
night. The council was in agreement with 
the Mayor’s decision. 

Councilman Terry Snow made a 
motion to give the job of meter reading in 
Calera to James Miles. The motion was 
seconded by Carl Edwards and it passed 
unanimously. Bobby Godfrey, the 
current city employee, who reads the 
meters, sent the council a letter of 
resignation, effective September 1. 

Dr. Gilder Wideman, who is helping 
Calera with its medical clinic, proposed 
several improvements that could be done 
to enhance the clinic. The Mayor brought 
up those proposals as they were told to 
him by Dr. Wideman earlier in the week. 
The suggestions are to improve the 
lighting around the clinic, resurface the 
place where the old swimming pool was, 
do something about the parking situation, 
and perhaps do some landscaping around 
the clinic.

Disagreement at plant 


brings officers to scene 


A personnel problem at Western 
Electric Company on Valleydale Road 
near Highway 31, brought a number of 
peace officers flocking to the scene 
Friday afternoon, when an armed 
security guard reportedly decked the 
company foreman after the two had had 
a difference of opinion. 

Sergeant Larry Edmondson, 
investigator with the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department, said the guard, an 
employee of Burns Security Service, had 
reportedly become agitated with a WE 
foreman and knocked him to the ground 
twice, following a verbal exchange 
between the two in the company 
lunchroom, The guard, James Lewis, and 
the foreman later resolved their 
differences but before the problem was 
worked out, three county officers and 
five members of the Pelham Police 
Department were called to the plant 
when it was believed that Lewis was 
hiding in a warehouse. 

Edmondson said, however, the guard 


had instead taken to the woods before 
officers arrived. Edmondson and Deputy 
Sheriffs Louie Cosby and John Pratt, 
along with Pelham Police patrolman Jerry 
Payne, searched the warehouse while the 
other officers stood guard outside. 

During the search, officers said, three 
members of Lewis’ family came to the 
scene, Lewis made his way to a telephone 
and called the plant, agreeing to return if 
all officers but Edmondson would 
leave. The investigator had the others 
leave and Lewis returned to the plant, 
where he and the foreman, along with 
two other company officials discussed 
their problems. 

Edmondson said he understood that 
the matter was settled and that no 
warrants will be issued by the company.

Allan Wade, Patrolmen Johnny Bailey, 
and Larry Bristow and Auxiliary 
Patrolman Ty Roberts, all of the Pelham 
Police Department.

by state troopers 


“Because of the high accident 
and death rates expected during the 
Fourth of July holiday weekend, 
Alabama State Troopers will be patrolling 
the highways in unusually large 
numbers,” according to Colonel E. C. 
Dothard, Department of Public Safety 
Director, 

‘Our Troopers will not be 
vacationing or taking their regular 
off-duty days during the holiday period. 
In addition to the regular Trooper force, 
all Reserve Troopers have been requested 
to work during the four-day holiday 
period,” Dothard stated. 

The official Fourth of July holiday 
begins at 6 p.m. Friday, July 2, and ends 
at midnight Monday, July 5, This will be 
a 78-hour holiday period. 

During the 78-hour holiday period 
last year, 13 pd@ple died on Alabama’s 
highways: in ‘#974 with a 102-hour 
holiday period, 16 people died in rural 
traffic accidents. 

“If past trends and current accident 
rates are maintained, 14 people will die in 
rural traffic accidents and well over a 
hundred more will be injured,” Colonel 
Dothard said 

“We woul like to prevent all of 
these deaths, but, being realistic, the best 
we can hope for is to hold the number of 
deaths and injuries to a minimum through 
increased enforcement of traffic laws.” 

In addition to regular patrol cars, 
unmarked vehicles will be in use. All of 
the Department aircraft will be in 
operation during as much of the holiday 
period as possible. In as many locations as 
manpower permits, driverlicense and 
equipinent checks will be held. 

“We will, of course, be paying 
particular attention to those highways 
having especially heavy holiday traffic 
such as those leading to resort areas,” said 
Colonel Dothard. “We will also be 
especially alert for drinking drivers who 
jeopardize each and every person on our 
highways and try to apprehend them 
before they kill or maim innocent 
people,” Dothard warned.

The Shelby County Reporter was 
born one hundred and thirty-three years 
ago in the midst of a heated political 
campaign. 

The first edition was published in 
1843 in Talladega, by a group of business 
men of that city in an endeavor to help 
carry Alabama for Henry Clay in his race 
for President of the United States in 
1844. 

The necessary equipment was 
ordered and shipped to Talladega - in a 
wagon - by way of Wetumpka. 

Thomas Cross, a resident of 
Huntsville, was employed to operate the 
new machinery. He travelled from 
Huntsville to Talladega on horseback to 
accept the position --- A distance'of 113 
miles. 

After the presidential election was 
over, Cross purchased the Reporter from 
the first owners and he became owner, 
editor and publisher. Cross continued 
publishing the paper for the following 
forty years. 

In 1870, the entire newspaper plant 
was destroyed by fire. All records and 
files regarding the war between the states 
went up in the blaze. 

Following a twenty-year period of 
publication by a man whose name is not 
on record, the paper was sold to E. L. 
Word whose tem of ownership lasted 
during the next twenty years. 

The Reporter was next purchased by 
P. K. Ewing, a young man from New

Orleans, La. He published the Reporter as 
a bi-weekly and began modernizing the 
plant by purchasing and installing one of 
the first type setting machines in 
Alabama. The Reporter was among the 
first weekly papers in the south to use 
this new mechanical equipment. 

Mark L. Tucker, a widely known 
newspaperman, bought the Reporter 
from Ewing. In 1920 Luther Fowler 
purchased the Reporter from Tucker. 

In 1921, Fowler began publishing a 
small edition of the Reporter for the 
people of Montevallo, Calera, and Wilton. 
It was called the Tri-Cities Reporter. 

The year 1922 was an Election Year 
- and this year proved to be one of the 
most important elections in the history of 
Shelby County. It was during this year 
that the entire Democratic ticket was 
elected into office - - the first time in a 
period of 30 years 

In the campaign, before the election, 
some of the candidates used the little 
Tri-Cities Reporter to carry their political 
advertising. 

In January 1923, after the newly 
elected officials had taken office, some of 
them felt that Shelby County should have 
a Democratic newspaper. The 
Republicans had a paper in Columbiana 
known as the Peoples Advocate. The 
Democrats suggested that Fowler move 
the Reporter from Talladega to 


Columbiana. This was done and the last 
edition of the Reporter for Talladega was 
issued in January 1923. The following

In Pelham.-- 
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Site of original county seat confirmed 


by Willard Harrison 

One of the county’s oldest mysteries 
is no longer a cause for wonder. For 
almost a century the site of the first 
county seat Was uncertain, 

It was known that the community 
called Shelbyville was the first county 
Seat. but its location remained unknown 

About a year ago history bulls Frank 
M. Jones and W. L. D. Johnston pinned 
down the site of Shelbyville as 
modern-day Pelham. 

For years the debate had raged — was 
Shelbyville in the Cahaba Valley area? 


Siluria? = Or the Alabaster Pelham 
neighborhood? Early maps were 
notoriously incorrect. and unreliable. 


Early historic records were equilly vague. 

It is a known fact that Shelbyville 
was the original county seat, but the 
actual site was disputed. One camp held 
with the E. B. Teague theory of “just a 
little north of Siluria.” 

Another group was equally certain 
that the first log courthouse still existed 
as the old Johnson house which stood, 
until it burned recently, at the 
intersection of Highway 31 and 119 
(Cahaba Valley Road). 

In 1974 Shelby County Historical 
Society president Kenneth Penhale and 
West Jefferson Historical Society 
president James Walker examined the old 
wooden structure. They determined that 
it could not have been built until after 
the county seat was moved.

Animal shelter seeks guardians for homeless strays

The Shelby County Animal Clinic is 
attempting to do something about stray 
and homeless dogs, aecording to George

“T guess vou could just say that we 
have an over population of dogs in the 
area,” said Starcher. “We don’t operate a 
dog pick-up here at the clinic but when 
people bring dogs in, we take the dogs for 
a $2 fee.” 

The fee charged for taking care of 
the unwanted dogs doesn’t begin to cover 
the theis Starcher 
commented, The dogs have to be fed and 


cost of cadre, 
groomed, in addition to all the necessary 
shots they must have. He cited the fact 
that distemper shots are particularly 
expensive, and all animals brought into 


the clinic must have these shots 


One of the sad things, Starcher said, 
is that there is not a high adoption rate at 
the clinic. “People just arent aware that 
we have so many dogs up here. All it 
costs to adopt a dog is ten dollars and 
that is pretty reasonable considering that 
the dogs have been given ull of the shots 
they need.” 

The Shelter can accommodate about 
40 dogs at one time. Cuts can also be 
brought in to the Shelter 


“We really have some nice dogs 
vere,” said Starcher. “Just a couple of 
days ago two puppies were born to a dog 
that was brought in. Hopefully, theyll 
find a home and be able to know 


something besides the inside of a dog 


shelter.”

defends nation’s food 


Agriculture is the ultimate success 
story of the American private enterprise 
system. Yet increasingly in recent years, 
in our society have insisted on 
fretting ubout the “safety” or nutritional 
value of the nation’s food supply. In a 
hard-hitting address earlier this month 
(June 6), Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz blasted some of the myths 
prepetuated by these fretters, 

“The biggest problem we have with 
our food in this country today is eating 
too much of it,” Butz told the Institute 
of Food Technologists, meeting in 
Anaheim, California. “If our food supply 
is Not nutritious and delicious, how come 
We see so many people overweight from 
eating it?”

criticized the Delaney Clause to 
the Food Additive Amendment passed by 
Congress in 1958. The clause says, in 
effect, that any additive found to cause 
cancer in animals or humans cannot be 
added to foods. 

“On the surface this would seem to 
be a good idea,” said Butz. “In practice it 
has turned out to be utter nonsense 
one of the worst legislative additives of all 
times. A law or an amendment that 
requires zero tolerance of any substance 
leaves no whatsoever the 


room for 


judgment of scientists who might make 
new findings about the risk/benefit ratio 
of any particular food additive.

“Such laws flatly say ‘no’ to 
technology and research that might often 
prove of great overall benefit in food 
storage and _ preservation and in 
preserving human health.

will increase July 


Benefits payable to workers injured 
m the job will be increased July 1, 
hecording to an announcement by Tom J. 
Ventress, director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations. 

The maximum compensation allowed 
sor loss of earnings due to job-related 
injuries will be $110 a week, an increase 
of $8, The minimum will be raised from 
$38 to $41. New rates apply to injuries 
yecurring after July 1, 

Benefits were adjusted, Ventress said, 
secause of higher earnings by Alabama 
vorkers. The department recently 
letermined that the state’s average 
weekly wage in 1975 was $165.27, up 
from $152.65 in 1974. The Alabama 
Workmen’s Compensation Law sets 
maximum benefits at 66 2/3 percent of 
the state’s average weekly wage and 
minimum benefits at 25 percent of the 
average weekly wage. 

In 1975 the Alabama Legislature 
amended the workmen's compensation 
law to link benefits with the average 
weekly wage. It provided a means for 
periodically adjusting benefits to comerm 
with workers’ earnings. Prior to that time 
benefits could not be increased except by 
legislative action. 

“We are now able to respond more 


* quickly to increases in wages brought 


hbout by inflation and other factors.”

A group of Samford University 
history majors, backed by a $7,500 
federal grant, is scouring ten central 
Alabama counties in pursuit of surviving 
folk crafts. 

To qualify as a “folk craft”, the 
technique used must have been learned 
by word of mouth, not from a 
do-it-yourself manual. 


The youthful historians will 
document their findings with taped 
interviews and photographs which will be 
published in book form.

Does a three-city merger fit into Alabaster’s future? 


by Nancy Duncan 
How about the name Alpelena for 


Shelby County’s city of the future?Or, if 


that doesn’t grab you, try Helambaster. 

It probably won't ever come to 
names such as these, but Alabaster Mayor 
Harold Davenport believes that when the 
U. S. Tricentennial is celebrated 100 
years hence, Alabaster, Pelham, Helena 
and other north county areas along 
Highway 31 will have become one large 
megalopolis. 

“There has been some talk already 
about the three cities merging and 
becoming one,” the mayor revealed. If 
that were to happen today, he said, it 
would result in a population of 13 to 14 
thousand. 

It is difficult to envision the year 
2076, Davenport contends, saying, “That 
is a long, long time off. 

“The growth we are experiencing in 
1976 scares me,” he confessed. “It looks 
like we are going to have an increase of 
1,200 to 1,300 people in Alabaster this 


year.” 

A major change in municipal 
operations will come in the area of law 
enforcement, he believes. 
Communications and the types of 
vehicles used by police will be quite 
different a hundred years from now, he 
predicted. 

More police department personnel 
will be needed through the years as 
Alabaster’s list of citizens continues to 
grow, the mayor said, commenting that 
“even now with the eight regulars we 
have, along with auxiliaries, we still don’t 
have enough to do the kind of patrolling 
we would like to do.” 

While Davenport’s list of predictions 
is not very long, he has a lot to say about 
the here and now in Alabaster. 

Uppermost in his mind is the matter 
of sewerage facilities about to be 
completed. 

“The city had gotten grants approved 


in 1968 or °69, but for one reason or 


another, they could not get started on 


it,” he said. 

In 1973, however, a new treatment 
plant was started. Now complete, it was 
built at a cost of just over $1 million. 
Outfall lines, needed to carry sewage to 
the plant were then installed. 

“We are in the process of putting in 
83,000 feet of collection lines,” added 
the mayor, who wil complete his first 
term of office this year. 

The lack of an adequate sewer 
system has held growth in the city down, 
Davenport said, pointing out that the 
county health officer now forbids any 
new building to commence that has not 
already been approved. 

The Alabaster sewer system is 
expected to be completed during the next 
ten or eleven months, the mayor said. 

Commenting that Environmental 
Protection Agency and Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission standards are 
“stronger than ever,” Davenport. said, 
“When we get through treating the 
sewage, anything they dump into Buck 


Creek is just as pure as the water you 
drink.” 

The sewer project is being partially 
funded with federal grants and revenue 
sharing money, the mayor explained. 
Besides an initial $140,000 grant received 
through the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, “urgent need” funds 
of $250,000 were acquired. 


Revenue sharing funds brought to 
$490,000 the public monies returned for 
the project. In addition, Davenport said, 
the city has applied for a $100,000 grant 
through the Birmingham Regional 
Planning Commission. 

“Every time you get a little money, 
it reduces the cost to the people,” the 
mayor said, adding, “There is a good 
chance that once the project is 
completed, we can go back and apply for 
another ‘urgent needs’ grant.” 

The remaining funds needed will be 
acquired through the sale of bonds, 
payable over a ten year period.

Lime played a major role in Calera’s growth 


by Bert Seaman 

According to a history of Calera 
which is being compiled by Barbara Baker 
Roberts, a native of the town, only a few 
families lived in Calera in 1850. However, 
when the tracks of the Alabama and 
Tennessee River Railroad reached the 
town in 1854 it began to grow. 

Since Calera is the Spanish name for 
lime (taken from a Latin word), the town 
is appropriately named since that mineral 
played such an important part in the 
town’s history. 

When the railroad brought the first 
lime workers to the area, the settlement 


became known as Lime Station or some 
called it Lime Kiln. One account says it 
was first Buxahatchee and then Limeville. 
In 1882, Mrs. Roberts notes, some 
citizens proposed that the name of the 
town be changed to Kiln-Dare. 
Apparently this was never done. 


Lime, however, didn’t become an 
important commodity in the area until 
after the Civil War. In the early days 
methods of quarrying were crude and 
there was a scarcity of labor and no 
capital. 

Early settlers in the county were

usually farmers and the area around 
Calera was thickly settled with small 
farms. 

The majority of the homes in this 
period were two room bungalows 
separated by a dog trot. More rooms were 
added as they were needed and some of 
these homes are still standing. Many of 
the section houses owned by the railroad 
company still remain in Calera also. 

The town was first incorporated in 
1887 but the bill was revised in 1891 and 
another passed. The governor appointed 
the first mayor, a Dr. Gunn who was a 
friend of the governor. 

When the election came up in June, 
John H. Dunstan defeated Gunn by a few 
votes. Dunstan was a local surveyor and 
was responsible for the few maps on hand 
at the time. 

In 1880 other industries came into 
the area. These included a barrel factory 
and a charcoal plant. Rubbing alcohol 
and other by-products of the charcoal 
plant were shipped to the north. 

The town probably would have 
grown more rapidly if the citizens had 
been able to attract an iron foundry or 
the railroad shops which eventually 
located in Birmingham. 

Mrs. Roberts says in her manuscript 
that the town didn’t get a permanent 
school building until 1911. Until then 
students met in homes or stores. One of 
the homes where classes were held was 


—_— 
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that of James D. Hardy, a real estate man 
who was instrumental in the development 
of the town. This home was destroyed by 
fire in 1907. The present school in Calera 
was constructed in 1920 and will undergo 
renovation this year. 

The only fire department at the time 
was a group of citizens forming a bucket 
brigade. A long time resident said he 
remembered a whole block burning on 
one occasion, 

Transportation, which has been a 
major factor in the town’s economic 
outlook even from earliest days, still 
plays an important role, Important 
mineral concerns in the area rely on 
trucking and raiiroad lines. 

Every major truck line in the county, 
with the exception of one, is 
headquartered in Calera. Martin-Marietta 
Cement, Vulcan Materials, and Hill 
Concrete and Supply Company, three 
companies which excavate minerals in the 
area, all have their own convoy of trucks 
and transport vehicles. 

The Southern and L & N lines both 
run through the town, and Abex, one of 
the major industries in the area, is noted 


for the manufacture of railroad 
brakeshoes. 
The future of Calera will 


undoubtedly depend largely on_ its 
highways and transportation as the 
building boom extends southward during 
the coming years.

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Highway link with U.S. 31 will spark growth

“Columbiana is moving on to a 
bigger and better future,” according to 
Mayor Robert N. Bolton. But its growth 
depends on several factors as yet 
unrealized. 

At present the city’s growth is 
retarded by its sewer system, which is 
barely adequate for existing needs. 


City became 


county seat

“Columbiana, the Gem of the Hills,” 
paraphrased a 1907 journalist in his 
pamphlet about the seat of Shelby 
County. But like the other towns in the 
county, it has not always existed under 
the same name. 

As seitlements began to spring up in 
east Shelby County in the early 1800's, 
“Coontown“ did also. The community 
was supposedly named this when a 
raccoon attacked a small child nearby. 

Later the town was known as 
Columbia, but eventually the name 
Columbiana came into being. 

The early residents of the town lived 
almost next door to the border of Indian 
territory in east Alabama, and it was 
inevitable that there would be conflict. 
Usually the two peoples lived peaceably 
but the Indians were known to get riled 
when outlaw whites killed one of their 
tribe. 

Columbiana became the county seat 


in 1826 after a vigorous campaign against , 


Montevallo. The county functions were 
moved from Shelbyville, and court was 
held in a schoolhouse building. The 
school was torn down and replaced later 
by the “old county courthouse” at the 
end of Main Street. 

This county building was originally 
mede of wood, and was later bricked 
over. The porch was enclosed, and 
additional rooms were added to the back 
of the cross-shaped structure. 

The “new courthouse” was built in 
1905 by Bynum Construction Co., at the 
cost of $250,000. Across the street stood 
the Hotel Varner. 

Columbiana is noted for its many 
historic homes and public buildings. The 
Methodist Church, for instance, originally 
stood near the site of the Food Center 
store. The wooden building was moved 
on wooden rollers to its location on 
Depot and Main Streets. 

History records that Columbiana was 
officially incorporated in 1896, eighty 
years ago. But it has been county seat for 
a century and a half. 

During World War II city government 
operated out of a small building on White 
Street. When the courthouse’s jail annex 
was added in 1955, the city bought the 
old county courthouse for $5,000 and 
converted it into the city hall. 

In 1975 a new city hall building was 
completed on Mildred Street, near the 
Post Office. The city occupied it in late 
December, abandoning the old building 
which was eventually deeded back to the 
county. 


Currently underway is a massive sewerage 
program. But Bolton says that in years to 
come the whole sewer system will have to 
be completely rebuilt. 

Once the sanitary problems are 
overcome, Bolton sees Columbiana as a 
growing residential community. 
Sub-divisions are popping up around the 
city helping solve the critical housing 
shortage. 

Bolton predicts no immediate growth 
in industry for the city. “Surveys have 
shown that Coiumbiana does not have a 
sufficient labor force to attract many 
additional industries. 

Columbiana already has several 
businesses employing 200 to 300 persons. 
National - Standard has 300 workers 
manufacturing wire for radial tires; 
Elastic Corporation, 250;and Valley Mills, 
200. 

A recent comprehensive plan for the 
city of Columbiana supports Bolton’s 
contentions, According to the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission’s report, manufacturing will

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show a slight increase, “in particular, the 
manufacturing of metals and machinery 
will gain in importance." 

Mayor Bolton feels that one of the 
most important factors in promoting 
Columbiana’s growth will be the building 
of a new road connecting the city with 
Highway 31. 

“When that road is built, it will mean 
more business, more people, and a 
quicker route to Birmingham,” the mayor 
continued. He pointed out that the road 
has been surveyed, but he has no idea 
when it will be built. He adds that the 
road will be a tremendous asset to 
Columbiana’s future. 


The Reporter asked Bolton about 
expansion of the city limits. “I think we 
will expand toward Kingdom Community 
in coming years,” said Bolton. He had no 
predictions about growth toward Shelby, 
Chelsea or Wilsonville. 

The city’s downtown shopping area 
may receive strong rivalry in the future, 
according to the mayor. “There will 


> . / 
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likely be a new shopping center here in 
the next four or five years.”’ He feels that 
a Pelham-Columbiana road will also be a 
boost to the city’s commercial outlook. 

With a growing population for the 
town, Bolton predicts that recreation and 
services will have to be increased. More 
park and outdoor areas will be made ~ 
available. 

The city’s water source should be 
adequate for years to come, Bolton feels. 
The BRPC report recommended that the 
city drill a new well or inter-connect with 
Alabaster’s water system, in order to have 
a more reliable source. 

Bolton sees no need for such 
expansion at present, but he thinks the 
Coosa River will someday be the source 
of the city’s water. 

Columbiana’s Mayor Bolton, who has 
announced that he will not be a candidate 
for re-election, told the Reporter that he 
has no regrets about i.aving his office. He 
indicated that the candidate who wins the 
mayoral race will play a part in helping to 
build the city’s future.

It seems reasonable to suppose that 
one of the early inhabitants was named 
Harper, and that he gave his name to the 
town. However, almost nothing is known 
about this mysterious character, as he has 
left no descendants, or even proof of his 
existence, in the community. 

The rich, black and red Coosa Valley 
soil that attracted the first settlers is still 
productive today. 


In addition to the cotton, grown 
originally, cattle and soybeans are now 
raised on Harpersville farms. 

The fertility of the soil in 
Harpersville reportedly enabled acreage 
within the city limits to achieve the 
highest per-acre cotton yield in the state 
for several years running in the 1950’s. 

Transportation needs in Harpersville 
were met early in this century by the 
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COTTON CREW - - Cotton is still king in Harpersville. Here the combine riders line up for another cotton-pickin’ session.

Atlanta, Birmingham, and Atlantic 
Railway, which had a station near where 
County Road 83 crosses the SCL tracks. 
(The AB&A Ry. became the Atlantic 
Coast Line, then the Seaboard Coast 
Line). 

Mail was brought in to the station, 
and shoppers could choose between the 
Eastbound to Talladega, and the 
Westbound to Birmingham via Bessemer. 

In 1928, Alabama State Highway 91 
(later U. S. 280) was constructed through 
Harpersville, coinciding with the erection 
of the river bridge across the Coosa to 
Childersburg. 

State Highway 25 was put through 
soon afier, and in 1934, Hwy. 91 was 
first paved. 

In 1944, the people in the 
Harpersville area decided to take 
advantage of the opportunities offered by 
incorporation, and a vote held for that 
purpose was reportedly carried without a 
dissenting ballot. 

If there is one single person that 
typifies Harpersville in the minds of 
many, that person would have to be J. W. 
Donahoo, 

Donahoo, the town’s first, and 
present, mayor, is as much a fixture of 
the town as Highway 280. 

Only two other men have ever been 
mayor of Harpersville -- Clyde Wyatt for 
two terms, and Stedford, who served one 
year before moving from town. 

Donahoo remains, though. Forced to 
retire from his Mercantile store business, 
he remains active and is now campaigning 
for still another term as mayor. 
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Four-laning of U.S. 280 
expected to bring growth

Harpersville Mayor J. W. Donahoo 
foresees changes that should render his 
town scarcely recognizable in 10 years, 
but hesitates to predict what will happen 
in the next 90 years after that. 

Most of the town’s permanent 
population consists of older people, so a 
turnover of generations is imminent. 

Moreover, the four-laning of U. S. 
Highway 280 is expected to usher in the 
same rapid growth that Alabaster and 
Pelham have experienced over the past 10 
years. 

Part of the highway expansion, now 
under construction, is to be complete by 
the first of the year 1977 -- going around 
the ‘“‘Narrows” and over Double Oak 
Mountain is already being planned as the 
next phase. 

Donahoo notes that Harpersville has 
experienced modest growth since its 
incorporation in 1944, with the 
population increasing from around 500 to 
around 750. 

Faster growth and financial and retail 
expansion are expected in the future, 
however, as metropolitan Birmingham 
comes pouring down the widened U. S. 
280. 

Most of the townspeople already 
work in Birmingham, according to 
Donahoo, and this should smooth the 
transition. 

Furthermore, the 
municipality in Jefferson 
Mountain Brook, and 
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County is 
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anticipates the same exclusive and 
sought-after image will extend to 
Harpersville. 


Harpersville has no polluting industry 
or unsightly urban blight -- the biggest 
“industry” in town is the private school, 
Coosa Valley Academy. 

Of great importance, at least to 
Donahoo, is preserving this relatively 
unspoiled environment. 

This task begins with control over 
the expansion of Hwy. 280 within the 
city limits. 

Donahoo would like to see the 
four-lane in the city follow the route of 
the present two-lane and be within the 
present 120° right-of-way. A curb and 
gutter are also hoped for. 


Donahoo has extracted promises 
from former Governor John Patterson 
and present Governor George Wallace 
that this would be done for Harpersville 
when expansion comes -- he hopes to 
outlast construction delays, and see those 
promises fulfilled. 

Citizens of Harpersville in the year 
2076 will doubtless have a lot to look 
back on. 

The municipal seed will have been 
planted, cultivated, and hopefully will 
have blossomed into full flower. 

Perhaps some future citizens will 
look back beyond that, and thank the 
man who plowed the ground -- mayor J. 
W. Donahoo.

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Helena enters boom era; merger not likely

“Helena is Helena,” declared Mayor 
Charles Penhale, “and will not likely ever 


merge with another town.” Penhale 
theorizes that the town, already the 
largest Shelby County town in area, will 
grow westward toward the Cahaba River 
during the next century. 

According to Penhale, Helena will be

entering a boom era in the next few 
years. One goal is the building of a new 
town hall, which the mayor hopes will 
be built near the entrance of Joe Tucker 
Park. Also on the planning boards is the 
upcoming development of the railroad 
property west of Helena. 

Penhale said that people were 
surprised when the town annexed 
hundreds of acres of unoccupied land 
west of town. But already the railroad 
tract is under study for development, and 
numerous realtors are inquiring about 
possible sub-divisions in that area. 

Since Helena is hemmed in by 


Riverchase, Pelham, and Alabaster, 
Penhale predicts that the town will 
continue to annex land west of the river 
in the direction of Bessemer. He 
discounts the possibility that the City of 
Birmingham will be able to absorb the 
communities around Helena. 

He also opined that Helena will never 
choose to merge with Pelham or 
Alabaster. “They might merge with us,” 
he chuckled, “but not in our lifetime. We 
don’t even have the same kind of 
people.” 

He adds that the town will become a 
huge residential area when the current 
sewer project is finished next year. He 
revealed that a new home development is 
to be announced in Helena in a few days, 
and that a building boom will begin when 
the system is complete. 

The mayor told the Reporter that 
new industry is also coming to Helena. He 
said that he has had numerous inquiries 
about warehouse and industrial property 
fronting the railroads in the LEN — SCL 
property across the river near Elvira. 

With new homes and industry 
coming to Helena, the mayor feels that 
retail stores are also around the corner. 
He noted that studies are underway to 
determine the feasibility of a new 


shopping center for the town. 

Recreation will also be provided for 
as Helena grows. Penhale stated that city 
fathers are thinking of acquiring new park 
property in other areas of town. Noting 
that Joe Tucker Park is well used by the 
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people, he added that most of the park’s 
wooded area will remain in its natural 
State. 

Tucker Park’s tennis courts are 
planned for this fall, and already another 
softball field is being discussed for 


another part of town. 

Mayor Penhale summed up Helena’s 
outlook by saying, “We'll soon be one of 
the fastest growing towns in the county. 
Helena has been sleeping for a long time, 
but now its beginning to wake up.” 


Helena was resort, iron center

“Helena — the cradle of coal and iron 
industries in Old Alabama.” 

That’s how a journalist described the 
town in a long ago newspaper article. 
Helena will celebrate its formidable 
history with a centennial observance next 
year. 

Helena was first incorporated in 
1877, taking its name from Helen Lee 
Boyle, the wife of a wealthy contractor. 
But long before that, the communities of 
Hillsborough and Central were located on 
the site of present-day Helena. 

Hillsborough was a mineral springs 
resort, situated near the junction of 
county roads 17 and 52. Central was a 
noted iron manufacturing center built 
along the banks of Buck Creek. During 
antebellum days both communities 
thrived and eventually combined. 

Central was the site of a top-secret 
factory in the Civil War, where iron was 
prepared for the Confederate War effort. 
Numerous coal mines played a part in the 
town’s wartime history as well.

But as the war drew to a close in 
1865, Wilson’s Raiders marched through, 
destroying the strategic coal and iron 
plants. It was almost a decade before the 
industries were started up again. 

The 1877 incorporation of Helena 
did not last, due to a technical error 
during the filing of official papers. In-a 
few years the town ceased corporate 
functions, and was not again incorporated 
until 1915. 

Early Helena was a tiny metropolis, 
complete with stores selling furniture, 
drug items, shoes, groceries, and sundries. 
There was a hotel, butcher shop, grist 
mill, garage, telephone exchange building, 
and a swimming pool resort located near 
the dam. 

In this Bicentennial year Helena is 
preparing for its own Centennial by 
clearing the trees and debris from around 
the dam and beautifying the area. If this 
year’s celebration is something special, 
Helena in 1977 promises to be an even 
bigger extravaganza.

Montevallo and education have gone 
hand in hand for more than a century and 
a half. 

Ever since Jesse Wilson settled 
“Wilson’s Hill” in 1815, citizens of the 
area have been concerned with education 
in One way or another. 

A Methodist Episcopal Church 
(South) congregation was formed in the 
Wilson’s Hill area in 1818. A Baptist 
Church followed in 1820. Alabama 
became a state in 1819 and one of the 
early acts of the legislature was to create 
a State university. The new university’s 
charter included a land grant of some 
40,000 acres and a part of Wilson’s Hill 
was university land. 

The two early churches functioned as 
part of the community’s educational 
system. Early settlers with names such as 
Edmund King, James T. Walker, James 
Woodruff and Obediah Lovelady were 
followed by Samuel Mardis and Daniel 
Watrous. Settlers of a few years later 
purchased land from the University’s 
40,000 acre grant. 

A noteworthy event of 1823 was 
Edmund King’s new brick house with 
small glass windows. The house still 
stands today and is a tourist and 
historical attraction. 

A few years later in the 1830's and 
1840’s the Wilson’s Hill area began to 
attract new settlers. Wilson’s Hill soon 
was referred to as Montevallo. 

On March 3, 1848, Montevallo

became an incorporated town and three 
years later the Montevallo Male Institute 
was formed, This private institution for 
the education of young men was 
established in the fall of 1851. 

The incorporators included two of 
the original settlers of Wilson’s Hill, 
Edmund King and Daniel Watrous. The 
only permanent structure was built in 
1851 and it remains today, known as 
Reynolds Hall. 

Both Reynolds Hall and King House 
are located on the campus of the 
University of Montevallo. 

The Montevallo Male Institute was 
reincorporated in 1858 as the Montevallo 
Male and Female Institute of the Synod 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 
Operations of the school were suspended 
during the Civil War. After the war and 
between 1865 and 1885 the school saw 
sporadic operation under private auspices. 
It was abandoned in 1885. 

Alabama’s coal mining industry got 
its start in the early 1850’s and 
Montevallo gave its name to one of the 
coal basins in the Cahaba Coal Field. 
Underground coal mining began in the 
area in 1856 and one of the region’s 
richest deposits was the Montevallo seam. 

Coal played a major role in the 
development of Montevallo until mines 
began closing in 1941. 

Montevallo and education seemed 
destined to play cooperative roles. The 
Alabama legislature, during the session of

1892-93 created the Alabama Girl’s 
Industrial Institute. In 1895, Montevallo 
was selected to be the site for this new 
school, “because of the town’s location 
near the geographical center of Alabama, 
its healthful surroundings and a 
substantial gift of cash and property by 
its citizens.” The property was that of the 
former Montevallo Male Institute. 


Classes at the new Alabama Girls 
Industrial Institute began in the fall of 
1896. The state supported school has 
operated continuously since that date. In 
1923 it became Alabama College for 
Women. In 1956, its status was changed 
agains and doors were opened to male 
students and its name was changed to 
Alabama College. 

The most recent change in the status 
of Alabama College, changed the name to 
the University of Montevallo and created 
several colleges within the university. 
Today the University of Montevallo 
includes four colleges, Arts and Sciences, 
Education, Business and Fine Arts. 


Montevallo has remained a viable 
community and has prospered because it 
has been ‘‘people oriented.” Most 
communities have had beginnings and 
have continued to grow because of 
location suitable for commerce and 
industry. Montevallo, however, has 
remaind a thriving, although small 
community with people as its basic 
resource.

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Pelham mayor predicts huge population increase 


by Nancy Duncan 

The growth of Pelham might be 
compared to transplanted ivy which, it is 
said, sleeps, creeps and then leaps. 

For many years -- generations even -- 
the tiny town slept and when it became a 
municipality on July 10, 1964, it was 
home to only 654 persons, many of them 
native sons and daughters. 

The population crept toward the 
1,000 mark during the next few years, 
but fell just short of that when the 1970 
census was taken. Official figures at this 
point put the population at 980. 

However, when city officials called 
for a special head count two years later, 
they learned that the leaping process had 
indeed begun, as the city then had over 


3,000 persons living within its borders. 


Estimates put the present population 
at about 5,000 and Mayor Paul L. Yeager 
sees that figure doubling during the next 
five years. 


On the heels of this population 
influx have come merchants and 
manufacturers, one group obviously 
attracted by the ever increasing consumer 
potential and the other no doubt lured by 
lower taxes and property costs. 

A graphic indication of the city’s 
growth is found in revenue figures for the 
past several years. From income of 
$59,195 in 1968, the annual revenue 
jumped to $668,471 in 1975. The years 
in between showed a steady climb toward 


the half-a-million plus received last year: 
1969 — $82,339; 1970 — $82,610 — 1971 
- $111,124; 1972 — $216,424; 1973 - 
$384,892; 1974 — $479 586. 

The dramatic increase between 197] 
and 1972 occurred when a one percent 
sales tax was levied by the city, explained 
City Clerk Willie Mae Dennis. 

A rundown of the number of 
business licenses and building permits 
issued during the same period also plots 
the city’s growth. The two, recorded 
together on city records, are as follows: 
1968 - 106; 1969 - 141; 1970 - 145; 1971 
- 181; 1972 - 468; 1973 - 582; 1974 - 
484; 1975 - 572. 

Mrs. Dennis explained that the

Pelham, in its infancy as cities go, is 
expected to continue its rapid growth as 
our country looks toward another 
century as a nation.

home. 

Yeager is generally pleased at the 
way the city’s growth has taken place. “I 
feel like it has come along fairly orderly,” 
he said. “We haven’t had too many 
serious problems.” 

The main problems have involved 
trying to provide services needed by the 
growing numbers of newcomers, he 
continued. “We try to plan, but it 
somehow gets ahead of us.” 

Since incorporating in 1974, the city 
has extended its borders through

annexation of some previously outlying 
areas. Asked if he forsees further 
annexation, Yeager replied, “We have 
thought about annexing northward. We 
don’t know whether it will materialize or 
not. It is just in the talking state.” 


City officials attempted to annex one 
area to the north nearly three years ago, 
but residents of Indian Hills voted down 
the idea of being taken into the city. 

But with or without additional land, 
Pelham seems destined to stay on the. 
grow, as people, businesses and industry 
continue their mass exodus southward 
from Birmingham.

between 1971 and 1972 is due mainly to 
new sub-divisions started in the city at 
that time. 

Oak Mountain estates and Cahaba 
Valley Estates, developed during the early 
years of Pelham’s population explosion, 
are the scene of continued home building, 
as is another residential area, Chandalar 
South. 


Nearby Brookfield brought in still 
more residents during the early 1970's 
and Hunter’s Glen, developed just last 
year, is nearly filled with new residents, 
Yeager reported. 

Some large mobile home parks, a few 
of which have club-houses and 
recreational facilities, have been 
established during the past few years and 
these have also helped to populate the 
area. 

The ever changing scenery along the 
five mile stretch of Highway 31 which is 
Pelham was enhanced by the completion 
of a new city hall, dedicated in late 1974. 


Since then, a city park has been built 
on a seven acre tract behind the building. 
With Jaycee Tom Davidson at the helm as 
project chairman, the club members 
furnished the muscle while city officials 
used local funds to foot the bills for the 
long sought facility which includes two 
regulation youth league ball fields, a 
tennis court and playground equipment. 

As soon as the park was completed, 
17 basebalt and softball teams formed a 
league which enjoyed participating in 
competitive bali during the Spring of ’76.

Vincent, Shelby County’s 
easternmost incorporated municipality, is 
named for Mrs. Annie E. Vincent, 
daughter of an early settler, Harriet 
McGraw. 

The oldest existing house in town is 
known as the Bell house. It dates from 
the 1840s. 

The original school, called Elliott 
School, granduated many notable 
students, including two State 
Superintendents of Education, Henry 
Willingham and John Abercrombie. 

The school was taken over by the 
town in 1904-05, and was located where 
the old water tower now stands. 

The first business in Vincent, a 


general store, opened its doors in 1890. It

was owned by Mr. A. M. Flemings and 
Dr. J. T. Penn. 

The town of Vincent came into legal 
existence on February 16, 1897, by a 
special act of the state legislature. 

The first mayor was T. W. Bell, 
whose son still resides in Vincent. 

One of the town’s early 
accomplishments was the publication of a 
complete city Civil and Criminal Code. It 
was published in 1905, 

At the present, Vincent provides one 
of the two judges to the 18th Judicial 
Circuit, former Mayor James H, Sharbutt. 

Vincent has undergone slow but 
steady growth in this century, growing 
from a population of 765 in 1900 to 
slightly less than 2,000 today.

Another early settler was Sampson

The first post office was established 
in 1834, with Martin K. Ryan as 
postmaster. Before that an inn served as a 
post road stop on Robertson’s land, 
called the Macon Field. This Huntsville 
to-Montgomery stagecoach road also 
stopped at Red Lawn, the plantation 
owned by J. D. Teague. That home is 
now the home of Mrs. C. D. Whitten, 
about three miles west of Wilsonville. 

When Wilson’s Raiders threatened 
the Coosa at Yellowleaf Creek Forks in 
1865, a log cabin was hastily erected at 
Wilsonville and the Yellowleaf telegraph 
lines were extended to Wilsonville in 
order to keep up with the movements of 
the Confederate and Union armies. 

Afte: the railroad, 


Wilson’s raids, 


called the E. Tennessee, Va., and Ga., was 
bankrupt and the Shelby County portion 
was taken over by the Selma, Rome and 
Dalton Railroad Co. They replaced the 
cabin with the first depot in the county. 
It was put together with pegs. 

It is said a Dutchman, Averhard, 
opened the first store in Wilsonville and 
was the first buried in the cemetery. 
Other early families were the Hawkins, 
Brashers, Selfs, Gwins and McLeods. 
Later arrivals were the Bolins who owned 
1,000 acres reaching from Old Chapel 
church to Four Mile Creek. The Jones, 
Owens, Fowlers, Dunkins, Daniels, 
Denslers, and Popes came in the latter 
part of the century. 

Toward the end of the 1800's J. F. 
Pope bought Col. W. B. Smith's 
mercantile business and had the large 
wooden building rolled on logs pulled by 
oxen to its present location. He built the 
large brick store in the center of town. It 
was the largest general merchandise store 
in the area and by 1923 was still said to 
be the third largest of its type in the 
State. 

After J. F. Pope’s death, his brother 
W. H. Pope continued as manager. It 
weathered the Great Depression of the 
1930’s and carried many farmers to 
whom the future seemed hopeless. Some 
of these and their sons are wealthy 
landowners and planters today in the 
eastern part of Shelby County. 


The Four Mile church is the oldest in 
the area, organized in 1823. Early 
families there were the Riddles, 
Spearmans, McEwens, Stones, Rays and 
Moores. 

The Methodist church is the oldest in 
Wilsonville. The Wilsonviile Baptist 
Church was organized in 1879. In the 
latter 1800’s a Presbyterian church was 
built. 

The first school was called 
Wilsonville Academy. A Miss Arthur was 
the teacher. Around the turn of the 
century a two-story frame school was 
built. A number of excellent educators 
taught the area children and others who 
came to Wilsonville to board in order to

What will Wilsonville be like in 2076? 

Social trends of 1976 when 
considered with Wilsonville’s geographic 
location, show a favorable future for the 
area.

The use of solar energy will have 
changed the emphasis at the Gaston 
Steam Plant, but unless there are 
unforseen technological revolutions, the 
plant will still be important in the 
production of electricity.

Many other teachers and leaders of 
integrity who have helped the lives of 
many Alabamians have come from 
Wilsonville. 

In 1900, population was close to 
1,600.

“Our town has a lot to offer both 
industry and anyone looking for good 
country living,” declared James M. 
(Mickey) Henson, who has served as 


mayor of Wilton for the past eight 
months. 
Henson took over the reins of 


government when former mayor Troy 
Mims resigned, saying that he was unable 
to work with the city council. 

“Right now,” the mayor said, “‘we’re 
under consideration for a $57,000 water 
grant from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. We’ve been

working through the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission,” he 
continued, “and I’ve been told we're 
pretty sure to get the money but we 


‘won't know for certain until September.” 


According to Henson, if the grant 
comes through as expected, Wilton will 
be the fifth municipality on a list of 18 
cities to receive such a grant. 

The money will be used for a ground 
level water tank, Mayor Henson reported. 

The town now has a 100,000 gallon 
water tank built in 1937 which is not 
adequate for the needs of the population. 

One of the problems the town now 


faces is the threat of having the post 
office closed. “I think a town loses its 


identity when this is done,” Henson 
remarked. 
‘*Postal officials say that 


expenditures exceed operating costs but 
they won’t give me a list of these 
expenditures,” the mayor said. “The 
citizens of the town are against it and 
we're fighting it every way we can,” he 
continued. 


When asked about future possibilities 
for Wilton’s growth, the mayor said, “We 
have residential possibilities as good as 
any town in the county. He noted that 
new families are moving into Wilton’s two 
sub-divisions all the time, and that plans 
are now underway for another one. Right 
now our population is around 640 he 
remarked. é 

“We have the potential for growth,” 
Henson stressed, and I think we have a lot 
to offer.” He noted that besides a good 
water system, the town has natural gas, 
police protection, and contract 
arrangements for fire protection and 
ambulance service. He added that garbage 
pickup is also provided. 

“With the benefits of the quiet and 
the comfort of country living, what else 
could you ask for?” Henson laughed. 

Another way Henson sees Wilton’s 
growth in the future is industrially. We’ve 
had inquiries about businesses locating 
here,” he related, “and I think they'll 


soon start moving into the area.” 

The mayor remarked that one of the 
things which bothered him was _ the 
apathy of many of the citizens. “I think 
everyone should take an interest in what’s 
going on in their town,” he said. 

In the upcoming elections Henson is 
being opposed for the job of mayor by 
Kenneth E. Coffee. “Even if I should be 
defeated,” he remarked, “I'll still take an 
active interest in the town.

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First iron made in county was forged in Wilton

Before Wilton received its present 
name around the turn of the century,it 
had been known by no less than seven 
different names since the area was first 
homesteaded in the early 1800’s. 

Having been known primarily as a 
railroad town, it is assumed the 
community was named after Wilton, 
England, which is also a railroad center. 

The first settlers, who were farmers 
of Scotch-Irish descent, who came down 
from the Carolinas, called it 
Woodsborough. The spelling was later 
changed to Woodsboro. 

An 1856 timetable of the Alabama 
and Tennessee River Railroad lists it 
simply as Woods. Tram lines built in 1850 
enabled coal from the mines in Aldrich to 
be hauled to the railroad and loaded on 
cars of this line. 

The town became known as Junction 
in 1872 which was later changed to 
Birmingham Junction in 1889 when the 
tracks of the Selma, Rome and Dalton 
Railroad and the Brierfield, Blocton and 
Birmingham Railroad came through. 

Shortly after this a telegraph and 
post office were established and both 
were operated by R. O. Camp who also 
built the first store. 

The town was next called Bismarck 
after the German chancellor. During 
World War I the name became unpopular 
and Camp changed it to Catoosa after a 
town in Georgia. 

The first railroad to reach Wilton was 
Alabama and Tennessee R’ver

Railroad in 1853. Other lines which later 
came through the town included the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail 
Road; Selma, Rome and Dalton, and the 
3B line all of which were finally taken 
over by the Southern Railroad. 

Repair shops were located here to fix 
engines, boilers, etc. A long time resident 
of the town said he recalled seeing as 
many as 12 - 15 engines in the shop at 
one time. When the shop was moved to 
Selma, the town lost some of its 
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prosperity as the population declined. 


One of the first homesteads in the 
area was located on the property which 
the Cleveland family now owns. In 1818 
Jonathan Ware built a forge at 
Thompson’s Mill, located just south of 
the town and it was here the first iron in 
the county was made. 


It is noted in one source that along 
with Edmund King, who settled in 
Montevallo, Ware had an iron works on 
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work crews of the Depression. Recently the forty year old building was renovated, 
with a new police office added in back. Nowadays the town council meets behind bars 


on the second floor.

Wrought iron pipes were made at the 
mill and water pumped through them to 
the nearby home, making it the first place 
in the county to have running water. The 
place was later owned by the Gunlock 
family. 

Some of the early families to settle in 
the area were the Camps, Mahans, 
Fanchers, and Wm. P. Brownes who 
operated the Montevallo Coal Mines. One 
of the more prominent citizens was 
Bennett Ware who was“one of the 
county’s first chief justiecs. 

The town was incorporated in 1918 
and the first mayor was L. McMillan 
whose daughter, Mrs. Sam Vest, was 
postmaster for many years. The city hall, 
which is still used, was built in 1934 
when L. Cochran was mayor. 

Councilmen at this time were: O. T. 
Gay, E. W. Moreland, J. E. Milstead, B. B. 
Curry and A. L. Milstead. Boty Curry and 
Gay had stores in the community in the 
early 1900’s, B. B. Curry operated his 
store from 1913 - 1916 when he sold it to 
his sister who continued to run it until 
two years ago. 

Other stores were operated by G. H. 
Cosby and George L. Ewing. A barber 
shop, where one resident remembers 
getting his hair cut as a boy, was run by 
Hardy Edwards.

“When you are paying a man $18,000 a 
year to be a file clerk, it seems you have

Suggestions on ways schools can be 
kept cleaner generated lengthy discussion 
and a variety of opinions. 

Board chairman Joe Dean said he has 
asked school principals if it would be 
helpful for the county board to provide 
janitorial services, so the administrators 
would not have to find and supervise 
cleaning personnel. “All of them feel that 
this would eliminate a majority of the 
problems they had,” Dean reported. 

Cosper was not sold on this 
approach, however. Having cleaning 
services controlled by a central authority 
would, he said, “remove on-the-spot 
approval of the principal.” 

On the subject of maintaining clean 
schools, Roland Lee, a Valley School 
patron, said that in his part of the 
county, parents moving from other states 
do not understand why schools are not 
funded so as to have adequate janitorial 
help and needed supplies furnished. 

“They will pay into enrichment

funds.” he said, but they “absolutely and 
completely refuse to do anything 
further.” 

The board in voting approval of 
the $15 per student allocation, also 
accepted Elaine Hughes’ recommendation 
that principals be written and told that 
with the increased funds, they will be 
expected to maintain clean schools. 

Hill pointed out, in defense of some 
principals, that many schools in the 
county are as clean as those anywhere. 

In other action, the board voted to 
allow parents of first grade students to 
pick up their children at noon during the 
first two weeks of school. First grade 
teachers in the county had asked that the 
students be dismissed early for two weeks 
at the beginning of each new term, but 
because of transportation problems which 
would result, board members declined to 
make the early dismissal mandatory.

Alabaster election 
may face challenge 


Even before the city election is held, 
Alabaster faces the possibility of a lawsuit 
to overtum the results of the election. 

The U. S. Department of Justice is 
not satisfied with six of the 11 
annexations made by the city in recent 
years, saying that these annexationdiluted 
the voting strength of the blacks. 

Mike Scadron of the Voting Rights 
Section of the Civil Rights Division of the 
Justice Department, told the Reporter by 
telephone that the department is 
continuing the original objections to the 
annexations, The questions were raised 
with the Justice Department by the 
Suburban League of Alabaster. 

Robert Tolbert, president of the 
League, says that in 1970 the ratio of 
blacks to whites in the city limits was 
40-60. But the annexation of largely 
white Siluria diluted black voting strength 
considerably. Five other annexations 
further diluted it. 

From his Washington office, Scadron 
said the city risks having the election 
overturned,

Calera schools 


get money 


for renovation

Some $200,000 in local school funds 
will be used to build new classrooms at 
Calera Annex, Board of Education 
members decided at their June meeting 
last Wednesday» They also voted to 
proceed with plans to renovate Calera 
High School, after discussing the matter 
in executive session. 

The board’s decision ends a running 
debate between board members and a 
group of Calera residents who had asked 
that the high scool building be torn down 
and rebuilt. 

The matter was left hanging for a 
short while, although $500,000 in state 
bond revenue had been allocated for the 
project. 

The board had previously voted to 
comply with the request of a citizens’ 
group who asked that the first four 
grades be moved from the high school 
building to Calera Annex, where middle 
grades have been located for several years. 

County Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill said, during the meeting’s open 
session, that it appeared a delay in 
Starting work at both schools would 
result from the change of plans. 

Hill said he had written the State 
Department of Education asking that 
$200,000 of the $500,000 in bond 
money be transferred for use in adding 
eight classrooms and a lunchroom at the 
Annex. 

When it appeared that bureauracy 
might set in and delay a possible fund 
transfer, Calera parents, represented at 
the meeting by PTA president Ann 
Edwards, were urged to write members of 
a state finance committee, assuring them 
that the citizens’ group wants the change. 

Hill said he conferred in Montgomery 
with State Finance Director James 
Solomon, who seemed to feel it was the 
school board which wanted the funds 
divided. 

Discussion of the matter during the 
executive session resulted in a decision to 
use $200,000 in local funds rather than 
delay the project any longer. 

Board members also voted to carry 
out plans to renovate Calera High School. 
Renovation, rather than rebuilding as 
requested by the parent group, has been 
tecommended by the board's architect as 
well as a state architect. 

A portion of the present building, as 
needed to accommodate grades 6 through 
12, will be renovated. 


election, the results could be challenged. 


The Justice Department has 
jurisdiction over these matters through 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965 and °75, 


This act provides that any law affecting 
voting rights of minorities must be 
approved in advance by the Justice 
Department. None of the annexations 
were submitted for approval. City 
officials say they did not think of 
annexations as being involved in voting 
rights. 

The Justice Department official told 
the Reporter that the department might 
approve a ward or district plan for 
Alabaster, if the district lines were fairly 
drawn, Then residents would vote for one 
councilman from the district they live in 
rather than the present system where 
each resident votes for five councilmen 
at-large. But there is not enought time 
left before the August election to set up a 
district system. 

Tolbert says the present system 
makes it impossible to elect a black 
councilman, 

He says that the League has always 
tried to work with the city on matters that 
affect the city as a whole, but he thinks 
the blacks have not received the 
representation they need. 

Mayor Harold Davenport and two 
councilmen went to Washington in March 
to present their arguments to the Justice 
Department. But the department says 
“Arguments on behalf of the city do not 
provide a sufficient basis to warrant the 
withdrawal of the objection.” 

The city is again preparing 
documents in its attempt to prove that 
the annexations were not intended to 
dilute the strength of the black vote. 

Siluria citizens voted for annnxation 
in order to combine sewer systems with 
Alabaster. At the time, the mill in Siluria 
needed to update its waste treatment to 
meet government standards. The issue of 
race Was not mentioned at that time, by 
blacks or whites, 
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run again by persons who are running for 
other positions in the city government. 
She is opposed by Mary Revis, the widow 
of a former mayor. 

Two cities have unopposed mayor 
candidates: Charles Penhale inHelena and 
Ralph Sears in Montevallo. 

The other eight towns have mayoral 
contests, with four candidates in the 
Harpersville and Calera races and three 
each in Alabaster, Vincent and Pelham. 

Pelham has the biggest number 
running for council, with 21 persons 
seeking the five seats. Columbiana is not 
far behind with 14 seeking the five 
council posts.

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School Board searching 
for money, building sites

Members of the Shelby County 
Board of Education are approaching the 
need for additional school construction 
from two angles by investigating possible i 
landsites and exploring new sources of 
revenue, 

Bond sales, a cigarette tax and 
Tesurrecting the idea of a one percent 
sales tax for education were all discussed 
at a monthly meeting held Wednesday, 
June 30. 

Board chairman Joe Dean suggested 
that in an effort to generate additional 
Tevenue, the board might consider trying 
to have a cigarette tax levied. This, he 
said, would require legislative action. 

Board member Bill Cosper brought 
up the matter of a one percent sales tax 
which could be approved by the County 
Commission. When asked by the board to 
consider the tax last year, commission 
members opted to bring the matter 
before the voters. An election was called 
for September 16 at which time the idea 
failed by a margin of 4 to 1. 

Cosper apparently believes the failure 
of commission chairman Conrad Fowler 
and commissioner Hoyt Blalock to retain 
their posts, following run-off elections 
last month, may have changed the 
perspective of each, 

Noting that “Fowler and Blalock 
don’t have to protect their offices,” 
Cosper said he believes the board should 
approach the commission again, since 
members can, if they choose, levy a tax 
without calling an election, 

Dean added that two other 
commissioners are former board 
members. These are J. E. “Ned” Bearden 
and Alpha Lowe,

that members of the Alabama Legislature 
have told boards of education that 
schools are going to have to receive more 
local support. “My interpretation of this 
is, “You are going to have to put more 
into the schools,’ * she remarked. 

Dean and Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill gave board members 
and visitors an update on the possible 
acquisition of property for a new school 
in the northern part of the county, 

Officials of Riverchase, a planned 
community now under construction, say 
they have a committment from the 
developers on 40 acres which the 
company is willing to give for a school on 
two conditions.

Fletcher Properties, developer of 
Inverness, has offered the board 15 acres 
for a school site and will give the county 
option to buy up to 50 additional acres, 
Hill reported. State Education 
Department officials will be asked to visit 
and assess the property, he added, 

Saying that he believes action on the 
two offers would be inappropriate at this 
time. Dean suggested that Riverchase 
officials be asked in writing to furnish the 
board with a letter of commitment 
concerning the 40 acres they are willing 
to provide.

All city clerks are now busily 
engaged in getting familiar with the 
multitude of details to be observed in the 
conduct of the elections. 

In an early morning interview with 
Probate Judge Conrad M. Fowler, we 
learned that the Probate Office would 
furnish each municipality with a list of 
those voters residing in the beat or beats 
in which the city is located. The City 
Clerks will then prepare a list of those 
residing within the city limits, and this 
list will be the qualified list for the city 
elections. 

The City Clerks are also responsible 
for absentee voting, preparation of 
ballots, both absentee, and for the 
machine, and for obtaining all election 
supplies. 

Judge Fowler informed us that some 
of the laws regarding absentee voting had 
been changed during the 1975 
Session of the legislature. For instance

formerly, to vote an absentee ballot, a 


voter had to be away from_ his 
voting place for a business 
reason. The law, now in effect, 


states that any voter, because of absence 
from the county of his residence or 
because of physical illness or infirmity 
who makes application for a ballot not 
more than 60 days nor less than five days 
- is entitled to receive the ballot and it 
will be counted so long as it is returned 
before the closing of the polls on election 
day, 
ok * * * 

If you are one of those who 
frequently ask what a number listed in 
front’ of a long Iist of numbers on 
Alabama’s auto tags mean -- wonder no 
more. Beginning this year, license plates 
on Alabama vehicles will carry a varied 
assortment of flags, hearts and

Fire department series continues 
as Duncan looks at Alabaster

John Cochrzn of Alabaster has the 
distinction of being the only fully 
employed fire chief in Shelby County. 

Alabaster is unique in its approach to 
the matter of providing fire protection 
for its citizens, in that the fire chief is a 
paid professional. Other than that the 
city, like all others in Shelby County, 
depends on volunteer help. 

Cochran, a former educator, has 
served as fire chief since 1974. Besides 
training he has had in Tuscaloosa at the 
state fire college of the University of 
Alabama, he updates his knowledge with 
other courses periodically, he said, and 
occasionally works with the Birmingham 
Fire Department. 

Firefighting equipment used by the 
26-member department includes a 1971 
pumper truck with a 1,000 gallon water 
capacity, a 750 gallon 1964 pumper, a 
1955, 500 gallon pumper and another 
500 gallon truck, vintage 1952. 

Cochran said the oldest truck is kept 
on hand in case it is needed when one of 
the others is temporarily disabled. 

“We have excellent firefighting 
equipment,” the chief commented, “We 
can take more water than we can get out 
of this water system. 

“We can pump about 3,000 gallons a 
minute,” he added, saying he hopes that 
never becomes necessary. 

Two of the engines are usually kept 
at the West Station on First Avenue, 
Cochran said, with another located at the 
Siluria station. The fourth one stays at 
City Hall so there will be a truck on the 
other side of the railroad tracks. 


Alabaster residents get two services 
from their fire department. Rescue 80 is 
now a part of the department and it 
“boasts a new van, equipped for nearly any 
emergency to which the unit is likely to 
be called. 

The van was customized by the men 
after being purchased and can, when 
necessary, transport ill or injured persons 
to a hospital. This is done only when 
ambulance service personnel report that 
they cannot respond immediately to an 
urgent call, Cochran pointed out. 


The department is also equipped to 
rescue victims trapped in wrecked 
vehicles and consequently is sometimes 
called upon to help in other north county 
locations where such equipment is not 
available. 

“There are some people who think 
that a fire department hasn't any business 
in rescue work,’ Cochran noted, 
indicating he takes exception to this 
opinion. 

He is openly proud of the fact that 
his department has more Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMT's) than any 
other in the county. Cochran himself is 
an EMT Il, which requires the maximum 
amount of training to attain, 

One of the volunteers, Greg Barnette, 
is also an EMT Il, while another, Mike

Two other firemen, Dennis Cook and 
Ray Stallings, are now taking the training, 
the chief said. Like most of the others, 
Cook and Stallings are studying for their 
EMT ratings at Shelby Memorial Hospital.

Cochran’s procedure is to name a 
captain and a lieutenant for each engine. 
When a fire call is received, he calls the 
captains he will need, who usually make a 
bee line for the station, leaving their 


wives to call others on their lists. 


At other times, the men are alerted 
by a siren at city hall. This works pretty 
well, Cochran said, but “one problem 
with it is that anybody who can’t hear 


the siren can’t do us any good.” 


“We can have a truck enroute within 
two minutes,” he said, Alabaster Mayor 
Harold Davenport substantiates this claim 
by saying that during the past week a 
resident told him she had reported a 
grease fire and it seemed to her that 
almost as soon as she hung up the 
telephone, three fire engines were roaring 


up to her home. 


Davenport is lavish in his praise of 
the department’s efficiency. Before 
having someone in charge, he said, there 
were often problems in coordinating the 
firefighter’s efforts. “With John here 
during the day we have not had any 


problems,” he added, 


“IT would put Alabaster’s volunteer 
Fire Department up against anybody in 
Shelby County,” the mayor continued. 


“They do a tremendous job.” 


Apparently volunteers have not been 
hard to come by, “We don’t go out and 
ask people to join,” Cochran asserted. “ 
A lot of them would join and then not 
work, If a man will come and ask to join, 


then he is usually a good man.” 


Training sessions are held one 
Thursday evening a month, with drills 
scheduled the following Sundays. An 
instructor from the state fire college has 
also conducted classes for the volunteers. 

Cochran thinks eventually it will be 
necessary for the city to hire some 
firemen. “I feel that within the next 
couple of years we will have to have more 
(men) sleeping here,” he said, adding that 
Barnette and Randy Franks voluntarily 


spend the night there on occasion, 


The chief said he believes the city’s 
present setup “is the best way to start 


out. 


“I knew one town that hired a lot of 
firemen but didn’t have an officer, and 
they had a lot of conflict,” he pointed 


out. 


Cochran hopes it won't be long 
before the West Station can be enlarged 
to include sleeping quarters and that the 
rescue squad will be provided with a life 
pack and “orange box” which are useful 


in many emergency situations.

Somewhere, far off, a hound dog 
barked, a slow bark that came out a little 
at a time, each note hanging in the air as 
if waiting for another to catch up. On the 
limb of an oak two doves sat side by side, 
so still you’d have thought they’d grown 
there, except that once in a while one 
would let our his mournful song. Only his 
neck moved to let the sound out, 

Once, but just for a moment, a little 
wind stirred, but only long enough to 
shake the leaves before it ran away.

I had come out here to pick 
blackberries, somewhere between one and 
two o'clock, and had climbed up a little 
hill hoping the wind coming out of the 
west would find me.

They fell in a 
clean spot and I got ‘em back, all but a 
few that had tricled down the bank. I sat 
down and smoked, hoping it would cool 
me off, but when I finished and got up 
was hotter than before and a little dizzy. 

And then, just like that, the wind 
stirred again. A little puffy wind that was 
here and gone before I could say thank 
you, I had my basket half full, counting 
those I had picked up, and I found some 
smaller bushes and started again. It was 
easier to dodge the briars now, and the 
berries were just as good, so I filled my 
basket and made my way down the hill. 

The bank of clouds were still hanging 
in the west and the old hound dog was 
still managing a slow bark now and then 
and the two doves were still on their 
perch, but the pond was empty now, and 
on a little rise the five cows and three 
calves were feeding again, with only their 
tails moving now and then to swich at 
flies.

County’s history recalled

Shelby County’s recorded history is 
a long and tangled skein of tales, 
mixed with none to frequent 
documented fact. But the story of the 
county is often a fascinating account. 

The story began long before Shelby 
was established on February 2, 1818. 
Indian villages were located at the site 
of many present day towns, including 
Montevallo, Columbiana, and others. 
Mudtown was an Indian community on 
the Cahaba River, famed in early 
Alabama. 

White men began to move into the 
area after returning from the war of 
1812. Gen. Andrew Jackson and his 
troops marched through on their way 
to the Battle of Horseshoe Bend, and a 
number of veterans later returned to 
build homes on the land they had 
admired in 1812. 

The first homes were built along the 
Cahaba and Coosa Rivers, with 
Montevallo, Wilsonville, and the 
Harpersville area soon after. Early 
maps show these communities, (with 
Montevallo as Wilson’s Hill) along 
with Flora, Shelbyville, and Hills- 
borough. 

When Shelby was established by the 
Alabama territorial government in 
1818, it included parts of what later 
became St. Clair, Jefferson, Talladega 
and Chilton Counties. Before its 
division it was said that Shelby County 
extended from Dallas County to Rome, 
Georgia. 

The name of the county came from 
Gov. Isaac Shelby, an early governor 
of Kentucky and a war hero. 

Shelby County soon began to 
function, with court sessions held 
temporarily in the home of William 
Wallace. The first permanent 
courthouse was erected in Shelbyville. 
A log structure measuring 24 by 20 by 
8 feet was built at a cost of $53. Court 
was held here from the time it was 
built in 1820 until Columbiana became 
the permanent county seat in 1826. 

In antebellum days Shelby County 
was mainly an agricultural land, with 
hundreds of small farms, and larger 
plantation-type estates. Manufactur- 
ing was important, particularly those 
related to the iron, lime, and coal 
industry. 

The railroads were coming into the 
county before the Civil War, but that 
conflict stopped short additional 
transportational development. A 
network of dirt and log-surfaced roads 
connected the towns with Tuscaloosa, 
Selma, Talladega, Elyton and other 
cities. 

Shelby County was an important 


center of Confederate manufacturing 
in the early 1860’s. Iron from Shelby 
was used to make ironclad ships and 
weapons. The Central Iron Works in 
Helena surpassed Shelby’s rolling mill 
in its war efforts. 

Coal mines in Aldrich, Montevallo, 
Maylene, and other parts of the county 
took advantage of the CSA 
government’s underwriting of coal 
operations. 

‘In 1865 the Northern invasion of 
Shelby County left many of these 
industries smoking ruins. General 
James H. Wilson and his staff 


operated from Montevallo’s King_ 


House in planning their seige of Selma 
and its arsenal. 

Reconstruction days were bleak in 
the county, and it was not until the late 
1870's that the economy and social life 
of the area normalized. 

During the latter part of the last 
century and in the present one, the 
Shelby County government has 
continued to evolve to its present form. 
Today the County Commission sees to 
the governmental functions. 

The Commission consists of four 
commissioners from separate areas of 
the county, now elected by a 
countywide vote. The chairman of the 


Commission at present is the Probate © 


Judge. 


The County Commission oversees ™ 


the Library Board, Civil Defense, 
Planning Commission and Department 
of Public Works. Public Works 
includes the operation of the 
departments for Highways, the 
Airport, Animal Shelter, Ferry, Solid 
Waste, and Recreation Facilities. 

Working hand in hand with the 
Commission are the elected officials 
including Probate Judge, Sheriff, 
Coroner, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, 
Circuit Clerk, School Board, School 
Superintendent, and District Judge. 

State and state-county agencies 
include Pensions and Securities, 
National Guard, Board of Equalizat- 
ion, Circuit Court, Health Department, 
Conservation, Jury Commission, and 
Board of Registrars. 

Federal agencies operating with the 


county are the Extension Service and | 


Food Stamp Program, 

As of 1976, the population of Shelby 
County is estimated at 55,000. Since 
this is the fastest-growing county in 
the state, it is predicted that the 
population could double in the next 
decade or so. 

Shelby County has had a long and 
complicated past, a stormy present, 
and undoubtedly will have a turbulent 
future.

Rogers wants permission to use two 
teacher aides in place of a regular teacher 
unit. Board members asked that the 
princ al state her reasons in a letter. 

Dr. Rogers complied and said fhat 
she would like for the board to establish 
guidelines for teacher aides, outlining 
their duties and responsibilities. 

Hill said that aides now assist 
professional personnel in physical 
education classes by acting as monitors in 
hallways and in remedial work where a 
student needs help on a one-to-one basis. 
“They must be working with professional 
people at all times,” he pointed out. 

Mrs. Hughes suggested that guidelines 
for teacher aides might be best set after 
a local school study has been completed. 

A steering committee, chaired by 
Shelby County Area Vocational Center 
director Charles Knowles, is making an 
evaluation of the entire school system 
and the group is expected to have 
numerous recommendations at the 
conclusion of their study. 

Hill announced that bids for 
sewerage installation at Thompson High 
School will be opened July 9.

There has been a complete turnabout 
in the sources of agricultural income 
during the past thirty years. 

In 1975 livestock and poultry 
represented 60 percent of the cash 
receipts from farm marketing whereas 
crops represented 40 percent.

Veterans can get 


'VA funeral exvenses 


The Veterans Administration is 
, urging former servicemen and women to 
acquaint members of their families with 
the VA burial expenses available to 
veterans. 

For example, VA will provide a 
payment of up to $250 toward the burial 
expenses of eligible veterans. An 
additional $150 is payable as a plot or 
interment allowance when burial is not in 
a National Cemetery or other cemetery 
under United States Government 
jurisdiction. 

Burial or plot allowances are paid to 
- funeral directors and cemetery owners if 
burial costs are unpaid, otherwise the 
proper claimant is the person who bore 
the expense of funeral and burial, it was 
noted. 

In case the veteran’s death is 
service-connected, payment of an amount 
+. not to exceed $800 will be made. This 
payment is made instead of the usual 
| burial and interment allowances. 
i] 
| 


Burial is available for all eligible 
veterans at all National Cemeteries except 
Arlington. Burial in these cemeteries is 
also available to an eligible veteran’s 
spouse, minor children and, under certain 
conditions, to unmarried adult children. 

The Veterans Administration will 
also, upon request, provide an American 
flag to drape the casket of the veteran, 

A headstone or grave marker is also 
available for eligible veterans and 
memorial markers are provided for 
certain members of the armed forces who 
die on active duty and whose remains are 
not recovered. 

Eligible veterans are those discharged 
under conditions other than dishonorable 
and who served in the Spanish-American 
War, Mexican Border Period, World War I, 
World War II, the Korean Conflict, the 
Vietnam Era or who are peacetime 
veterans entitled to service-connected 
compensation at time of death or 
discharge, or who were retired for 
disability incurred in the line of duty. 

Full information concerning these 
allowances and eligibility for them is 
available at any Veterans Administration

meets at UM 


Thirty members of the Governor's 
Safety Coordinating Committee met 
Wednesday (June 23) on the University 
of Montevallo campus for the 
organzation’s annual Montevallo meeting. 

Chairman of the state wide 
committee that is charged with the 
responsibility of identifying highway and 
traffic problems, is State Senator Paschal 
“Pat” Vacca of Jefferson County. 

Wednesday's program consisted, 
primarily, of an enumeration of 
Suggestions regarding highway and traffic 
safety. The suggestions were made by 
teachers of highway safety programs who 
are enrolled in the University of 
Montevallo’s Traffic and Highway Safety 
course, 

J. C. Draper, Director of UM's 
Traffic Safety Center presented the list of 
suggestions that included: proposed 
legislation making it mandatory for 
motorcyclists to keep headlights on 
during daytime hours as well as at night; 
suggested bill requiring school buses to 
load and unload school children from 
both sides of a four-lane. This suggestion 
is aimed at keeping children from crossing 
four-lane highways on foot. 

Other suggestions included a 
statement that legislators should not be 
exempt from traffic laws, specifically 
speeding. 

Students attending the Traffic 
Center’s courses also suggested more rigid 
enforcement of laws regarding driving 
while intoxicated; enforcement of laws 
requiring motorists to signal their 
intentions such as turning, stopping, etc.; 
clarification of stop signs at rail road 
grade crossings; more rigid enforcement 
of minimum speed laws as well as 
maximum speed laws. 

The safety teachers who become 
students when they attend UM’s Traffic 
Center favor some type of vehicle 
inspection law. Vacca, who is a long-time 
proponent of vehicle inspections, noted 
that Alabama is one of only eight states 
having no mandatory inspection of 
vehicles, 

Representatives from the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety (State 
Troopers), the State Beverage Control 
Board, the Department of Court 
Management, the Alabama Truckers 

Association, the State Highway 
Department, the Alabama Bicycle 
Association, the driver division of the 
State Department of Education and the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration attended Wednesday’s 
meeting. 

The group was welcomed to the 
Montevallo campus by Draper. University 
of Montevallo President Dr. Kermit 
Johnson served as host at an informal 
luncheon.

She said that 
squash usually did better this way and 
another gocd vegetable to freeze was 
beans. Miss Cotney added that the 
temperature in freezers should be kept at 
0 degrees, 

During the meeting Miss Prucnal 
showed slides on the correct methods of 
canning and freezing. At the conclusion 
of the workshop, Miss Cotney checked 
the pressure gauges on canner lids that 
some of the women had brought. She 
emphasized the fact that they need to be 
checked periodically for safe operation.

top $11 mi'lion level 


(Special to the Reporter) 

Residents of Shelby County have 
been putting more money than usual into 
savings and debt reduction during the 
past year and, as a consequence, are in 
relatively good shape financially. 

Despite the recession, the average 
local family reached the end of the year 
with a record amount of cash and other 
liquid assets tucked away. 

The net result is that there is an 
impressive reserve of spending power 
waiting in the wings. Although some of it 
has been allowed to trickle out in the last 
few months to buy new cars, 
refrigerators and other durable goods -- it 
is still only a trickle, compared with what 
it could be. 3 

The bulk of it is being held back by 
consumers who are awaiting assurance 
that the present economic upturn will 
continue. Once they become convinced 
that the country is heading back to 
normal, they will be ready to unleash 
their pent-up savings and embark on a 
spending spree. 

How much are Shelby County 
families saving? The amount of money 
put aside during the past year by the local 
population is estimated at $11,700,000. 

This represents liquid assets in the 
form of bank accounts, shares in savings 
and loan associations purchases of U. S. 
savings bonds and the like. 

The figures are based upon data 
compiled by the Federal Reserve Board 
the American Life Assurance Association 
and others through national studies.

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County industry meets 


clean air standards 


Here’s another important “plus 
factor” for Shelby County! 

Every .industry located within the 
borders of Shelby County is in 
compliance with the emission standards 
of the Alabama Air vollution Control 
Commission! 

Not long ago some areas of the 
county were in a constant “shadow” 
caused by dust and smoke emitted by 
some of the county’s industries. 

Today, hardley a wisp of smoke can 
be seen in Shelby County’s skies. 

County-wide, the transition from 
‘not in comptiance’ to being in 
compliance has been a gradual process. 
The transistion did not come cheaply .nor 
did it occur overnight. The general public, 
oftentimes has been unaware of the 
change in the air over Shelby County. 

Figures, however, supplied by the 
AAPCC, point up the dramatic change 
that has occurred during the last few 
years, 

Before any of the county’s 26 
industries began cleaning up their 
emissions, nearly 350,000 tons of 
particulate matter were discharged into 
the skies over Shelby County. 

Today, this figure has been reduced 
35,905 tons per year. 

This reduction has been 
accomplished at a substantial cost. The 
Southern Electric Generating Company’s 
Wilsonville plant, for example, spent 
more than $42 million on precipitators to 
collect the fly ash given off when coal is 
burned to generate steam for the 
production of electricity, Another $13 
million has been spent by the same firm 
for equipment to monitor the emissions 
from the giant plant. 

At Martin Marietta’s Southern 
Cement plant between Montevallo and

Calera some $12 million were spent in 
installing dust and smoke abatement 
equipment. 

Dozens of employees have been 
added to payrolls around the county and 
their only jobs are to operate the 
sophisticated equipment that keeps dust 
and smoke out of Shelby County air. 

The atmosphere over Shelby County, 
is not totally dust and smoke free. The 
efficiency of the equipment now in 
operation at industries in the county is 
amazingly high. For most of the 
industries, the precipitators and other 
pollution control equipment remove 
99.99 percent of the particulate matter. 
This still leaves some 6,000 tons of 
particulate matter that excapes into the 
air. This figure, however, when compated 
to the nearly 350,000 tons that were 
escaping is significant. 

The AAPPC’s inventory of industries 
in Shelby County with a potential to 
create air pollution include two asphalt 
plants, a clay refractory, four concrete 
batch plants, one coal desulfurization 
plant, four foundries, five lime plants, 
one power plant, five «quarries and three 
sawmills.

for about $440,000. The building, plus 
additions at Calera Annex which are

proposed renovation, they say. 

“We are proposing that instead of 
taking those dollars and putting them 
into an old building that is poorly 
designed, they can take sume 
dollars and knock the old poorly designed 
structure down and come back and add 
the classrooms that can house grades six 
through twelve.” Prichard said. 

Dean has questioned the contention 
that rebuilding will cost about the same 
as renovating, saying, “They have not 
shared with us the source of this 
information,”

retained by the county, as well as a state 
architect. and survey team. brought into 
the county to tour the Calera school and 
offer an opinion.

According to Nashville businessman 
G. J. Tolan, owner of the tand and a 
promoter of the motel. the near-forgotten 
project will be realized. He said that the 
proposal was postponed until litigation 
against a bonding company could be 
resolved. 

Tolan told the Reporter that a 
judgment had been won against 
Birmingham Underwriters, who allegedly 
defaulted on a bond issue financing the 
motel. He said that the project will be 
completed as planned. now that legal 
action has been resolved 

Specifications for the building are 
listed in a published report circulated 
among contracters in May. According to 
Dodce Reports. the five floor building 
will have 92.300 square feet of floor 
Space, and will provide 180 units, a 
swimming pool, and restaurant. 

The motel will have a brick exterior 
with a concrete skeleton, floor slabs and 
roof, and concrete back-up walls. The 
foundation will be of poured concrete. 
Interior walls of dry wall (gypsum board) 
are planned, along with acoustical ceilings. 

The building is designed with two 
elevators. a lobby. and a storage area. It 
will be provided with electric heating and 
cooling, carpet finish Hooring, and 
aluminum sash. 

Several statements in the published 
report are no longer true, according to 
information supplied ty Tolan and other 
sources. Listed as general contractor is 
the W. K. Upchurch Construction 
Company; but the Montgomery firm was 
unaware of this. 

A spokesman for Upchurch told the 
Reporter that according to their 
information, the project was dead. Tolan 
later indicated that now that the project 
is alive again, they will have to 
renegotiate for a general contractor. 

The report states that the architect 
for the project is William W. Bond. Jr. 
and Associates. However, in the past few 
years the firm has been bought out and 
renamed Archeon. 

Memphis architect Bill Eades of 
Archeon indicated that he was unaware 
that the project was again in the works.

Montevallo must wait for 
alcoholic beverage sales 


Consumers and retailers alike, will 
apparently have to wait at least another 
year before alcoholic beverages can be 
bought or sold in Montevallo. 

A bill designed to update and revise 
the state’s present ABC laws was killed in 
the House Ways and Means committee 
last week. On of the provisions of the bill 
would have removed the one mile limit 
that prohibits the sale of alcoholic 
beverages within a mile of a college 
campus. 

In spite of the fact Shelby County 
voters voted “wet” several years ago, this 
provision in the law has kept grocery 
stores and other retailers from selling beer 
or any other alcoholic beverage in the 
city of Montevallo. 

State Representative Curtis Smith 
told the Reporter Tuesday morning that 
there is not enough time remaining in the 
current legislative session to properly 
advertise another bill and get it through 
the 1976 session.

Letter to Editor: 

In recent weeks, there has been much 
said and written pertaining to judicial 
retirement. Some of it is true, some 
totally false, and some simply misleading 
Or only partially true. 

The sources for much of what has 
been printed are officials of the state 
retirement systems. 

For reasons unknown, these officials. 
whe are not designated to make policy 
but whose jobs are to administer the 
various retirement funds of the state, are 
attempting to discredit the judges of this 
State by exaggerations and misstatements. 
They have purposely attempted to pit 
members of the teachers’ and state 
employees’ retirement plans against the 
judiciary, 

As chairman of the Citizens’ 
Conference on Alabama State Courts, | 
feel it falls my responsibility to point out 
and clarify misleading, untrue or partially 
true statements made by these officials. 

The Citizens’ Conference 
organization has worked since 1966 in 
attempting to upgrade and improve the 
judicial system of this state. Included in 
our efforts were successful attempts to 
simultaneously upgrade the quality of 
men who sit in judgment on the lives and 
property of citizens in Alabama. The only 
way we can attract men of high standards 
to the bench is to adequately compensate 
them. A lawyer in this state worth his salt 
can, today, earn twice the salary of a 
judge in most any locale. The standards 
by which we expect our judges to 
function have been raised significantly, 
and, although their compensation has also 
been increased, it is still deficient when 
compared to judicial compensation and 
retirement benefits in our neighboring 
southeastern states.

WASHINGTON — The public 
can look forward to skyrocket 
ing ululity bills next winter The 
Federal Power Commission 
(FPC! has secretly decided to 
allow the gas companies to tr 
ple the price of their product 

The commission fixes the 
rates that consumers pay for 
natural gas. The price at the 
wellhead is now about 58 cents 
per thousand cubic feet. The 
FPC intends to raise this lo 
about S150 per thousand cubic 
feet Translated, this means the 
nation’s utility bill will shoot up 
an estimated $23 billion next 
year 

Last winter, Congress re 
jected the gas industry's drive to 
deregulate prices So the gas 
company executives went 
behind Capitol Hill and ap- 
pealed directly to the Federal 
Power Commussion 

The commissioners hadnt 
planned to announce the price 
rise until Congress closes down 
for the political conventions. But 
this is a $23. billion cat that 
should be let out of the bag 

Key congressmen. mean 
while. are furious with the gas 
industry for going behind their 
backs to the FPC. At least two 
powertul congressmen, John 
Moss of Calitorma and John

Spokesmen for the gas com- 
panies said higher prices are

If what has been printed and aired 
via the communication outlets in recent 
weeks is totally accurate, then I, as a 
citizen, would be led to believe that the 
quest for judicial reform in this state was 
simply a money grab for the judges: that 
this was cleverly hidden under the cloak 
of judicial modernization and that the 
judges of our state are, by design, 
attempting to rip off the taxpayer. 

The foremost misconception has 
been that the Judicial Article to the state 
constitution, passed by the legislature and 
the people in 1973, has been the conduit 
for judicial retirement. This is simply not 
true. The primary judicial retirement act 
was passed by the legislature as a separate 
act during the 1973 session, months 
before the Judicial Article was given voter 
approval. In 1975, additional legislation 
was passed, but only after much trimming 
by the legislature and after language 
prepared by these same retirement 
officials was included in it. 

These retirement bills were approved 
by the legislature after considerable 
scrutiny. Amendments to make judicial 
retirement actuarially sound were 
included in these retirement bills. These 
amendments were submitted by the same 
retirement officials who are now saying 
that judicial retirement will bankrupt the 
state. If these men, who are supposed to 
know about sound actuarial planning. 
approved judicial retirement in 1975, 
why has their attitude suddenly changed? 
Now they say that judiciai retirement is 
soaking the state treasury dry. | submit to 
you that they are saying it for purposes 
other than those which they voice, and | 
also submit to you that the facts show 
that providing an adequate retirement 
program for state judges is not a “rip-off 
of the taxpayer. 

Instead of “‘ripping-off" the 
taxpayer, judicial retirement is one of the 
first moves to rid the state of the 
uncontrollable supernumerary statutes 
through which most judges and many 
other officials have been able to collect 
retirement pay without contributing a 
dime. Every circuit and appellate judge in 
the state, under the supernumerary laws, 
would be able to collect the same amount 
of retirement pay as they can now collect 
under judicial retirement. And, instead o! 
contributing zero to that retirement. they 
now contribute six percent of their 
salaries. State employees and teachers 
contribute five percent.

secretary of the board, told the Reporter 
that they have not been involved with the 
motel project, except at the start. Nor 
had they heard of any progress on the 
motel. 

The Industrial Board signed an 
agreement disassociating itself with the 
motel backers, according to Alabaster 
Mayor Harold Davenport. He indicated 
that this was due to the financial 
difficulties the project faced as the 
recession worsened. 

Financial problems were not the only 
factors which impeded the progress of the 
motel.

Surrounding Mitchell Lake 
On November 26, 1975 the FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION, an agency of the 
United States government with regulatory supervision over Alabama Power 
Company's hydro-electric generating facilities, issued a new license to Alabama 
Power Company for the continued operation and redevelopment of the Mitchell 
Dam Project. As a condition to the license, the FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION 
is requiring Alabama Power Company to implement a system of permits for existing 
and future shoreline developments around Mitchell Lake. 

The permit system, as required by the FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION, will 
apply to all EXISTING and FUTURE STRUCTURES OR FACILITIES on project 
lands or waters* including homes and cottages. buildings associated with homes and 
cottages, access roads, beaches, landings. boat launching facilities. wharves, docks, 
piers, boathouses and houseboats. Such permits must require that facilities be 
constructed consistent with shoreline aesthetic values. be maintained in a good state 
of repair, and be in compliance with state and local health and safety regulations. 
Such permits will also provide that failure to comply with the requirements 
described above may result in permit cancellation and removal of the facility. 

The FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION has ordered Alabama Power Company 
to proceed immediately with the issuance of permits for existing structures. 
Landowners and lessees of land surrounding Mitchell Lake should, therefore. expect 
to be contacted very shortly regarding such permits. As concerns future structures 


and facilities, the FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION has prohibited the issuance of 
permits for any structures not already in existence, prior to its review and approval | 
of a plan of development to be submitted by Alabama Power Company on or before 
November 26, 1976. Accordingly, no additional structures or facilities such as those | 


described above should be constructed on project lands and waters until further 
public notice is given of the FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION'S approval.

In other states, legal action has been 
taken against coupon book sellers for 
false advertising and the same type 
complaints are common in Alabama. In 
some instances, the promoters failed to 
disclose the limitations and conditions on 
the use of the coupons. In other 
instances, promoters exaggerated the 
value of the coupons. 

For example, promoters didn’t tell 
coisumers that the coupons could be 
used only if they purchased something of 
equal value, In other cases, consumers 
weren't informed that some of the 
coupons, like the ones for theaters and 
restaurants, were good only during 
olf-peak hours or on certain days of the 
week. usually not weekends or holidays. 

In short, coupon books aren't always 
the bargain they seem to be. Here are 
some ways to avoid problems with 
coupon books: 

Read any advertisements for coupon 
books carefully before actually making 
the purchase. There may be limitations or 
conditions on the use of the coupons 
which may influence your decision to 
purchase.

In most cases, the coupon calls for a 
purchase of merchandise or service as a 
condition for getting the free 
merchandise or service. 

Pay particular attention to the 
expiration date of the coupons. If they 
can only be used for a short period of 
time, they may be of limited value. 

Check with a few of the merchants 
who are listed as participants to see thal 
they have actually agreed to provide the 


promised merchandise or service, 

Be wary of coupon books which are 
marketed through the use of a “contest.” 
Typically, all participants end 
winning, and the “contest” is only a way 
of promoting the sale of the coupons.

Disaster payments depend 


on crop damage evidence 


Disaster program eligibility for feed 
grains or cotton is dependent on 
evidence of crop damage, according to 
Oland D. Smith, Shelby County Director 
of the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 

Producers who believe they may be 
eligible or may later become eligible for 
disaster payments for corn, grain,sorghum 
and cotton crops should notify the local 
county ASCS office of intentions to 
destroy acreage before actual destruction 
ol any crop acreage. 

Smith noted, “If a producer believes 
that the disaster has caused a substantial 
loss to his program crops, and he chooses 
not to carry a portion of these crops 
through harvest, he should notify the 
county office. 

He should not destroy the residue 
nor graze, greenchop, cut for silage, nor 
hay the feed crops residue — until he has 
notified his local county office,” Smith 
stated. 

An ASCS farm visit will be made to 
determine crop loss. 

The disaster program for wheat, feed 
grains and cotton is authorized by 
the Agricultural and Consumer 
Protection Act of 1973, Coverage under

Evening Grosbeaks are 


migrating further south

A number of Shelby Countians have 
noticed in recent years an influx of 
evening grosbeaks, a bird which nests in 
the northern forests and until 1956 didn’t 
migrate any further south than Carolinas. 

This April, three of the birds which 
had been banded were caught by Leonard 
Alexander of the Dry Valley area and 
their numbers recorded. 

It’s not often that birds which have 
been banded are found again,reported Dr. 
Eugene Sledge, an ornithologist from the 
University of Montevallo. “In the first 
place,” Sledge explained “there are only a 
limited number of licensed banders, so 
there aren’t too many birds tagged, and 
then, too, the mortality rate of birds is so 
high.” 

“It’s quite significant when such 
birds are found,” Dr. Sledge went on to 
say. “When the information is sent to the 
Fish and Wildlife Service in Laurel, Md. a 
great deal of useful information about the 
bird’s migratory patterns and other habits 
may be obtained.” 

According to Tom Imhof, author of 
“Birds of Alabama,” the second edition 
of which will appear in September, only 
15 of these banded birds have ever been 
reported. Several of them, he reported 
were banded in Birmingham and found in 
the New England states. 

When Alexander observed the bands 
on three of the grosbeaks which visited 
his feeder this year, he rigged a trap made 
from a discarded parakeet cage. He 
explained that he propped the cage on a 
feeding board with a small twig to which 
a piece of thread was tied. 

Inside the house, Alexander went on 
to say, he held the other end of the 
thread and when the right birds were in 
the cage he simply pulled it. “Once the

birds sprung the trap themselves,” he 
laughed, “when they got to fighting and 
knocked the prop out. 

“I’ve been interested in birds all my 
life,"related Alexander, “but it wasn’t 
until I retired from the Air Force in 1964 
and built my home here in Dry Valley 
that I became an active “bird watcher.” 

The first time he had ever seen the 
evening grosbeak around his home, 
Alexander remarked, was six or seven 
years ago. He noted that they usually 
came around February and left around 
May. 

‘My wife and I have counted 
between 100 and 200 in the trees,” 
Alexander said, “and there’s been as 
many as 45 on the feeder at one time.” 

According to reports, the bird’s 
favorite food is sunflower seed. Alabaster 
resident, Mrs. Carol Murphy, who related 
that she first saw the birds in 1971, 
commented that they pecked only the 
sunflower seeds from the commercially 
bought mixture that she had on her 
feeder. 

The species is also known to be 
gregarious. Alvin McGaughy of 
Montevallo noted that they were always 
the last birds to leave his feeder. He 
related that he first noticed the grosbeaks 
in 1974 but he went on to say that he'd 
seen more this year than ever before. 

Alexander reported that a number of 
people saw the birds but didn’t know 
what they were. They’re about the size of 
a robin, he noted, and the males are 
strikingly marked in yellow and black. 
The females, he continued, are duller 
with black and gray feathers. 

According to Dr. Sledge, the bird has 
an unusually heavy beak which is 
extremely strong. This enables it to get 
the seeds from cones in the northern 
forest he said. Dr. Sledge noted that one 
way to identify this bird was by their 
bobbing type of flight. 

Several years ago, around 
Thanksgiving, Dr. Sledge related that he 
had seen around 400 of these birds on a 
lot in Arden Sub-Division. 

The time of their arrival depends 
upon their food supply in the north,Dr. 
Sledge explained. Although some 
attribute their migration further and 
further southward to changing climatic 
conditions. 

The first evening grosbeaks in 
Alabama, Imhof said were reported by a 
doctor’s wife in Gadsden in 1956. “Their 
migration is erratic, he continued, “and 
some years they don’t come at all.” 

The furthest south they've ever been 
spotted, Imhof pointed out, is central 
Florida. In Alabama they've been seen in 
Mobile and at Dauphin Island but this 
year they didn’t get any further south 
than Montgomery, he remarked,

sewers’ finish

Alabaster is ten months away froma 
completed sewer collection line system, 
according to Mayor Harold Davenport. At 
present about a dozen families have 
tapped on to the lines extended to new 
neighborhoods. 

Davenport noted that many who had 
tapped on ahd been plagued by problems 
with their septic tanks. “It is not 
mandatory that they hook on to the 
sewers at this time,” he explained, “but 
many are doing so.” 

When the system is completed, 
homeowners located near sewerage lines 
will be required to tap on, at their own 
expense. But due to Alabaster’s growth 
and to the outdated construction plan, 
many newer areas of town will not be 
served by the sewers. 

The mayor noted that the Southwind 
subdivision, near the city park, will have 
some of the first houses constructed with 
sewer connections rather than septic 
tanks. Other subdivisions are either too 
far from the system: are not yet under 
construction: or were built before 
sewerage was available.

Quick action averts serious loss 


Serious loss to equipment and 
buildings at Alabama Power Company's 
General Services Complex between Calera 
and Alabaster was averted Sunday 
afternoon by a security guard's quick and 
decisive action and by an 
sprinkler system. 

The fire alarm system at the 
sprawling complex went off at 
approximately 2:27 Sunday afternoon. 
The dlarm system indicated a fire in 
Building Number One which is the 
general stores wareliouse 

Robert Tucker of Montevallo, a 
member of the security guard force, 
investigated and found smoke coming 
from the huge, locked building. 

Tucker proceeded to break out a 
window in one of the doors to the 
building, and managed to squeeze 
himself through the small opening. 

Once inside. he found the automatic 
sprinkler system pouring water on two 
bays containing line switches. In spite of 
the water from sprinkler system, 
flames were licking at the wooden crates 
containing the switches. Tucker then 
uncoiled emergency fire hoses and began 
pouring on a heavy stream of water. 

By this time, guards at the main gate 
of the complex had called the Calera 
Fire Department as well as supervisory 
personnel of the Power Company. 

Upon arrival on the scene, the Calera 
Fire Department requested back-up help 
from the Alabaster Fire Department. 

During the course of fighting the 
smoke and fire, Tucker, the guard first on 
the scene, was overcome by smoke 
inhalation. from the Calera 
Department first aid and

Tucker remained on the scene. 

Bud McClendon of Calera, 
Superintendent of the General Services 
Complex, told the Reporter that the 
building had been closed since Friday 
afternoon, and there is no immediate way 
of determining the cause of the blaze. 

Guards and personnel of the Calera 
Fire Department were able to confine the 
fire to two bays of the giant warehouse. 
Most of the fire and smoke came from 
wooden palletts and packaging around 
the line switches which were stored in the 
two bays. 

McClendon indicated that several 
hundred switches valued at from $50 to 
$85 each were either ruined or severely 
damaged.

Truck, hogs, 
cattle 
overturn 

on exit ramp

It’s the same old story, only the 
names have changed. 

Early last Thursday morning, a 
tractor-trailer rig loaded with cattle and 
hogs overturned on the exit ramp leaving 
1-65 just south of Alabaster. 

The driver of the truck, John Wesley 
Stephens of Florida, was treated at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital for head 
lacerations, according to Alabaster police 
officer Frank Page. Carl Stephens, the 17 
year old son of the driver, received a 
broken leg in the mishap. 

Stephens told Officer Page that he 
had driven on this particular exit ramp 
many times and that he (Stephens) 
slowed down to about 35 miles per hour 
to take the curve. “The cattle and hogs in 
the trailer must have shifted their weight 
as the truck rounded the curve,” 
Stephens said, thus causing the truck to 
overturn 

There were approximately 75 
animals on the truck when the accident 
occurred, according to Dr. O. B. 
Culpepper, a veterinarian who assisted at 
the scene of the accident. A few of the 
animals were killed in the accident, and 
some are still unaccounted for, according 
to Culpepper. 

The 47 cows on the truck were under 
a federal quarantine for brucellosis 
according to Culpepper’s office. 
Culpepper has 18 cows in his care and 
thinks that he can account 
thout 17 cattle that were 
presumed stolen from the scene of the 
and apparently slaughtered by 
people wanting free beet. This leaves 
about ten cows unaccounted for as of 
press time Tuesday. 

Only a few of the 26 hogs on the 
truck were recovered. According to 
reports people came in with trucks and 
trailers and took the animals from the 
scene of the accident. 

According to Lt. Leroy Davis of the 
Alabaster police department, things like 
this are not uncommon. 

“People are just like vultures,” said 
Davis. “No matter what kind of accident 
there what kind of material the 
truck is hauling, people will come out in 
force. And instead of helping, they steal

The month of July is regarded by 
most people, who work, or have 
business in the courthouse - as being 
rather slow-in-tempo. The various offices 
the writer visited this morning certainly 
produced no evidence to the contrary. 
There was little activity. A look at the 
court calendar for August however, was 
proof that the “slow-down™ was only a 
temporary one. 

A one-day non-jury session of the 
circuit court was held by Judge James 
Sharbutt Monday - at which time five 
cases on the dockei were dismissed; and 
three continued. 

An arraignment session of the court 
has been set for July 26 at which time the 
docket containing 65 cases will be 
sounded. The majority of these cases 
involve charges of burglary, forgery, 
armed robbery, grand larceny, and 
embezzlement. Three cases carry the 
charge of assault with intent to murder. 

The county court and trooper’s court 
docket is set for Aug. 20 and will be 
presided over by Judge Curt Payne. A 
number of new cases were being docketed 
during our stay in this office. Most of 
them due to exceeding the speed limit of 
55 miles.

progress in judiciary 


State Chief Justice Howell Heflin 
told Alabama lawyers Friday that a 
massive effort is underway to prepare for 
the full implementation of court 
modernization and the start-up of the 
new district courts next year. 


Looking toward full implementation 
of the new article, Heflin said that there 
are three noteworthy dates during 1977 
which will effect implementation. “The 
new District Court will become operative 
on January 17: October 1 is the date on 
which personnel in the various clerks’ and 
registers’ offices will come under the 
umbrella of the new system as state 
employees: and on December 27, the new 


municipal courts will begin to function,” 
he said. 

He stressed that the new court 
system will have its bugs to be ironed out, 
but added that in order that the 
transition be as smooth as possible, 
considerable study and effort are 
underway. 

The chief justice said that a master 
plan for carrying out every aspect and 
provision of the legislative 
implementation of the article has been 
prepared. “This 181-page blueprint for 
the new unified court system details a 
time schedule for each goal and task that 
must be accomplished before complete 
implementation occurs,” he said.

Suspect Apprehended

WASHINGTON — A 35-year- 
old hairdresser, who had 
threatened to kill Queen 
Elizabeth, was quietly ap- 
prehended near the Canadian 
border on July 6. The story has 
been kept out of the newspapers. 

The Secret Service suspected 
the man, a stocky, angry Ken- 
tuckian, might be a terrorist. 
Agents knew he was _ hostile 
toward the British monarch and 
had threatened to kill her. So 
two weeks before the Queen's re- 
cent Bicentennial visit, informa- 
tion about the man was fed into 
a master enforcement com- 
munications system. The Secret 
Service warned that the man 
might be armed and dangerous. 

This was enough to alert a 
customs officer at Champlain, 
N.Y. He spotted the man and de- 
tained him. A search. however, 
produced no weapons. The man 
was so agitated over his deten- 
tion that he threw a fit. He was 
hospitalized, under local police 
custody. 

Mysterious Move: The 
secret international police 
organization, Interpol, has been 
featured in mystery stories 
around the world. It is a private, 
Paris-based operation, which 
was intended to smooth com- 
munications between the 
world's law enforcement agen- 
cies, 


Its agents operate in total 
secrecy. They may turn up any- 
where in the world to make an 
arrest. The United States joined 
Interpol in 1938. The U.S. branch 
was moved from the Justice to 
the Treasury Department in 
1950. Now we have learned that 
Attorney General Edward Levi 
has demanded it back. 

Levi secretly began hiring a 
staff last November totake over 
Interpol's operations in this coun- 
try. The U.S. Interpol Chief, Louis 
Sims, will be replaced by 
Andrew Tartaglino. 

We know Tartaglino. He's a 
brillant but unorthodox in- 
vestigator, who once suggested 
that a lawman accused of a 
crime commit suicide. The of- 
ficer shot himself to death after 
pleading his innocence in a 
suicide note. 

Meanwhile, Congress \s in- 
vestigating Interpol. There are 
charges that Interpol has abused 
its powers, But Interpol, as a 
semi-private organization, has 
held back information. We have 
learned, however. that Rep. Ed- 
ward Beard. D.-R.L, intends to 
end Interpol's secrecy. He will in- 
troduce legislation to force Inter- 
pol to open its records. 

Vote Switch: Sen. Robert 
Griffin, R.-Mich., the Repub- 
licans’ second-in-command in 
the Senate, is in a tight spot. 


Ford supporter. Yet he may 
soon be forced to vote to over- 
ride the President's veto of a $4 
billion public works bill. 

Ironically, Griffin originally 
voted against the legislation, 
which includes funds to create 
new jobs, In fact, Griffin backed 
the President's opposition to the 
bill on the Senate floor and in 
the backrooms. 

But, meanwhile, in Michigan, 
the hard-pressed city of Detroit 
has laid off 925 policemen 
because of a lack of public 
funds. The public works bill, 
vetoed by Ford, would provide 
money to Detroit, enabling the 
city to rehire its policemen. 

Senator Griffin is now in a po- 
litical bind. He must displease 
either his constituents or his 
President. Privately, Griffin has 
already asked Ford to approve 
the legislation. 

But the President ignored his 
friend's advice and vetoed the 
bill anyway. Now, inside sources 
tell us, Griffin will return the 
favor by voting to override the 
President's veto. 

Harassing the Taxpayers: 
Congressional crackdown on In- 
ternal Revenue collection pro- 
cedures should result in less 
harassment for the average tax- 
payer. 

Both houses of Congress are 
investigating the maligned col- 
lection process. But Rep. James 
Jones, D-Okla., has uncovered 
startling statistical evidence 
that IRS agents are working 
under a stringent quota system. 
Inside sources explained to us 
how the process works. 

IRS officials maintain records 
on each collection agent and use 
them to grade the employes. 
Secret code names classify the 
agents according to the statisti- 
cal evidence. Should an 


pressured to collect even more. 

When working under the gun, 
an IRS collector goes after the 
small fish -- the taxpayers who 
owe a few dollars. It is too 
difficult to collect from an in- 
dividual who owes $50,000, for 
example, because the collector 
must battle high-priced attor- 
neys. 

Under IRS procedures, we 
have learned, the number of col- 
lections, not the amount of 
money, is entered in the agents’ 
secret files. 

But Jones intends to end the 
practice. When he finishes his in- 
vestigation, he will demand that 
IRS Commissioner Donald Alex- 
ander revise the collection 
system, concentrating on the 
larger delinquent accounts. 

Reddened Rizzo: The Bicen- 
tennial celebrations have left at 
least one public official with a 
red face He is Philadelphia's 
embattled Mayor Frank Rizzo. 

Before the July Fourth 
celebrations, Rizzo had loudly 
warned of rioting in the streets of 
Philadelphia by unnamed, dis- 
ruptive protestors. Rizzo de- 
manded that President Ford 
send National Guardsmen to 
Philadelphia to keep order. 

Ford, however, wisely refused 
to’ send troops to the City of 
Brotherly Love. 

There were no violent demon- 
strations in Philadelphia over 
the Bicentennial weekend. As a 
matter of fact, money, not 
violence, was on Rizzo's mind all 
along. We talked to several Phil- 
adelphia policemen, who ex- 
posed Rizzo's game. 

They complained that their 
Mayor's demands for federal 
troops were a political ploy. 
Rizzo, the cops charged, really 
wanted troops so that he would 
not have to pay overtime to Phil- 
adelphia policemen.

To Make Fire Escape Plan 


Most Southerners probably 
understand what to do in case 
of a fire -- or at least they 
think they do. 

The first thing to do is get 
out of the house, says the 
Insurance Information 
Institute. Unfortunately, the 
record of fire deaths and 
injuries in this country reveals 
that many people do not 
know how to get out of their 
own homes during a fire. 

Because children are home 
from school, the summer 
months provide an excellent 
opportunity for families to 
develop fire escape plans, says 
the Institute. There is ample 
time to practice an escape 
plan until everyone knows 
what to do and how to do it. 

A family fire escape plan 
can literally be a matter of 
life and death for several 
reasons. First, most people 
panic in emergency situations 
like fires. They freeze and 
forget everything they are 
supposed to do. Emergency 
experts, like firemen, train 
vigorously to overcome this 
natural tendency. No amount 
of bravery or special quota of 
courage overcomes the need 
for planning and training. 

Second, fire creates very 
unusual circumstances. 
Although most people 
truthfully can say they can 
walk around their home with 


their eyes closed, that is not 
enough. 

Consider this: could you 
get out of your house 
crawling, eyes stinging 
because of smoke, lungs 
burning as you breathe hot 
air, and all doors blocked by 
heat or flame? Experts 
suggest that in case of fire 
you have only four minutes 
before the question turns into 
a plaintive “why me?”. 

Finally, most family 
decision makers are men and 
women in_ their prime. 
Confidence in their ability to 


get out of a fire is 
understandable, even if 
mistaken. What about old 


people and children? Has 
everyone thought about 
whether or not they can 
crawl quickly and get out of a 
house if the stairs and doors 
are blocked? Since most of 
those who die in fires are old 
people and children, the 
answer, it seems, is “No.” 

The Insurance Information 
Institute recommends the 
following program of family 
fire protection: 

-- Install smoke and fire 
alarms in your home. Most 
important is installing smoke 
detectors outside each room 
where people sleep to provide 
the quickest available warning 
of danger to each member of 
the family. Nighttime fires

are the worst killers. 

- Develop a family escape 
plan. This plan must include a 
program for each person 
based on where they might be 
when a fire breaks out. 


Remember, a teenager can | 


easily climb a ladder that his 
grandparents cannot. Also 
remember that if a ladder is 
not near the escape window, 
even the agile teenager is out 
of luck. Consult 
authorities in local 
communities for -specific 
recommendations that take 

into account the kind of 

home or apartment and the 

special needs of the 
occupants. 

- Take advantage of the 
warm summer months to ¥ 
start practicing the family 
escape plan developed. 

- Select a meeting place 
outside the house where 
everyone will gather in case 
of a fire. Also remember that 
no one should go back into a 
burning building for any 
reason. 

-- Teach everyone in the 
family how to report a fire. 

The Institute also 
encourages families not to 
forget their efforts at fire 
prevention. But no matter 
how well they protect against 
fires, all families should know 
what to do in case a fire does 
break out.

Of course, we photographers always 
hear, “I'll break your camera” when we 
stat to shoot a picture. Once after 
hearing this, my strobe didn’t go off and I 
informed the lady that maybe she had 
indeed broken my camera. She was highly 
offended.

Using Bicycle 


Safety Tips 
Can Lower 


Accident Rate 


Kids do the darndest, and 
often the most dangerous 
things. As st nmer gets into 
full swing, parents in the 
South might consider 
discussing with their children 
the most frequent causes of 
summer accidents and what 
safety rules can contribute to 
a safer schoolbreak. 


The Insurance Information 
Institute points out that a 
government analysis of 
emergency room admissions 
last summer showed that the 
most frequent cause of injury 
to children was _ bicycle 
accidents. Playing baseball, 
using screws and __ nails, 
playing football, playground 
equipment mishaps, and 
playing basketball followed in 
order as the most frequent 
causes of injury 

Obviously, all accidents 
cannot be prevented, and not 
all of the situations young 
people get themselves into 
can be anticipated. However, 
the Institute suggests that 
before recreational 
equipment is used, make sure 
it is safe and in good repair. 
You can also cul down on the 
misuse of equipment and 
reckless activity by helping 
young children learn the 
proper techniques, rules and 
etiquette of the games they 
play. Above all, make sure 
children understand some of 
the hazards involved in their 
activities and what safety 
rules should be followed. 

The number one cause of 
injury to young people during 
the summertime is bicycling. 
Last summer, more than 
4,000 children between the 
ages of 5 and 14 were taken 


to hospital emergency rooms 
following bicycle accidents. 
During just July and August, 
about 7,000 people of all ages 
were injured seriously enough 
in bicycling accidents to 


require emergency room 
treatment. 
Here are some bicycle 


safety tips from the Insurance 
Information Institute: 

- Be sure the bicycle is 
sturdy and in good working 
order before starting out. 
Especially check the braking 
system. 

-- Every bicycle should be 
equipped with lights and 
reflectors for safe driving at 
night or in low light. It is a 
good idea for the rider to 
wear reflector tapes and 
bright clothing. 

-- Always ride going in the 
same direction as the traffic, 
unless as in some states, the 
law requires otherwise 
Riding with the _ traffic 
reduces the relative speed 
between the cyclist and 
moving vehicles, reducing the 
force of impact if an accident 
should occur. 

Choose your 
carefully. Try to 
thoroughtares heavily 
travelled by automobiles. 
Never ride on freeways, toll 
roads or major highways. 

- Be alert for the same 
danger signs as if driving an 
automobile rocks, ruts, 
potholes, bumps and other 
obstructions. Also watch for 
children playing, and cars or 
people suddenly darting out 
from the curb. 

- Learn and observe the 
rules of the road, they apply 
to cyclists just as they do to 
motorists. (PRN)

This is an annual event 
which is staged to keep alive 
the hollerin’ tradition, 
begun in the days when a 
farmer used his own 
distinctive holler to assure 
his neighbors that all was 
well down his way. 


This hollerin’ tradition is 
one thing which I remember 
so clearly from my days as 
a country boy. 

Every farmer had his own 
distinctive holler. And in the 
early morning hours, when 


things were quiet and the 
air was still and clear, 
these tuneful hollers would 
ring out from every 
direction, echoing across 
the woods and the hills and 
hollows as the farmers got 


out to do their early mor-, 


ning chores. 

I could recognize the 
holler of every neighbor, not 
only because of the direc- 
tion it came from but also 
because of its sound. 

Each man had carefully 
composed his own special 
holler--and in many cases a 
certain special holler was 
passed along from father to 
son through the 
generations. 

Some were like yodels, 
while others were more like 
snatches of tunes. 

No one thought it strange 
that a grown man would 
rear back and let out a big 
holler as he walked to the 
barn at daylight to tend to 


the stock, or as he headed 
down a pasture lane to 
perform a quick fence- 
mending job. 

In fact, it was a welcome 
sound to all who heard, 
because they knew that 
things were all right with 
this man and his family as 
they prepared to begin a 
new day. 


The hollerer himself 
doubtless felt much better 
after he had so exercised his 
lungs and done his hollerin’ 
thing for the morning. 

It was the sort of free and 
natural thing which has 
fallen by the wayside in this 
age of dense popuiation, 
demanding schedules and 
deterrent social customs. 

To be sure, men felt 
tensions crowding in upon 
them just as they do in these 
modern days. 


But in this and other ways 
they had more and better 
ways of relieving some of 
those tensions than in 
venting wrath upon their 
neighbors. 

In my days of growing up 
out in the country there 
were wide open spaces and 
virgin woods where a man 
could enjoy solitude when 
he wished to--yet be ever 
near enough to sensitve and 
concerned neighbors who 
would come to his aid when 
he needed them.

Draper’s study also points out that 
Shelby County has 7 teachers to take care 
of these students. If the average salaries 
were $11,000 per year the lowest annual 
premium savings would be more than 
twice the teacher’s salaries.

Additional savings in the 
form of fewer traffic violations and fewer 
injuries and fatalities cannot be assigned a 
dollar figure. 

Draper concludes his study with this 
message to parents: “Your child is 
entitled to Driver Education in the tenth 
grade. Each child should receive 30 hours 
of classroom instruction and six hours of 
driving instruction, The six hours is not 
riding in the car, but actually driving the 
car. 

“Check with your tenth grader and 
be sure he is receiving the excellent 
training to which he is entitled by law. I! 
he does not receive the minimum of 30 
hours in the classroom and six hours of 
driving, call your high school and insist he 
receive this training.”

Railroad derailed, causing the Glover's 
Point Bridge near Vincent to collapse. 

“I haven't heard so much popping 
since VE Day on Okinawa.” declared 
Rev. J. D. Davis who was one of the 
handful of spectators at the landfill when 
the bottles were broken and buried. 

Those at the site often had to crouch 
down as flying glass filled the air when 
bottles not already broken burst as a 
front-end loader pushed them from the 
truck, 

The boxcar load of beer had been 
sitting on the river bank a week after 
being pulled from the water said Benny 
Griffin who transported the cargo. 
Griffin, whose company is helping with 
the clean up operation, estimated that it 
would take several days for all the beer to 
be brought to the landfill and buried. 

The only official on hand to witness 
the destruction of the condemned brew, 
was Jeffrey Yost from the U. S. 
Treasury's Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. 

According to Shelby County's 
Assistant Highway Engineer, Hilry King, 
the SCL Railroad paid the county $200 
to dispose of the several thousand bottles 
and cans of beer. 

Since being pulled from the river, the 
boxcar has been carefully watched by 
officials of the railroad who set up a 
temporary headquarters on the Talladega 
side of the river. 

According to a spokesperson for the 
railroad, Southern Bell ran a one-mile 
telephone line to the site at a cost of 
$2,000. 

At the present time a temporary span 
is being constructed across the river.

Montevallo may 


get housing 


for elderly 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Montevallo may get a new housing 
project for the elderly. The city 
planning and zoning board studied a 
proposal last week that was submitted by 
the Municipal Development Company of 
Birmingham to build 35 units 
Overland Road and Shoshone Drive. 

The proposal listed one and two 
bedroom apartments with two units 
especially designed for the handicapped. 

They would rent for $233 to $265 
per month with all utilities included. 

According to Mark G. Noel, vice 
president of the company. the units 
would include more than an average 
apartment, because they are designed for 
those over 62 years of age. He said there 
are no three-bedroom units in the plan. 

Specially designed cabinets, non-skid 
bathroom features, adjusted appliances 
and wheel-chair wide doorways are some 
of the extras included. 

The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development will back the project, 
subsidizing the tenants who cannot afford 
to pay the full rent. 

Noel said his company has built 
several similar projects throughout the 
Birmingham area, and is presently 
managing about 500 units. 

The proposed Montevallo project will 
have a resident manager. office, and 
community building, 

He said that Montevallo units will be 
changed from the original plan to 
conform with the city’s zoning codes. 
Only 33 units will be allowed by the city, 
and a sewer line will either have to be 
moved, or the units re-designed to miss it. 

Renting will be done on a first come 
- first served basis. A certain percentage 
of the units must be rented to low 
income persons. 

The Reporter asked Noel how he 
happened to get interested in the 
Montevallo location. He cited market 
studies which showed there are many 
older people residing there, and a 
shortage of housing for them. 

Architects for the project are Kidd, 
Wheeler and Plosser of Birmingham. 

The project is tentatively called 
“Hillview Homes.” Under HUD, it is 
called a Section 8, Housing assistance 
payment program.

Summer brings needlesstire wear 


Motorists may waste more than $100 
million in needless tire wear this summer 
unless they pay more attention to proper 
inflation than usual, according to the Tire 
Industry Safety Council. 

Estimates by the U. $. Department 
of Commerce are that tires underinflated 
by four pounds of air pressure have tread 
life cut by ten per cent, and 
underinflation by 12 pounds can cut 40 
per cent. The Department also has 
estimated tire consumers spend $4.9 
billion a year on new replacement tires. 

“Even with only five per cent excess 
wear, underinflation would cost tire users 
$250 million this year,’ Malcolm R. 
Lovell, Jr., Chairman of the Tire Industry 
Safety Council pointed out. 

This means at least $62.5 million 
would be lost during a quarter-year. But, 
turnpike records show that passenger car 
travel doubles or even triples in peak 
summer driving months compared with 
winter. 

“Underinflated tires waste gasoline, 
too, because they use more energy,” 
Lovell said. 

Government surveys have shown that 
more than one out of four cars has at 
least one seriously underinflated tire. 

Current inflation pressare for your 
tires can be found in the car owner's 
manual or on a sticker attached to the 
door or glove compartment. Maximum 
inflation pressure is molded into the 
sidewall of the tire. 

Pressure in tires should be checked 
before starting out when tires are “cold,”

Up to four pounds of air pressure should 
be added if driving for long periods at 
high legal speeds, but maximum tire 
pressure must be observed. 

Other tire safety and maintenance 
tips for summer drivers suggested by the 
Council are: 

“Bald” tires with tess than 1/16th 
inch of tread remaining are skid-prone 
and get more flats, They should be 
replaced. 

Vacation luggage and recreational 
equipment are often heavy. Don’t 
overload the tires or the vehicle's 
suspension, 

Don’t let air out of “hot” tires after 
driving. Some air pressure build-up occurs 
naturally with use and will subside as the 
tire cools. 

Rotate tires according to patterns in 
the car owners manual or as 
recommended by tire manufacturers. 

Remove foreign objects such as 
stones, glass fragments, or metal from tite 
tread before it becomes imbedded and 
possibly damages the tire. 

Check wear patterns on tires as clues 
to proper wheel alignment, balance, and 
condition of brakes and shock absorbers. 

Beware of “summer ice’? when rain 
falls on top of oily road film, particularly 
after long dry spells.

To upgrade reading achievement - - 


Plan adopted 


The State Board of Education and 
the Alabama Education Study 
Commission presented to the Alabama 
Legislature last week a plun to upgrade 
reading achievement in Alabama. 

The plan, adopted unanimously by 
the Commission and the State Board. 
culls for a seven-point attaek on low 
achievement in reading in Alabama’s 
schools. 

Only one part of the plan may 
require additional funding - - a Statewide 
Testing Program to monitor the results of 
the proposed efforts. The State 
Legislature is being made aware that 
federal funds for achievement testing are 
heing discontinued in Alabama. 

Local school systems are asked to 
designate reading instruction as a top 
pnority for a two-veur period during 
which time they are expected to adopt 
minimum standards for effective reading 
programs. 

These standards were developed and 
validated by the Alabama Right to Read 
Commission and include upgrading 
reading instruction, use of volunteers, 
systemwide coordination of reading 
instruction, improved records and testing, 
better community relations, 
individualized instruction. variable 
student-teacher ratios, and several other 
criteria, 

Included in the report is a plan for 
raising the standards teacher 
certification in the area of reading. It is 
proposed that the undergraduate 
pleparation program for each prospective 
teacher include 
which ure designed to those 
prospective teachers in teaghing reading 
to children and youth. 

The plan also calls for continued 
coordination of reading instruction at the 
stite level. A Statewide Advisory 
Commission shall be established and an 
mnual report on the status of reading 
achievement shall be made to the public 
and to the State Legislature.

session. The resolition designated the

State Board of Education and the 
Alabama Education Study Commission to 
coordinate efforts to improve the reading 
proficiency of students in Alabama’s 
public schools by 1978. 


In addition to the improvement plan, 
the report gives the status of reading 
achievement in 1973-74 and 1975-76 by 
school system. Average achievement test 
scores are reported for each school 
system in Alabama and compared with 
national norms, state norms, and 
eXpectancy scores, Expectancy scores 
were developed alter taking into account 
various social and economic factors which 
affect reading achievement in each 
Alabama school system. 


In releasing this report. the State 
Board members and the members of the 
Commission affirm their concern that the 
people of Alabama and their 
representatives in Montgomery should be 
completely informed of the vital statistics 
of their schools.

They frolic in the pond, and come in 
about February every spring to lay their 
eggs in little pens that were built for that 
purpose. They keep the flock close to 
twelve, and sell off the young ones when 
they're about grown, although, and I 
don’t know why, they do not guarantee 
the sex. 

In another pasture, across the road, 
Vera has goats. Hershel says she makes 
more off her goats than he does his cattle, 
since folks, more and more, are finding 
out how good barbecued goat is. And, 
too, goats are maybe the best weather 
prophets this side of anywhere. Hazel 
says if they feed off in the morning, 
getting farther and farther away, you can 
bet your bottom quarter it'll be fair all 
day. But if they hang around the house, 
nibbling close by, you better have your 
parasol handy. 

In the back yard, under a tall oak, 
they have an old-timey bell.

WASHINGTON — Israel's 
stunning.

Officially, the United States 
didnt learn about the strike un- 
tl Israel Ambassador Simeha 
Dinitz telephoned Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger the eve- 
ning of July ard.

But unothicially, US in 
telligence sources knew some- 
thing was afoot, Their sophesti- 
cated electronic equipment.

munications. gave them some 
clues 

Undercover American agents 
also, provided additional clues 
The Israeli raiders, for example. 
are an elite group. US. in- 
telligence watches them closely 
As soon as the commandos 
changed their normal pattern.

something was being planned 

The only crisis was the hdld- 
ing of the hostages in Uganda 


Mur analysts simply deduced 
that the commandos were pre 
paring to rescue the hostages 

US. tracking equipment in the 
Middle East reportedly picked 
up the flight of the commando 
planes over the Red Sea along 
the African coast. 

But it was AFTER the raid 
that the United States plaved its 
most important role.

Diplomatic Shuffle: Egypt's 
Bicentennial gift to Amerca 
almost got last in the July 4th 
shuffle 

The Egyptians carefully 
selected an appropriate gift, an 
ancient memorial tablet carved 
more than 3000 years ago. It 
shows an Egyptian family 
pleading for eternal life for their 
dead son. 

The Egyptians also went to 
great pains to deliver the gift in 
a dramatic way. The valuable 
artifact was loaded aboard a 
l11-vear-old vessel. which set 
forth on its first trip across the 
Atlantic. 

But no one paid anv attention 
to the Egyptians when they ar- 
rived. Admiral Fouad Zikri, the 
commander of the Egyptian 
Navy. tried to present the gift to 
Presiden Ford. But Zikri 
couldn't get past the White 
House gate. 

One of our reporters, Barbara 
Take}, finally called the White 
House to ask about the Egyp- 
tians, White House aides told her 
they didnt even know the Egyp- 
tians wanted {0 present a gift. 
The Egyptian delegation, mean- 
while, had heen cooling their 
heels for five days. Their ancient 
vessel was scheduled to take 
them home to Egypt July 15th 

In the nick of time, President 
Ford summoned the Egyptians 
to the White House on .July 14th 
Admiral Zikri presented the 
3000-year-old tablet. and the 
President accepted it. The whole 
ceremony lasted precisely seven 
minutes. 

The next day, the colorful, old 
ship sailed away almost as 
unobstrusively as it had arnved

Most of these books are clini- 
cal, imparting the latest ways 

(some valid, 
= some suspect) to 
avoid heart and 
ae circulatory prob- 
~ lems, or telling 
co you how to live 
eS your life after 
Harriet Miller suffering a heart 
attack or stroke. Few tell the hu- 
man side of heart disease—what 
it's like to experience a heart at- 
tack or to undergo coronary by- 
puss surgery. 

Two new books do exactly 
this, and do it exceptionally well. 
In Surgeon Under the Knife, Dr. 
Wilham A. Nolen, who com- 
bines a busy surgical practice in 
a small Minnesota town with an 
equally active literary career, 
writes candidly and clearly about 
his open-heart surgery and the 
unsettling events leading up to it, 

A heart attack, as seen 
through the eyes of the patient 
and his doctor. is the subject of 
A Coronary Event in which Dr. 
Michael Halberstam and Stephan 
Lesher present their respective 
points of view in alternating 
chapters. 

For Lesher, the attack couldn't 
have come at a worse time. A 
Washington correspondent for 
Newsweek, he was in the midst 
of covering the court battle for 
possession of the Watergate 
tapes while also trying to cope 
with the complications of a dis- 
solving marriage. 

At first, he refused to believe 
that, at 3%. he could be suffering 
a heart attack. Once convinced 
of the reality of his illness. he 
attacked uw with the same zeal he 
had devoted to his werk 


what should happen but a good casing 


would go flat just at the foot of the hill 
where the road leaves the “Narrows” and 
starts up the mountain. 

While unloading the car so as to get 
to a tire pump, a Good Samaritan 
suddenly drove up and cheerfully offered 
help - this was Mr, Nummy. Tired as I was 
from loading and then unloading, he 
voluntarily did most of the work of 
jacking the car up; removing the flat tire, 
getting the spare out and mounting it.

Obviously not a typical pa- 
tient, Lesher devoured books on 
coronary disease, cross-examined 
doctors. nurses and even other 
patients (some of whom he also 
advised about their heart prob- 
lems), und arranged to write an 
article about his experience for 
The New York Times Magazine 
—all this while he was still hos- 
pitalized in relatively serious 
condition! 

Beneath his confident facade 
of incessant activity, however, 
Lesher was a worried, frightened 
man lying alone in a dark hos- 
pital room, weeping and wonder- 


ing: “Would I five? Could I 
work agdin? Could I play ten- 
nis?” 


His physician was not without 
his own fears and doubts about 
heart disease. Like Lesher, Mi- 
chael Hualberstam had found 
himself unexpectedly alone, his 
wife having left him after 14 
years of marriage. At 42, his 
schedule was extremely full: 
practicing medicine full-time, 
teaching at George Washington 
University Hospital, and writing 
for The New York Times Maga- 
zine and other journals. It was 
almost as if he felt he could 
outrace the nagging reminders 
of his own mortality through 
perpetual activity. 

“Why.” he asks, “do I keep 
exumining men just about my 
age and in just as good physical 
condition and finding out that 
they have heart disease, Because, 
like every other physician, I 
know the big secret of coronary 
disease: you can eliminate all 
the risk factors—smoking, anx- 
iety, obesity, fat-saturated food 
—and still the damn disease can 
he creeping up on you, .. 

“I'm not immune. My father 
died of a heart attack at 50, and 
he was a physician, too. If you 
don't think that leaves a little 
scar on your psyche, you proba- 
bly failed Psychology 1... So 
when | walk into a coronary 
cure unit and see the row of 
oscilloscopes monitoring cach 
patient's heartheat, — beeping 
wow eontentedly, | feel a slight. 


kind assistance. 

In the absence of his address, | am 
sending this complimentary letter in 
duplicate hoping that you will see that he 
gests a copy of it. These words are a 
meager and inadequate way of expressing 
appreciation. Perhaps he did some other 
good things yesterday, but none more 
genuinely appreciated that what he did 
for us.

but definite tightening in my 
throat. Ask not for whom the 
monitor beeps; it beeps for us 
all.” 

It beeped, too, for William 
Nolen, author of the best-selling 
The Making of a Surgeon as well 
as Surgeon Under the Knife. As 
a doctor, who presumably should 
have known better, Nolen was 
an impossible patient until he 
realized the severity of his medi- 
cal condition. 

His father had died at 58 of 
heart disease, and Nolen himself 
had been suffering from high 
blood pressure for some years, 
but took his medicine less than 
faithfully and monitored his 
blood pressure only sporadically. 
Several attacks of angina pain 
und the intensive urging of con- 
cerned friends finally convinced 
him to visit an internist. 

That was the turning point. 
Recalling his medical school 
days in the Boston area, he even- 
tually traveled to that city’s 
famed Massachusetts General 
Hospital for a final diagnosis of 
artery blockage and, shortly 
thereafter, coronary bypass sur- 
gzery—an operation that didn’t 
exist when his father was dying 
from the same condition, 

In addition to fascinating ac- 
counts of the authors’ personal 
experiences, Surgeon Under the 
Kni/e and A Coronary Event of- 
fer revealing insights into the 
sometimes internecine —_ inner 
workings of two major hospitals, 
the dynamics of the doctor- 
patient relationship, and modern 
medicine's misgivings about its 
own limitations. 

Both books lend a great dei! 
of insight to understanding the 
ordeal of heart disease from a 
personal viewpoint—insight that, 
until now, has been sadly lack- 
ing in the preponderance of 
clinically-oriented popular litera- 
ture about coronary disease.

Sewer fee 


The ‘tap-on tee’ of $500 to be paid 
to the City of Alabaster for sewage 
service will apply to only about a dozen 
houses, according to Alabaster City 
Councilman Dan Acker. 

Alabaster city personnel have 
received numerous calls, recently, 
according to Acker, regarding this $500 
fee. 

The fee is an amendment to an 
earlier ordinance, according to Acker. 
The earlier ordinance established a fee for 
houses that cannot be served by a 
collection line. In such cases, according to 
Acker, a tap on fee of $500 is to be paid. 
If a house is served by a collection line, 
the owners will be obliged to pay only 
the assessment of front footage and not 
an additional tap-on fee. 

“Anyone who is assessed for front 


money in 


questioned 


footage will not have to pay a tap-on 
fee,” Acker continued. “There are only 
about twelve houses that will have a 
tap-on fee and they are located along the 
creek. They will hook-on directly to the 
outfall lines.” 


The front footage assessment rate has 
been set at $7.25, according to Acker, 
rather than some higher figure. Initially 
the front-footage charge was expected to 
be approxiniately $17 per foot. This 
amount has been reduced to $7.25. 
according to Acker, because the city has 
been able to acquire additional federal 
grants. 


Acker suggests that persons with 
questions regarding the sewer system, 
tap-on fees and front footage assessments, 
call the Alabaster City Hall at 663-7401.

one of the rescue squads observed that his 
narrow bottomed boat was unsuitable for 
the river because it was so unstable.

For most Shelby County families, 
incomes were up in the past year and the 
rise was reflected in the amount of 
business done by local retail stores. 

According to a new market report, 
consumer outlays for goods and services 
in the local area compared favorably with 
expenditures made in the previous year. 
To a considerable extent, however, 
inflation contributed to the increase in 
the dollar volume. 

The findings are contained in a study 
just released by the Standard Rate and 
Data Service. It shows just how much was 
spent locally and in other sections of the 
country for food, cars, clothing, furniture 
and general merchandise. 

In Shelby County, a large part of the 
outlay was for food. Out of every dollar 
spent in local retail stores, approximately 
26 cents went to supermarkets, bakeries, 
butcher shops, grocery stores, 
delicatessens and the like. 

Elsewhere in the United States, 21 
cents was so-spent and, in the East South 
Central States, 24 cents. 

All in all, the sales volume in stores 
selling food for home preparation and 
consumption added up to a grand total of 
$20,337,000.

Garbage problems unloaded on County Commission 


he has only about 800 houses to service, 
although there are 4,000 to 5,000 homes 
in his franchise area which goes from 
Maylene to Riverchase and includes the 
Sinmnsville Road area. 

When the franchise service was begun 
(hice years ago to conform with new 
laws, the Commission hoped that it 
would be the best answer to providing 
service to rural residents and to solve the 
problem of unsanitary roadside dumps. 
But the Commission also thought that 
franchise operators could find it 
profitable at a fee of $3.90 per home pet 
month, and that the private system would 
be better than a county operated one. 

The operators are now telling the 
Commission that the number of 
subscribers has not grown. and they 
cannot continue operating their expensive 
trucks over long distances to pick up the 
garbage of a few. They want the 
Commission or the health departinent to 
get Lough in enforcing the regulations. 

Citizens are supposed to subscribe to 
the service or get a permit from the 
health department and take their garbage 
to the county landfills themselves. 
Macray Gingo said that 90 percent of 
those with permits are not taking their 
garbage to the landfills, 

Wayne Archer, who operates the 
franchise in the eastern section of the 
county says he drives from Sterrett to 
Calcis for one customer, and in another 
place, he drives 2% miles down an 
unpaved road to serve two customers 
then has to drive the 24 miles back. It 
takes $200 a day to operate his specially 
designed truck and without greater

volume, it is not worth it, he states. 

Archer also noted that the towns of 
Vincent and Harpersville do not use the 
special packer trucks he is required to 
use. They pick up city residents’ garbage 
in Open trucks, he says, which cost little 
compared with the $20,000 investmeni 
he has in his truck. 

Another franchise operator, Don 
Whitfield, agreed with Archer and Gingo 
and the Commission discussed the matter 
for some time with County Health 
Department officials Frank Sloan and 
George Holcome in attendance. 

They seemed to agree that the 
arguments go round and round without 
reaching a solution, because of the 
essentially voluntary aspect of the entire 
program. A county-wide one-cent sales 
tax with the county providing free 
garbage pickup was discussed. Mandatory 
billings was advanced as another idea. 
Both were considered impractical 
solutions. 

Finally the group decided to get 
more citizens worrying about the

When the Israelies pulled off their audacious and 
thrilling July 3rd rescue of the some 100 hostages held by 
Palestinian terrorists in Uganda, they followed a course 
quite different from the course that the United States and 
other Western nations have been following.

huge ransoms under the protection of radical leftist 
countries, Cuba, Algeria, Libya and some Middle Eastern 
countries not only have allowed these hijackers sanctuary, 
they've also encouraged this international lawlessness by 
helping the hijackers move freely throughout the world in 
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order to carry out further acts of piracy. 


It has long been my belief that the United States and * 
the Free World could not and should not allow lawless acts * 


to pass without punishment, because our show of 
weakness would only encourage more violent actions 
against us and against other nations. This was 
demonstrated when the United States attempted to rescue 
communist-held American prison: *s-of-war in Southeast 
Asia. Ultra-liberals berated that effort as an invasion of 
another nation’s territory, and as a result the communists 
continued their aggressive and arrogant ways. When U.S. 
forces liberated the Mayaguez, those same ultra-liberals 
cried that we were re-newing the war in Southeast Asia. 
They stood in the way of strong measures against Cuba 
and Algeria when those dictatorships protected air pirates, 
and as a result air piracy spread world-wide. 

Strong action is the one certain way to deal 
successfully with criminals who respect no country’s 
borders, who live outside all rule of law, and who seek to 
gain their way regardless of the pain and suffering caused 
to innocent people. 

Israel has demonstrated how to defeat terrorism 
through use of force. But the United States and other 
world powers can accomplish the same end if only they 
would join in bringing their economic power to bear 
against those who would protect and harbor international 
criminals, as well as direct action and certain retaliation 
against the criminals themselves.

Shelby County health needs and 
resources were topics of discussion at a 
public meeting held last week at the 
courthouse in Columbiana. 

The meeting, organized by the 
Birmingham Regional Health Services 
Agency, Inc., was an effort to educate 
the public about current conditions in the 
county and what improvements need to 
be made. 

According to Mrs, Margaret Kessler, a 
consumer on the BRHSA board, there is a 
need to educate the public. 

“A majority of the people don’t even 
know about the Agency and the work we 
do,” stated Mrs. Kessler. 

Comprehensive health planning was 
introduced into Birmingham in 1969 by 
the Community Service Council. When 
the National Health Planning and 
Resources Development Act became law 
in 1975, it combined all the strengths of 
the previous efforts into one basic 


program -- Health Systems Planning. 
The Act, as one of its first tasks, 
established health service areas 


throughout the country. In Alabama, six 
health service areas were established. In 
the case of the Birmingham Regional 
Health Systems Agency, the six counties 
included are Jefferson, Walker, Shelby, 
St. Clair, Chilton,and Blount. 

Health systems agencies’ functions 
are to develop a health systems plan and 
an annual implementation plan. In 
addition, the agencies administer health 
service development funds when they are 
available as well as provide for 
coordination and review of health 
projects. 

The meeting, with Judge Conrad 
Fowler presiding, was attended by 
approximately 15 area residents. 
Participants included representatives from

various fields of mental health, hospital 
administration, and rescue operations. 

A slide show narrated by Chuck 
Berson, Senior Health Facilities and 
Services Planner, was shown to acquaint 
those present with the Agency. Following 
the slides, county officials gave their 
views about current health resources. 

Chester Black, administrator of 
Shelby Memorial Hospital, brought out 
the fact that the hospital is currently at 
over 100% occupancy. 

When asked about the major health 
needs of the county, Black responded 
that he felt the “cooperation of the 
population to stay well” was the main 
concern today. 

“Too often people just don’t take 
care of themselves,” stated Black. “And 
then the hospital is overloaded with sick 
people who could have prevented their 
own illnesses.” 

Following Black on the program was 
Jerry Jackson, Director of the Chilton 
and Shelby County Mental Health Board. 
Jackson outlined the way the Mental 
Health Board currently operates. He 
followed his outline with some ideas he 
would like to see implemented in the 
future. 


“Right now we have no in-patient 
facilities”, said Jackson, “We also need 
full time psychiatrists. | would like to see 
us become a comprehensive 
Community Health Center.” 

The Center now has five offices, with 
the main office in Calera. In addition to 
handling mental health problems. the 
Center is responsible for drug abuse cases 
and problems with mental retardation. 

Some of the duties of the Shelby 
County Health Department were outlined 
by Frank Sloan of the Shelby County 
Health Department. 

“We are required to inspect school 
lunchrooms, jails, water supplies, and 
sewer systems, among other things,” said 
Sloan. 

The Health Department is 
conducting the cancer detection clinics 
which are being held all over the county. 
The clinics are deemed “very successful” 
by Sloan. 

Also on the program were Col. 
Claude Smith, speaking on the Program 
on Aging, Mrs. Olivia Washington, 
speaking on the Community Action 
Program, and Judge Conrad Fowler 
speaking on government. 

An open discussion followed.

The application must be 
accompanied by a recent photo of the 
applicant, which will be used for 
identification purposes only, and a check 
for the $25 examination fee, made 
payable to the Internal Revenue Service.

His interest in collecting the points 
began nearly 20 years ago, Cottingham 
said, when a cousin took him along on an 
expedition along the Helena pipeline. 

Although most of his specimens have 
been found within a 10-12 mile radius of 
Wilsonville, Cottingham has a number of 
arrowheads which he found during the 
time he lived in the Tennessee River 
Valley. “I’ve found some beautiful 
Shawnee points around Gallatin, Tenn.,“ 
he remarked, 

The shell mounds and fields along 
the Coosa still contain evidence of Indian 
camp sites Cottingham said. ‘Sometimes 
when the fish aren’t biting I go ashore 
and see what I can find,” 

““One day when the water was 
down,” he continued, “I found a corn 
grinder near a big tree about a half mile 
below the steam plant. Another time I 
discovered a stone which was used to drill 
holes in leather.” 

Sometimes, Cottingham said, he even 
finds arrowheads in his yard. While

Employing the same techniques used 
in previous escapes, convicted murderer 
Emmett Handley III, fled the Shelby 
County Jail in Columbiana early Monday 
morning for the third time. 

The episode began at approximately 
4:30 Monday morning when Handley 
sawed the bars of his cell at the county 
jail. 

Using a box cutter razor to cut 
blankets from his bed, Handley made a 
rope out of the material and tossed it out 
his cell window to the ground. 

The rope broke after the escapee had 
cleared only one of the building's. three 
stories. Handley apparently sustained 
cuts, bruises and an injured right ankle in 
the two story fall. 

Some seven hours later Handley 
reportedly called a cab from a phone 
booth near a Columbiana garage. Calera 
Cab Company’s Oscar Connell arrived at 
the garage at about 11:20 a.m. and drove 
Handley to Calera. 

Connell reported that Handley told 
him he had hurt his ankle in a motorcycle 
wreck and was going to Calera to see his 
aunt. The cab driver delivered the escapee 
to the location he requested, behind the 
Dixie Super Store. 

A few minutes later an anonymous 
caller informed the Calera City Hall that a 


; man fitting Handley’s description was 


seen behind the grocery store. City 
Maintenance Superintendent Neal 
Harkins accompanied Police Officer 
Arthur Lee to the area where the fugitive 
was reportedly seen. 

Lee approached the suspect, after 
having found him hiding behind the store, 
and asked him his name. Handley replied 
his name was Joe Smith. The escapee was 
carrying a large stick and Lee noticed he 
Was using it as a crutch. Recognizing the 
tattoos on Handley’s fingers, arms and 
chest, Lee called Handley by name to get 
in the car. He offered no resistance and 
complied.

An end to the months-long 
controversy regarding improvements to 
be made at Calera High School may be in 
sight as a result of a compromise 
reconstruction plan promised school 
patrons at a meeting held Monday to 
discuss the disputed project. 

School trustees had invited board 
members to come to Calera for the 
meeting and two of them, Elaine Hughes 
and Joe Dean, attended. Also on hand 
were F. L. Tittle, architect with the State 
Department of Education, board 
architect Thurston Sumner, assistant 
superintendent of education Ted 
Lansford and about 50 local residents. 

The board’s decision to renovate the 
nearly 50-year-old building had angered 
Calera parents and they had submitted an 
alternate plan which involved razing and 
rebuilding a smaller structure. 

Of particular concern to the patrons 
was a plan to seal off portions of the 
building which will not be used because 
grades one through four will be moved to 
Calera Annex. 

This, they said, represents a health 
and safety hazard. 

The group also felt that renovation 
would be inadequate due to the advanced 
age and poor condition of the school. 

Board members had based their 
decision to renovate on recommendations 
from both Tittle and Sumner. However, 
since their opinions were offered before it 
was Official that four grades would be 
moved from the school, the architects 
agreed to re-evaluate their 
recommendations. 

“| believe that we can all get together 
and come up with a compromise that the 
board will approve and | am sure from 
the state department's angle, thate we can 
get it approved,” Tittle commented. 

Board members and the architects 
were asked to take into account the fact 
that Calera, like most of Shelby County, 
is experiencing growth. Sonny Davis, a 
rural mail carrier, pointed out that his 
mail route is increasing yearly and has 
doubled during the past ten years. 

The group was assured that citizen 
input will be considered and Dean 
suggested that parents channel their ideas 
through school trustees who will be 
invited to meet with the architect.

tentatively accepts 
Riverchase property

Riverchase property, offered with 
several stipulations as a site for a new 
school, has been conditionally accepted 
by the Shelby County Board 
Education which added some 
contingencies of its own after discussing 
the matter at a monthly meeting held 
Wednesday, July 28. 

The Harbert Equitable Joint 
Venture, developers of the north county 
planned development, had agreed to raise 
their original offer to donate 20 acres of 
land and give the county board option to 
buy more, to an outright donation of 40 
acres. 

Gross market value of the property, 
they say, is $750,000. 

Board members asked that a verbal 
commitment regarding the offer be put 
into writing. In a letter to Assistant 
Superintendent of Education Ted 
Lansford, project manager Still Hunter 
listed stipulations to finalizing the 
agreement. 

First, construction of the school ... 
expected to be a middle school ... is to 
begin within two years from the time the 
deal is closed, and sooner if sewage 


of 


facilities become available and the 
additional classroom space is needed. 

The new school will ultimately 
expand to accomodate grades one 
through 12, the letter continued, pointing 
out that with 5,000 residents anticipated 
for the area, projections are that 1,000 of 
these will be school age children. 

Riverchase officials ask that the 
county bear half the cost of a $40,000 
pumping station which will carry sewage 
from the school to a waste treatment 
plant. 

Other conditions to which the board 
is asked to agree are that the school be 
named Riverchase school and that a 
20-foot greenbelt be left around the site 
and utility easements be granted the 
developer. 

Access to the school would be along 
Riverchase Parkway West, the letter 
stated. This entrance is from county road 
275, formerly Highway 31. 

Board member Elaine Hughes 
questioned whether or not the wording in 
the agreement implies that only students 
living in Riverchase will attend the 
school. “It will be a county school,” she

An opinion from the state attorney 
general's office says it is permissible for a 
sheriff's deputy to hold office as a city 
councilman. 

The opinion was written by J. Brent 
Thornley, an assistant attorney general, 
to Mrs. Maureen Kelley of Alabaster, who 
is secretary the Citizens’ Action 
Committee. 

Mrs. Kelley had inquired about the 
legality of a school and 
investigator with the sheriffs department 
holding office as councilmen.

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Pelham sewer now in sight

Sewerage facilities for Pelham are 
finally in sight, city officials were told at 
council meeting Monday. — Charles _E. 
Tucker, engineering consultant retained 
by the city, gave Mayor Paul Yeager and 
council members an update on the status 
of the project, predicting that work could 
begin late next Spring. 

“We have encountered a number of 
problems since starting in 1973,” he 
remarked, “but as of last week, we have 
made some progress.” His recent meeting 
with representatives of the Alabama 
Water Improvement Commission 
provided something of a breakthrough, he 
said. 

A 201 study is being conducted and 
Tucker noted, “With any luck at all, we 
can have the design worked out by early 
next year.” 

Commenting on growth in the 
Pelham - North Shelby area, the engineer 
said he had a hard time convincing 
Environmental Protection Agency 
officials that it has been so rampant. A 
survey, made after his estimate of 8,000 
persons for the Cahaba Valley in and 
around Pelham was disputed, revealed 
that this was wrong indeed — the figure is 
actually 10,500. 

With some wet weather, Tucker said.

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Reagan Considered a Woman for VP

WASHINGTON — Ronald 
Reagan stunned Washington 
with his announcement that, if 
nominated, he would choose 
Pennsylvama’s liberal senator, 
Richard Schweiker, as his run- 
ning mate 

We can report that, earlier. 
Reagan considered an even 
more startling candidate. He 
thought aboul naming a woman, 
ambassador to Britain Anne 
Armstrong, as his vice presiden- 
tial choice 

But the Reagan staff con- 
ducted a confidential survey to 
find out whether the voters 
would accept a woman on the 
ticket. The survey showed 
decisively that Americans aren't 
vel ready for a woman vice 
president, The strongest senti- 
ment against Anne Armstrong, 
surprisingly, came from -- 
women 

The Reagan forces made a 
quiet check, meanwhile, to 
assure themselves that there are 
no skeletons in Richard Sch- 
weiker's closet. ’ 

Ronald Reagan refused to 
divulge his own income tax 
returns. So he did not ask for 
Schweiker’s tax returns. But the 
Senator volunteered a complete 
financial statement. This shows 
his income has averaged around 


~ 


$60,000 a year since he was 
elected to the Senate. 

They also discussed Sch- 
weiker's health. He offered to 
send Reagan a full medical re- 
port. This will show no physical 
problems, except that he is hard 
of hearing and sometimes wears 
a hearing aid. 

Pentagon Promotion: The 
military services waste more 
money than all the other govern- 
ment departments combined. 
Yet the House has appointed one 
of the pentagon’s most obliging 
friends, Rep. Edward Hebert, D.- 
La., to investigate the ex- 
travagance. 

Hebert has passed up many 
chances to win headlines and 
save the taxpayers’ money. But 
his investigations subcommittee 
has finally held a hearing. It did 
not take up a multi-million-dol- 
lar scandal, but a 200-year-old 
personnel matter 

There has been only one Gen- 
eral of the Armies of the United 
States. He was John Pershing, 
who commanded the U.S. Army 
during World War L Some peo- 
ple think this is a slight to our 
first and foremost general, 
George Washington. 

So Hebert’s subcommittee took 
up a bill to promote George 
Washington retroactively. He 


will be listed in the military 
records, if the bill passes, as the 
first General of the Armies of 
the United States. 

Benevolent Brass: We pre 
viously reported that the shah of 
Iran has squandered his oil 
billions on modern weapons 
faster than his armed forces can 
assimilate them. The United 
States rushed over technicians 
to help the shah straighten out 
the military foul-up. 

Iran ran up a $93 million bill 
for this technical assistance. But 
we've now learned that Iran was 
charged only $65 million. 
Government auditors dis- 
covered that the shah was never 
billed $20.7 in airlift costs. He 
also was never charged for $7.8 
million in salaries. 

This adds up to more than $28 
million that the Defense Depart- 
ment simply overlooked. The 
secret audit recommends poin- 
tedly that the Pentagon recover 
the missed $29 million. 

Mafia Probe: New York's 
Democratic Congressman 
Lester Wolff is planning a rip 
roaring investigation into 
organized crime. He will be 
chairman of a new committee 
which will investigate narcotics 
smuggling. 

He has already received in- 
formation that the crime syndi- 
cate has largely taken over the 
wholesale end. The mobsters 
allegedly supply ghetto punks 
who peddle dope on the streets 
and take mast of the risks. 

The Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration has been going 
after the street pushers and ped- 
diers. Wolff believes this is a 
mistake. He will concentrate on 
nailing the mobsters who are 
supplying them. 

Curbing Collectors: In the 


past, we have reported on collec- 
tion agencies, which hound peo- 
ple for money. Most are reputa- 
ble agencies performing an 
unpleasant but necessary job. 
But the business is also infested 
with fast-buck artists, small-time 
thugs and fly-by-night operators. 

These latter-day bounty hun- 
ters, if they ever get on your trail, 
will annoy your neighbors, 
badger your boss and accost you 
in public. They will ask your boss 
how he can employ a deadbeat. 
They will complain loudly in 
front of others about the money 
you owe. They will makes them- 
selves so obnoxious that you will 
pay to get them off your back. 

Our stories encouraged Rep 
Frank Annunzio, D-Ill. to in- 
troduce a bill which would crack 
down on the shady collectors. 
The bill provides penalties for 
those who use threats, misrepre- 
sent themselves or engage in 
harassment tactics. 

The debt collectors have been 
busily lobbying to block the bill. 
Perhaps Congress also should 
hear from people who don't like 
phone calls in the middle of the 
night, ugly threats and other 
harassing tactics by debt collec- 
tors.

. SENATE BILLS RECOGNIZE PUBLIC 
RESPONSIBILITY TO NATION’S POLICE, FIREMEN 


When the Senate approved the Public Safety Officers 
Benefits Act and related legislation last week, it climaxed 
an effort that I helped start in 1972. 

More than 200 police officers and firemen are killed 
throughout the United States each year in the 
performance of their duties. In 1975, five Alabama police 
officers suffered violent deaths, and in the past five years 
19 Alabama officers were killed in the line of duty. From 
1970 through 1975 some 943 firemen lost their lives in this 
country while in the line of duty. 

Public safety officers generally receive only modest 
salaries and are subject to high insurance rates, if they can 
get insurance at all, because of the constant risks involved 
in their daily work. Consequently, when a policeman or 
fireman is killed in line of duty, his survivors suffer heavy 
economic and financial burden. 

The legisiative package which the Senate has just 
approved provides for a Federal lump sum benefit to the 
survivor or survivors of a public safety officer whose death 
was in line of duty. In order to assure security for their 
families, public safety officers will be able to purchase 
group life insurance or to join a local group life insurance 
plan already in existence, with the Federal Government 
paying one-third of the premium, leaving local 

- governments and the officers to pay the remaining two- 
thirds if they desire to come under the program. 

A third major point in the legislative package 
provides that if an officer is killed in line of duty, his 
dependents would be able to qualify for a higher education 
scholarship. 

The Senate's action is a sound and humanitarian step 
that will boost the morale of those who put their lives on 
the line to protect the public, and | feel that it will 
encourage more good men and women to engage in these 
honorable professions while meeting some of the public's 
responsibilities to provide for the dire financial needs of an 
officer's family left to fend for themselves on the death of

Sewer in Alabaster 
a political issue 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Alabaster’s sewer system is emerging 
as a campaign issue in the city election. 

S. R. Peacock, candidate for Mayor 
of Alabaster, issued a statement Tuesday 
morning questioning some of the figures 
in the financial report that the city 
published last week in the Shelby County 
Reporter. 

Peacock said, “The following figures 
were not verified plainly in the financial 
report which the City of Alabaster 
published in the newspaper, | wish this to 
be brought to the attention of the people 
of Alabaster. The corrected figures for 
which [ have positive proof are the 
following: 

‘Treatment plant and outfall line: 
Reference number WPC-ARC-ALA-197. 
The EPA had grants, one for 
$726,000 and another for $280,900 
which totaled $1,006,900. ARC was 
$92,810. Total of these grants was 
$1,099,710. This does not include the 
Siluria grant of $46,530. 

Peacock continued,*Sewer collection 
lines: Construction contract bid was 
$1,002,382.50. The financial report in 
the paper showed the bid at $1,099,428. 

‘Reference number on HUD grant: 
WS-ALA-122. The grant showed on the 
financial report as $140,000. The grant 
actually was for $140,723.28." 

Because this is the last newspaper 
before the election, the Reporter gave 
Mayor Harold Davenport, who is seeking 
re-election, an Opportunity to repiy. 

Davenport said, “There is no such 
thing as a Siluria grant. When Siluria 
merged with Alabaster, the money EPA 
had allotted to Siluria for sewers was 
consolidated with the money allotted to 
Alabaster. EPA is only going to pay 55 
percent of the total cost of the treatment 
plant and outfall lines anyway. The 
figures in the paper were the latest figures 
I've had from EPA . 

He added that EPA does not give

grants for collection lines. Collection 
funding must come from HUD, 
On the collection lines’ contract 


figure, Davenport told the Reporter that 
the figure of $1,099,428 included the cost 
of interest on $618,000 that the city had 
to borrow as a construction loan. 
Although the base bid was 
$1,002.382.50, the contract also allows 
for extra expense if contractors hit 
underground rock and have to tunnel

instead of bore under railroads, ete. 
Davenport said the figure in the 
newspaper included these things, based 
on the best estimates he could get from 
the engineers. 

On the $723 difference in the HUD 
grant, Davenport conceded that Peacock 
was right, and said, “We just rounded off 
the figure.” 

Davenport added, “We won't know 
for sure what everything costs until it is 
completed and final inspections are made. 
But these figures are the best estimates 
we have. The people ought to be tickled 
to death we have the cost down to $7,25 
per front foot.” 

When the collection lines are 
finished, the city can sell bonds. From 
the bond sale, the city will repay the 
$618,000 construction loan and then pay 
back the bonds from the assessments, 
Davenport said. 

H.A. “Doc” Rubin, who is running 
against both Peacock and Davenport for 
the office of mayor, had this to say about 
the controversy, “I am not privy to any 
of the information involved in the 
contracts. | cannot have an opinion.

may borrow up to $4 million

With donation of property for a 
school in Riverchase virtually assurred, 
the Shelby County Board of Education 
plans to act soon to secure funds for a 
middle school expected to be built on the 
40 acre site. 

To this end, board accountant 
Charles Hayes presented at a July 28 
meeting, figures which indicate the 
county board has a borrowing capacity of 
up to $4 million. 

Hayes presented debt repayment 
schedules showing how loans of both 
$1.5 million and $2 million would be 
repaid, based on assessed value of 
holdings in District 2. The district 
includes all of Shelby County except 
Vincent and contains holdings assessed at 
$140,263.000. 

The accountant had also compiled 
figures based on repayment using 3 mills 
of tax revenue as opposed to 4 mills. He 
recommended a debt repayment schedule 
based on 3 mills, since the county 
presently has this amount unpledged. 

Retirement of any such indebtedness 
incurred by the board would not involve 
a bond issue, board chairman Joe Dean 
explained, but would come from existing 
revenue sources. 

If board members decide to go this 
route, their first step would be to secure 
approval of the State Board of Education, 
Hayes said, pointing out that an 
immediate decision would have allowed 
the matter to be closed out about 
September 1. 

A middle school is considered 
necessary before the beginning of the 
1977-78 school term because of crowded 
conditions at Valley Elementary and 
Pelham High. 

In other matters brought before the 
board, nine persons from Chandalar 
South in Pelham, with Ronald Johnson as 
spokesman, requested that school buses 
turn into Chandalar to pick up and 
deliver students. 

Dean reiterated what Chandalar 
parents have been told in the past - that 
because board members consider leaving 
and re-entering that area of Highway 31 
hazardous, bus drivers have been told to 
pick up students at the entrance. This 
policy applies to other subdivisions and 
mobile home parks along the highway. 

Chandalar parents consider the 
present arrangement unsafe, Johnson 
responded, saying, “The only problems 
we have are our children getting 
splattered on Highway 31.” A Pelham 
High student suffered a permanent leg 
injury in a school bus accident, he added. 

Dean told the group that a

transportation advisor from the state 
board of education reviewed the situation 
and recommended that buses not leave 
and return to the four-lane highway. 

The parent group asked why buses 
pick up in nearby Cahaba Valley Estates, 
to which Dean replied that the practice of 
leaving the highway was not 
discontinued in areas where buses were 
already traveling into subdivisions. 

Four parents from various parts of 
the county asked that their children be 
allowed to attend schools in zones other 
than those where they live. Reasons for 
the requests were primarily disciplinary 
Situations and convenience. 

The board denied all four requests 
after member Bill Cosper voiced his 
contention that to permit exceptions to 
federally - ordered zone lines in any of 
these instances would open the door to 
further requests. The board has a policy 
forbidding a student’s attending an 
out-ol-zone school except in hardship 
cases.

that said his name was Emmett Handley.

Handley along with Robert L. Poe 
was convicted of first degree murder in 
the stabbing death of a 75 year old 
Clanton man. Handley was sentenced to 
life in prison plus four and a half years. 

He first escaped on September 20, 
1975 along with Poe, after the duo sawed 
the bars of their jail cell and lowered 
themselves to the ground with tied sheets.

| Egg business destroyed by fire

The dreams of a young Westover 
farmer went up in smoke early Tuesday 
morning, July 27, when his two newly 
remodeled chicken houses burned to the 
ground along with 4,600 chicks which 
had arrived the previous evening. 

The structures were not insured 
because some minor renovation work was 
still to be completed. 

Cecil Burney related that he spotted 
the flames around 2:30 a.m. but by the 
time firemen arrived the fire was out of 
control and the chicken houses and an 
egg house were a total loss. A storage 
shed containing all his tools and materials 
being used in the remodeling, was also 
completely destroyed, he said. 

However, Burney added. firemen 
were able to save his trailer, located near 
the chicken houses. Firemen poured 
water on the trailer, but the heat was so 
intense, he reported, that it melted the 
tail light on the mobile home. 

Having worked in the chicken houses 
until midnight, Burney related that he 
was unable to sleep and kept looking out 
the window to see that the newly arrived 
chicks were all right. It was during one of 
these inspections that he spotted the 
flames. Burney said he had no idea what 
caused the blaze. 

The young farmer and his wife, the 
former Lucretia Moore, had only been 


living at the location for the past three 
months, He related that relatives had 
helped him with the renovation which 
was nearly completed at the time of the 
fire. All of his savings had gone into the 
project, Burney said, and he had also 
taken out a $33,000 loan. 

In order to pay off the debt, Burney 
remarked that he would probably farm 
with his father until he could find another 
job. He noted that a number of friends in

A reader says: “I was using a mirror 
to check my throat because it felt sore. 
While my throat looked all right, I did 
notice some white patches on the roof of 
my mouth. Is that a cause for alarm?” 

ANSWERIline: White patches in any 
part of the mount or on the tongue might 
possibly be a warning signal. You should 
definitely bring this condition to the 
attention of a physician, or your dentist. 
Both are trained to recognize possible 
cancer. It probably is not cancer, but if it 
should be, the earlier the diagnosis, the 
better the outlook - that is as true for oral 
cancer as it is for all forms of this disease.

A teenage girl writes: “I smoke 
cigarettes and | think that most girls my 
age do, too. Am [ right about that?” 

ANSWERIline: No. The great 
majority of teenage girls do NOT smoke 
cigarettes. But, as a recent study done for 
the American Cancer Society by 
Yankelovich, Skelly & White, Inc., 
showed, many teenagers wrongly believe

that “everybody smokes.” The truth is 
that in this important study , teenagers 
who smoked totaled 27 percent of those 


interviewed, while non-smokers and 
former smokers accounted for 73 
percent.

A young woman asks: “If you have 
had cancer in one breast, could you ever 
get it in the other breast sometime?” 

ANSWERline: This is possible but 
not common. If a woman has had one 
breast cancer she will not automatically 
develop another. While women who have 
had cancer in one breast are at some risk 
of developing cancer in the other breast, 
only a small percentage ever do. The risk 
is somewhat higher for women who 
develop the primary breast cancer before 
the age of S50. What all this means in 
terms of the individual is that every 
woman who has had cancer in one breast 
must have the other breast examined on a 
schedule suggested by her physician. She 
Should also practice breast 
self-examination, a practice all women 
should follow on a monthly basis. BSE 
instructions are available free of charge 
from local ACS Units.

Fee hunting is getting more popular 
among both landowners and sportsmen. 

Hunters, according to fish and 
wildlife specialists, can find more land 
open for hunting and they don’t mind 
paying a small fee for an uncrowded area 
to hunt. 

From the landowners’ point of view, 
according to the experts, they are 
receiving some extra farm income with 
practically no extra expense or effort. 
Landowners also have more control over 
hunting than before. 
hunters can be limited and landowners 
know where and when people are 
hunting. 

A major concern of landowners has 
been the possibility of a law suit if a 
hunter is injured. To guard against this 
problem and protect property rights from 
accidental damage, landowners, according 
to the specialists, should have hunters 
sign a lease or permit allowing them to 
hunt. The permit should also include a 
release, exempting the landowner from 
any liability.

These public hunting areas, 
containing more than 600,000 acres, are 
managed by the Game and Fish Division’s 
Pittman-Robertson Section, and they 
offer excellent hunting opportunities to 
Alabama hunters.

In addition to the regular hunting 
license, a $3.15 management area license 
for hunting deer and turkey, along with a 
valid, free permit are the only 
requirements.

Fish kills are avoidable

District Conservationist 

During the hot, dry, months of July, 
August and September fishkills occur in 
many lakes and farm ponds. 

It is very discouraging and costly to 
lose hundreds of pounds of bass, bream 
and catfish overnight. However, if you 
spot the problem in time, you can 
prevent such a disaster from occuring. 

What causes fish kills? 

Hot, cloudy days with little-or no 
wind or rain to re-oxygenate the water. 

A build up of microscopic plants that 
decay in absence of sunlight and use up 
the oxygen that is in the water. 

Oxygen levels decrease so rapidly the 
fish actually suffocate. 

To prevent such kills: 

Do not overstock your Jake. 

Do not over fertilize and create 
excess amounts of plankton growth. 

Watch for sudden changes in water

Because of the upward turn in the 
economy in recent months, Sheiby 
County families find themselves in a more 
favorable financial position.

As a result, local families, bolstered 
by rising incomes, strong savings and a 
smaller than usual debt, have the 
wherewithal to launch a big buying surge. 

After taking care of the four basic 
items in their budgets — taxes, food, 
clothing and housing — some 28 percent 
of their isicome, on average, is available to 
them for other spending, 

This is based upon a study made by 
the Tax Foundation. It shows that taxes 
are the biggest item in most budgets.

women for trooper jobs 


“The Federal Court order that the 
Department of Public Safety hire female 
Troopers says that women will be allowed 
to take the State Merit Examination, be 
placed on the same lists as men, and be 
hired without preferential treatment,” 
said Colonel E. C. Dothard, Department 
Director. 

“After being hired, females will be 
assigned to the Alabama Police Academy 
along with their male counterparts for 15 
weeks of intensive law enforcement 
training. After this training, they will be 
assigned patrol duties,” Colonel Dothard 
said. 

The June 30 court order eliminated 
minimum hieght and weight standards for 


Alabama State Troopers, Other minimum 
standards still must be met. To qualify to 
be a State Trooper one must have a high 
school education or its equivalent, be in 
good health, pass a physical examination 
similar to that of the United States Army, 
be of good moral character, have a good 
driving record and be eligible to obtain an 
Alabama driver license, and pass a 
thorough background investigation. 
Persons who have been convicted of any 
crime it volving force, violence or moral 
turpitude cannot become State Troopers. 

“Application forms and brochures 
describing the duties and benefits of State 
Troopers are being distributed,” Colonel 
Dothard said.

Baptists budget 


for Montevallo 


The Executive Board of the Alabama 
Baptist State Convention has adopted a 
1977 budget goal that includes $125,000 
for the renovation and an addition to the 
Baptist Student Center at the University 
of Montevallo. 

The total budget goal for the 
Alabama Baptists is $1 3.300.000. 

The budget is subject to final 
approval by the Baptist State Convention 
when it meets in annual 
Birmingham in November. 

The major portion of the budget, 
$9 .300,000, is slated to go to the 
Cooperative Program, a unified budget 
plan that missionary, 
educational and benevolent causes of the 
Alabama Baptist Convention and 
nation-wide Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

The board also voted a missions 
challenge goal of $700,000, for a total 
Cooperative Program budget and 
challenge goal of $10,000,000. 

The remainder of the 1977 budget 
goal is to be received through $3,300,000 
in designated foreign 
home missions, and the 
Alabama Baptist Children's Home. 

Of the $9,300,000 Cooperative 
Program budget goal, 35.5 percent is 
slated for Southern Baptist Convention 
and 34.5 per cent for Alabama 
Baptist Convention and general 
denominational causes, 

Thirty per cent, or $2,790,000, of 
the proposed Cooperative Program 
budget is for Christian higher education

at the three colleges of the Alabama 
Baptist State Convention. 
The breakdown is: Samford 


University, $1,749,794; Mobile College, 
$672,595; and Judson College, $367,611. 

The board voted to recommend io 
the convention in November that it 
boroow $1,000,000 for construction and 
renovation of Baptist student centers on 
college campuses 

The funds would include $350,000 
for construction at the University of 
South Alabama: $250,000 for 
construction at Livingston University: 
$125,000 for renovation and an addition 
at the University of Alabama, Tuscaloosa: 
and $125,000 for renovation and an 
addition at the University of Montevallo. 

The board denied a request for 
$12,000 from Birmingham Baptist 
Medical Centers to be used as a 
supplement on an “on floor” chaplaincy 
program at the centers. 

In other action, the board voted to 
name a $1.5 million conference center 
under construction at Shocco Springs 
Baptist Assembly. Tal iega, the “George 
E. Bagley Conference Center.” in honor 
of the present executive secretary of the

One of the greatest joys in 
ufe which I can think of is 
sitting under a shade tree on 
a hot day and eating 
homemade ice cream! 

I'm talking about the kind 
made with an old fashioned 
handcrank freezer. 

Or, I'll confess that the 
kind made with these new- 
fangled electrified home ice 
cream freezers is mighty 
good, too. 

When I was a country boy 
growing up during the 
depression days of the 30's, 
we could always tell who 
was going to make ice 
cream on Saturday nights 
because these were the folks 
who could be seen heading 
toward home from town on 
Saturday afternoon with a 
block of ice tied to a back 
bumper of a Model A Ford 
with a piece of binder twine. 

The ice was crushed by 
putting it in a burlap sack 
and banging it with the side 
of a double-bit axe until it 
was fine enough to go into 
the freezer bucket. 

And by the time this was 
done, Mother had the rich 
mixture in the freezer can 
and we were set for another 
freezer-cranking session! 

Every expert in this field 
knows that the ideal 
procedure is to get the ice 
cream as hard as possible, 
then drain the water out of 
the freezer bucket, take out 
the paddle and seal the can, 
pack and salt the ice 
thoroughly, cover the 
freezer and let it set for at 


least an hour or so--during

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Calera studies contract 


Calera Town Council considered four 
bids on contract garbage service when it 
met Monday night. 

The bids ranged from $2,280 to 
$1.550 per month for collecting garbage 
from residences and businesses in Calera. 
The bids did not include the newly 
annexed sections of town, but these 
60-75 homes will be added, according to 
council agreement, 

Apparent low bidder was Mendler’s 
Garbage Service of Irondale. 

Council members said they will look 
into the possible cost advantages of 
having the city buy trucks and hire its 
own crews for garbage pickup. 

Councilman Bobby Phillips discussed 
the possibilities of connecting the homes 
in Dunwar to the sewer system. he also 
said he will soon have estimates on the 
cost of extending the sewer north of 
Highway 31. 

A fee of $500 for new customers to 
tap on to the sewers was decided upon. 
The city will allow persons to make a 
down payment of $50 and monthly 
payments of $25 for 18 months if they 
wish. 

Councilman Terry Snow said the city 
needs ten 15-mile speed limit signs and 
four 4-way stops signs. Council agreed to 
order theerr=

Dog laws not enforced

Alabaster and Pelham city officials 
have everything needed for maintaining 
dog control except for one vital 
ingredient -- someone to enforce their 
newly-enacted ordinances. 

Residents in both cities had, for a 
long time, been asking their officials to 
do something about stray and otherwise 
dogs. The stock reply to these requests, 
however, was that without an animal 
shelter to house dogs picked up, dog 
control regulations could not be 
enforced. 

In response to pressure from officials 
and others in several municipalities, the 
Shelby County Commission authorized 
construction of an animal shelter in 
Columbiana, It was completed in late 
Spring. 

The county subsequently refused to 
go into the dog catching business, but 
does accept dogs brought to the shelter 
from anywhere in the county. 

Pelham and Alabaster mayors and 
chiefs of police met and agreed to adopt 
similar dog ordinances and hire one 
person to enforce the codes in both cities. 

At first, it was believed that Helena 
would also join in the venture, but 
officials there apparently elected not to 
participate in the project.

What is the reason for 


voting day in November? 


by Mildred White Wallace 
Some of the local political pundits 
have asked why Election Day always is 
held in November? 


Some months ago we read 
somewhere - | believe in the National 
Geographic - that Alexander Duncan, a 


Whig representative from Ohio, who 
wrote the presidential election day law in 
1845 - had this -- in substance to say as 
the reason: “Harvesting is over then, and 


winter has not yeat made the roads 
impassable.” 
However, until the year 1872, 


historic records show, each state fixed its 
own day 
often it was not the same as presidential 
election day. Between 1845 and 1872 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana voted in 
October for representatives. Even today, 
Maine, by special exception and because 
of an early winter, votes in September fos 


for voting for Congress and 


all offices except presidential electors. 

Voting as a citizen’s privilege dates 
back to the ancient Greek city-states. 
Some public officials were elected “viva 
voce” -- by voice vote - though more 
were chosen by lot. 

Romans voted on waxed wooden 
slabs, and later by white and black balls. 
The word “ballot” itself is derived from 
the Italian “‘ballotta” meaning ~ of 
course, “little ball.” 

Following Engish custom, the 
American colonists voted aloud, although 
as early as 1634 Massachuetts was using a 
paper ballot. The voter was required to 


bring his own pencil and piece of paper.

City Council Place Number One in 
Alabaster is still undecided. Jack 
Zuiderhoek and Ellis Baker are the 
candidates for this office. 

In. Calera,...a,.potential three-way 
runoff for Place Five on the City Council 
apparently will fail to materialize. In the 
official tabulation of yotes cast last week, 
Terry G. Snow received 334 votes and 
John L, Watts and Joe Middlebrooks each 
received 171 votes. The Reporter learned 
Tuesday morning, however, that 
Middlebrooks is reportedly planning to 
withdraw from the race, 

In the event Middlebrooks does 
formally withdraw, it will be runoff 
between Snow and Waits.

Council are still undecided. For Place

Bills to expand

Another bill, providing for an 
expense allowance for the District 
Attorney, was passed last week. 

The Sheriff's Department expansion 
bill, introduced by Representative Jabbo 
Waggoner, had been seriously questioned 
by members of the County Commission. 
Commission members estimated the cost 
to the county would be approximately 
$110,000 per year in salaries and fringe 
benefits.

Alabaster blacks 
lay it on the line 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The Suburban League of Alabaster 
wants the city divided into voting 
districts, This is the only way the blacks 
can have fair representation in the city 
government, they say. 

And they have a powerful lever to 
bring it about...the United States Justice 
Department. 

The League made it clear Monday 
night that they would not hesitite tS tise 
that lever to throw out the results of the 
recent city election, unless the new 
council sets up a district plan 

League officers asked all the persons 
who will serve on the new council to state 
their feeling on districting. The Monday 
meeting was held at Tolbert’s cafe, and 
was an informal gathering. 

Mrs, Charlotte Burke, Gene Glasgow 
and Wayne Lucas, who will be on the new 
council, all said they would favor a 
district plan. Jack Zuiderhoek and Ellis 
Baker, who are in a runoff for council 
place one, also said that they would vote 
for a district plan. if elected. 

Mrs. Mayo Taylor, a black woman 
who was elected by a large majority, was 
the only incoming council member who 
did not attend the meeting, saying she 
had other plans. 

The League officers told the council 
members they would have pushed for a 
district plan even if their candidate, Rev. 
Jimmie Underwood, had been elected. 

They feel that the basic structure 


needs to be changed in Alabaster so that 
blacks can have a chance of electing at 
least One person they want to the council. 
In districting. each ward or district would 
elect one member to the city council. 

“It’s not just for now. It’s for the 
future,” one of the members said. 

The League wants the plan to be on 
the books within a year. They want to see 
the initial steps taken as saon as the new 


counetotakesofficemand the new council 


members individually promised to do it. 

League president Robert Tolbert said 
that if there was a delay in setting up the 
districts, the League would ask the 
Justice Department to overturn this 
entire election. 

The Justice Department already has 
Alabaster under scrutiny for six 
annexations that Justice says are not 
legal. People who live in these annexed 
areas voted in the last election and this 
could be a legal cause for declaring the 
election void. 

The Suburban League brought the 
entire matter to the Justice Department 
last winter, claiming the annexations had 
diluted the voting strength of the blacks. 

Suburban League members are 
clearly out of patience with promises and 
token gestures from the white 
community in Alabaster and want to see 
results this time. 

But the League agreed not to push 
if the council gets a district or ward plan 
started at once. 


Land N freight derails 


Thirty cars of a north-bound 
Louisville and Nashville freight train 
derailed early Sunday morning, some 
three miles south of Calera. 

The accident occurred in the 
Minooka community at about 5 a.m, 

The cars that lett the track were near 
the middle of the 135 car train. Grain was 
loaded in 11 of the cars, and 19 were 
empty. 

A railroad spokesman stated the train 
was bound for Birmingham from 
Montgomery. It was traveling at about 25 
miles per hour when the derailment 
occurred, he said.

The tracks are adjacent to Hwy 31 
and the line is the main line between 
Montgomery and Birmingham. 

Cause of the accident has not been 
determined. Many residents of Minooka 
thought the sound of the cars leaving the 
tracks was the beginning of a tornado. 
Several families got in their cars and left 
the area. It was several minutes before 
some realized the sound was caused by 
the freight cars and not by high winds. 

When asked if there were any 
injuries, L and N representative G. H. 
Moore told the Reporter that no one was 
hurt, “But the wreck hurt my feelings.”

Here are some facts you should know 
about tag sales for 1977, 

Cards from the county computer 
department will be mailed to motorists 
around the 15th of September. These 
cards will advise the motorist of the 
amount of the taxes, cost of the tag. and 
cost of handling charge for those who 
wish to purchase tags through the mail. 
These cards have heretofore been mailed 
out Sept. Ist. There have been many 
changes of addresses in Shelby County 
and the delay in mailing will be caused by 


an extensive effort to get correct 
addresses for the mail-out cards! 
The State Dept. of Revenue has 


provided a procedure for the purchase of 
tags from that Dept. that will display the 
ham radio station call letters or the CB 
call letters for those who wish this kind 
of tag. Radio operators who wish the 
special tag should write and send a 
request for application for the tag to 
State Dept. of Revenue, Motor Vehicle 
Division, P. O. Box 104, Montgomery, 
Alabama 36100. The Dept. of Revenue in 
response to the request will mail full 
instructions. The special tag will cost an 
additional $3.00. It can be purchased 
only after the regular standard license tag 
has been purchased by the motorist. For 
those who have not previously had the 
call letter type tag, a photostatic copy of 
the citizen band license will be required. 
The State Dept. of Revenue will notify 
the tag purchaser when the special tag is 
ready for delivery. The tag purchases 
must then forward the regular license 
plate together with a copy of the tag 
with a $3.00 money 


receipt together 
order, cash, or certified check. Personal 
checks will not be accepted. This means 
the motorist will be without the regular

required to mail the old license plate to 
Montgomery and receive the special call 
letter license plate in return.

on September 14. 

The council also declared those 
candidates who had no opposition, 
officially elected. They are Mayor Ralph 
W. Sears: Place 2, J.A. Brown; Place 3, 
J.D. Holsomback: Place 4, Grady Parker. 

In other action at Wednesday night's 
meeting, Councilman Parker, chairman of 
the city police and fire committee, said 
that Strickland Chevrolet was low bidder 
on a new police car, but the Columbiana 
firm would not be able to deliver the car 
for an undetermined length of time. The 
city awarded the contract to the next low 
bidder, Long -Lewis Ford.

to an abrupt stop in a kudzu patch. 

Councilman Holsomback, chairman 
of the committee on parks and 
recreation, reported that work is 
progressing on improving one of the 
baseball diamonds in Orr Park. 
Holsomback indicated that light poles 
and lights would soon be installed. He 
also reported that the county highway 
department and the University of 
Montevallo are helping in the work, 

Holsomback also indicated that the 
Park and Recreation Board is holding 
frequent meetings, planning for a 
celebration on Labor Day in Orr Park, 

The council discussed a funding 
request from the Jefferson County Civil 
Defense Unit, to help defray costs of 
operating the “911 Emergency’ program. 
Action was deferred to allow the mayor 
and clerk time to discuss the program 
with Shelby County Civil Defense 
officials. 

In othe business, members requested 
city clerk Kenneth Bailey to re-institute 
the ‘purchase order’ system of buying 
equipment and supplies for the city. 

In a final action, the council voted to 
accept a new schedule of gas rates for 
domestic customers, as compiled by 
Control, Inc., the engineering firm 
employed by the city to advise the city 
on both gas and water matters. 

The new rate represents an increase 
of approximately 20 %. The increase is 
made necessary by an approximate 20 % 
increase in the cost of gas supplied to the 
city by Southern Natural Gas Co.

Here are some facts you should know 
about tag sales for 1977. 

Cards from the county computer 
department will be mailed to motorists 
around the 15th of September. These 
cards will advise the motorist of the 
amount of the taxes, cost of the tag, and 
cost of handling charge for those who 
wish to purchase tags through the muil. 
These cards have heretofore been mailed 
out Sept. Ist. There have been many 
changes of addresses in Shelby County 
and the delay in mailing will be caused by 
an extensive effort to get correct 
addresses for the mail-out cards! 

The State Dept. of Revenue has 
provided a procedure for the purchase of 
tags from that Dept. that will display the 
ham radio station call letters or the CB 
call letters for those who wish this kind 
of tag. Radio operators who wish the 
special tag should write and send a 
request for application for the tag to 
State Dept. of Revenue, Motor Vehicle 
Division, P. O. Box 104, Montgomery, 
Alabama 36100. The Dept. of Revenue in 
response to the request will mail full 
instructions. The special tag will cost an 
additional $3.00. It can be purchased 
only after the regular standard license tag 
has been purchased by the motorist. For 
those who have not previously had the 
call letter type tag, a photostatic copy of 
the citizen band license will be required. 
The State Dept, of Revenue will notify 
the tag purchaser when the special tag is 
ready for delivery. The tag purchaser 
must then forward the regular license 
plate together with a copy of the tag 
receipt together with a $3.00 money 
order, cash, or certified check. Personal 
checks will not be accepted. This means 
the motorist will be without the regular 
plate the period of time 
required to mail the old license plate to 
Montgomery and receive the special call 
letter license plate in return 

The letter from the Dept. of 
Revenue. together with a copy of the tag 
receipt, will be sufficient evidence that 
the the motorist has been 
licensed as required by law. 

The 1977 tags will be used for a 
period of 5 years. During 1978, 1979, 
1980 and 1981. The annual renewal of 
the license plate will be evidenced by a 
plastic decal to be placed on the 1977

Who is Evie Lou Harrison?

medication, completes a lengthy 
questionnaire to keep an up-to-day 
medical history. On occasions | have 
called and the RN came other than her 
regular visits. . 

A Nurses Aide visits 2 
every week — bathes the patient, changes 
bed linens and shampoos her hair. 

1 feel sure there are many other 
people in Shelby County who need these 
“home services” but do not know they're 
available. 

Since Mamma is bedfast. | dont 
know how | could possibly take care of 
her without the wonderful help of the 
nurses and aides of the Public Health 
Dept. 

A schedule is set-up for the day and 
time of their visits. During the past two 
years each one has been very dependable- 
-prompt. efficient in their work. They are 
warm. friendly and sympathetic toward 
the patient and I feel sure each one gives 
far more than what “duty™ calls for. 

Not only do they help the physical 
well-being, but their loving-tender care, 
personal attentiveness, and pleasant 
attitude gives Mamma a cheerful up-lift 
and brightens my day.

small team. The average weight on the 
squad will be around 150 Ibs. 

Pelham plans to run a split backfield 
this season. Trying out for the 
quarterback slot in the formation are 
Junior Tony Carter and Sophomores 
Buddy Hughens and Mike Watkins. As 
with all the positions at Pelham, the 
quarterback slot is inexperienced, At the 
present time Carter wouid get the 
go-ahead at the spot according to Coach 
Watts. “He’s looked good at times with 
his passing. Also, our quarterback will 
have to run the ball,” He added. 

Eric Benson, a 145lb. junior, leads 
the Panther running backs. Benson is the 
only returning back from last year’s 
junior team. 

His performance in the ‘76 season 
will determine a great deal of how the 
year turns out, according to the coaching 
staff. Other running backs are Tyrone 
Williams, John Pierce and E. J. Mariono. 
They are first year boys and are expected 
to pick up valuable experience as time 
goes on. 

The Panthers offensive line consists 
of Tim Ryan, Curtis Booth, Scott Fowler, 
Jeff Blackwell, Tommy Brooker and 
Mark Bock. They weigh in at 170, 185, 
140, 145, 170, and 145lbs respectively. 

Pelham’s receivers will be Robbie 
Hayes, Mitch Bowden, Brian Brasher, and 
Ronnie Ryan. All, according to Watts 
have average speed. 

On defense the Panthers will move 
the players around until they find a home. 
The defensive line will, probably consist 
of Barry Rich, Nicky Kirby, Charlie 
Jones, Mike Parrish and Mike Price. 

Working at linebacker are Pierce, 
Booth, Blackwell and Tommy Wash. 

In the secondary, Benson, Watkins, 
Brashier and Carter. 

Pelham’s kicking game is good at 


times, says Watts but it is too inconsistent. 


Mitch Bowden and Curtis Booth are 
Pelham’s two kickers. 

“It’s a challenge to enter into varsity 
play. We’re excited but we're facing a 
tough task. We’re real green. We're going 
to do the best we can but we’re not in the 
same league with Shelby County and 
folks like that. We’ve got to start 
sometime though, We hope to be half 
way competitive. If we can make them 
(Team Members) better men, that’s what 
we want. We’ve set goals for our team but 
at the same time we have to be realistic. 
Our situation is one that is trying but we 
must have patience. It will take a lot of 
hard work,” Watts commented. 


Pelham has been holding a week long 
camp this week and will cap it with a trip 
to Six Flags Over Georgia. Watts sees the 
camp as a building block in bringing 
about team morale and fellowship,

Hornets have now joined the 2A ranks.” 
This usually calls for bigger folks. 

Head Coach Richard Conkle pointed 
out that if his team posesses a strong 
point it would probably be in the 
quarterback and guard positions. 

Joey Steele, a 155 Ib. junior, returns 
as the Hornet signal caller. Steele is a 
versatile quarterback and poses a double 
threat to opposing defenses with his 
running and passing abilities. Conkle

remarked “Joey could be a good passer if 
he had someone to catch it.” He’s my 
best back, I guess.’’ Sophomore George 
Shaw backs up Steele at the Quarterback 
slot. 

The Hornet backfield is led by 
fullback Stacey Osborne, halfbacks David 
Brasher and Chris Johnson. Brasher tips 
the scales at 140lbs. and is the fastest of 
the Chelsea runners with 5.1 second 
timing in the forty yard dash. Johnson 
sprints a 5.3 and Osborne a 5.4. 
Osborne will, in all probability, be the 
lightest fullback in the county at 117 Ibs. 
Despite his lack of weight Coach Conkle 
complemented his fullback by saying “If 
I had fifteen like him we'd win the state 
championship.” 

Back field men Steve Shaw, Ralph 
Shaw, Kevin Brasher and Norman 
Poe round out the Hornet backfield. 

In the receiving department Tight 
End Tim Jones shows potential in his first 
year of varsity football at 6.2”, and 180 
Ibs. Dennis Walton and George Gulledge 
are also receivers for the Hornets. 

On the offensive line at the tackle 
positions, 200 Ib. Floyd Rowell, and 185 
lb. Roscoe Parker are probable starters. 
Jerry Hinson holds down the center 
position at 200 Ibs. “We have some fine 
guards in Ronald Kelly and James 
Moore.” Conkle stated. Both Kelly and 
Moore are 155 pounders. 

Mark Isbell does the kicking for 
Chelsea. 

“Our main weakness will probably be 
on defense, particularly in the 
secondary.” Conkle said. 

Even though Conkle cites the defense 
as weakness, he points out that the front 
linesman should not be overlooked. “We 
should be stout on the front. 

Chelsea plans to run the same 
personnel on the defensive line as the 
offensive which puts familiar names in 
the positions. James Moore, Gulledge and 
Randy Hodgens are trying out the nose 
guard slot. Dennis Walton will most likely 
play at the defensive end position. Parker 
and Hinson are trying out the tackle slots 
with Parker also working at end. 

Rowell, Hinson and Johnson seem to 
be the likely linebackers. Hinson will also 
work at the halfback spot along with 
Brasher and Poe. Kelly is also being 
considered as a defensive back. 

Conkle said his Hornets will most 
likely throw a 5-3, 4-4 or a 5-2 invert 
with a five man front, at their opponents. 

The 1976 season is a question mark 
for the hornets.

UM’s Dr. Collins calls for more physical activity 


After considering the results of the 
Montreal Olympics, Dr. Miriam Collins, a 
member of the University of Montevallo 
faculty who is an officer of the nation’s 
largest sports organization has concluded 
that the American system of physical 
activity needs to be extended rather than 
drastically changed. 

“Our system works and works well,” 
says Dr. Collins, president-elect of the 
Southern District of the American 
Alliance for Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation (AAHPER). “But we 
need more participation.” 

Dr. Collins, a physical education 
professor at the University of Montevallo, 
represents 10,000 American Alliance 
members from 13 Southern states. With 
its national membership of more than 
50.000 coaches, officials, trainers, 
teachers, and athletic directors, the 
alliance has the largest individual 


membership of any U. §. sports 
association and is involved in the U. S. 
Olympic etfort. 

“Russia, East Germany, Japan and 
Canada are four countries that are now 
actively encouraging research into athletic 
performance,” says Dr. Collins. “In our 
own country university graduate 
programs are the only vehicles for this 
kind of research, and we have urged the 
president’s council to make more money 
available.” 

However, Dr. Collins is quick to 
point out that the American Alliance is a 
group equally concerned with 
competitive sport for the talented athlete 
and the well being of the sports novice. 
“Basic to the emergence of the world 
class athlete is a sound P. E. program at 
the elementary school level,’ she says.

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determining athletic success, Dr. Collins 
maintains that many people do not enjoy 
sports because they have never been 
taught basic skills. 

“Anyone who teaches college P.E. 
sometimes sees students who can’t make 
a simple throw,” she says. “They’ve never 
been told that along with the arm and 
shoulder, a strong throw involves hip 
movement. What happened, usually, is 
that the youngster wasn’t immediately 
successful and became discouraged.” 

“Sanity in sport is what’s needed,” 
she says. “While it isn’t necessarily 
important to throw a ball or perform at 
olympian levels, exercise is important in a 
technological world where people seldom 
run or even walk, and diets are often 
poor. Even the playing habits of kids are 
vastly different than they were a 
generation ago.” 

Dr. Collins believes that children who 
are started early and taught properly find 
sport more fun and perform at a higher 
competitive level. “Yet the average first 
grader is taught physical education by the 
regular first grade teacher whose 
certification probably required that he 
take only a course or two, maybe 
swimming or golf, for himself. How will 
that help your child?” 

Educators are becoming aware of this 
problem, according to Dr. Collins, just 
when research is showing some connection 
between activities like running, jumping 
and reading. “The child who has a 
problem tracking a badminton birdie will 
often have trouble tracking a line of 
letters,”’ she says. 

“Children must learn while they’re 
young to enjoy physical activity and care 
for their own health, or they never get to 
realize their potential. There is a strong 
link between physical education, health 
and learning. The health that is being 
taught is by P. E. people, but when 
money gets tight P.E. is usually the first 
budget cut suggested.” 

Dr. Collins says the alliance is now 
putting together Future Directions, a 
20-year plan for American sports. She 
suggests that any program provide P.E. 
classes taught by qualified individuals 
from kindergarten through college; 


instruction in personal and community * 


health; improved conditions for athletic 
competition at all levels; research into 
subjects such as performance potential. 


skill acquisition, and the psychology of §

®Hot Water Heater—Reducing your hot water heater 
from 140 to 120 degrees will save you from $5 to $45 a year, 
depending on the type and cost of your fuel. 

© Caulking and Weatherstripping—This inexpensive rem- 
edy —when installed around doors and windows—can reduce 
home energy bills by 10 percent. 

© Insulation—Adding 6” of fiberglass or equivalent insu- 
lation to an attic which has none, can save up to 20 percent 
of your heating and cooling costs. 

These savings are general estimates. Precise savings will 
depend upon severity of temperature, energy costs in various 
regions of the country, types of fuel used, and how “‘energy- 


efficient’ your home may be.

PO needs new addresses 


Come rain, snow or whatever, the U. 
S. Mail goes through. But it goes faster 
when properly addressed. 

For an update on expanded mail 
service from the Pelham Post Office, 
which has required that residents in the 
area change their addresses, Postmaster 
Jim McGown, said that while service 
continues to go smoothly, “Many people 
have not changed their addresses and that 
causes a delay in getting their mail to 
them.” 

This is especially true in Wooddale 
and Indian Hills, he reported. Although a 
relatively small number of homes in the 
adjoining subdivision lie within the 
Pelham City limits the address changes 


“apply to all of them. 


Unitl this went into effect, mail for 
the two developments was delivered from 
the Bluff Park Post Office. 

McGown said he has been going to 
Bluff Park each day to pick up mail, but 
as of this week it will be routinely 
forwarded, delaying its delivery by a day. 

Besides residents in Pelham and in 
the Indian Hills-Wooddale area, persons 
living in Fungo Hollow are also involved 
in the change, the postmaster said. 

So far three persons, two carriers and 
a postal clerk have been added to help 


with the increased volume of mail, 
McGown related. More are needed, he 
said, adding that substitute carriers and 
someone to handle an auxiliary route will 
be employed. Starti pay is from $5.92 to 
$7.21 an hour.

The afghans are not only attractive, 
Mrs. Holcombe pointed out, but practical 
as well since the monk's cloth is a cotton 
fabric and the yarn is acrylic, making 
them easily washable. 

“We were first introducted to this 
tvoe of afghan,” Miss Cotney reported, 
“by Mary Largin, who learned the 
technique in a Home Demonstration Club 
when she lived in Tennessee.” 

“It’s an activity that doesn’t require 
a lot of concentration,” Mrs. Largin 
noted, “and it doesn’t take a great deal of 
time to complete one.” By working on 
one in whatever time she could spare each 
day, Mrs. Largin said she had made one 
afghan in a month. 

The technique also lends itself to 
creating other items as well,according to 
Mrs. Largin. She noted that pocketbooks 
and pillows could also be made using the 
monk’s cloth and the Swedish weaving 
method. 

Miss Cotney said that another 
workshop would be held Thursday, 
August 26 to check the homemakers’ 
progress on their afghans and to help with 
any problems. 


On the basis of figures gathered from 
colleges in all parts of the country, the 
new schedules add from 6 to 8 percent to 
most 1975 rates.

Plans for a one-year study of Shelby 
ounty’s volunteer fire departments by 
the Birmingham Regional Planning 
ommission (BRPC) were unveiled at a 
londay night meeting in Pelham city 
hall, but at least one fire chief does not 
see any need for such a study. 

BRPC senior planner, Miki Sepsas, 
utlined for representatives of four 
unicipalities what the study will involve 
and what it is expected to accomplish. 
{The main purpose, Sepsas said, is to show

A request from Lt. James Edwards to 
removed jailer Richard Carter trom the 
payroll was read to the Commission.

The governing body also approved a 
request from Circuit Clerk Kyle Lansford 
for two new employees to meet 
requirements for the new judicial system. 
He said Inferior Court Judge Curt Payne 
will stay on as a magistrate when his 
judgeship is phased out. He will issue 
warrants and take pleas in minor 
misdemeanors.

Commission 
upset by 
legislative 
delegation

“Where was Moore? He said he'd talk 
to us and have a public hearing on any 
local legislation.” 

County Commissioner Hoyt Blalock 
felt that Representative Sonny Moore 
broke his gentleman’s agreement with the 
Commission when he went along with 
J.T. “Jabo” Waggoner’s bill to increase 
the number of deputies in the sheriff's 
department. 

Blalock raised the question at the 
Commission meeting Monday. The 
Commission had earlier asked the three 
Shelby County representatives and two 
senators not to pass the proposal because 
of its cost. The Commission said this 
could mean that other county employees 
may be denied a pay raise during the 
coming year. It also maintained that 
sheriff Red Walker could use constables 
and state investigators for much of the 
work, and this would give deputies time 
for other duties. 

Sonny Moore is the only member of 
thelegislative deletation who lives in 
Shelby County and it has been customary 
for him to introduce all local legislation. 

But this bill was introduced by 
Waggoner, and it passed on the last 
legislative day. It was not advertised until 
after Moore had called a public meeting 
on other proposed legislation. 

The Commission did not have a copy 
of the exact bill Monday, and this added 
more smoke to the fire. Since all the 
money to pay for new deputies must 
come from the county general fund, the 
Commissioners all expressed displeasure 
at the way the matter was handled. 

The bill as advertised would have 
added five new deputies and would make 
the county responsible for two others if 
LEPA dropped its funding, for a total of 
seven. 

J.T. ‘*Jabo” Waggoner told the 
Reporter by telephone that the bill as 
passed added four deputies to the county 
payroll. He said that LEPA funding is 
assured for the other two, so they are not 
an issue. 

Waggoner defended the bill by saying, 
“We couldn't see how nine men could 
patrol the county on all three shifts. So 
we increased it by four. The additional 
deputies are for patrolling each of the 
four districts.” Increased patrolling has 
been an issue in northwest Shelby 
County, which Waggoner represents. 

He said he was sponsor of the bill, 
and Sonny Moore and Curtis Smith were 
cosponsors. The action was unanimous, 
he said, with Senators Obie Littleton and 
Eddie Gilmore consenting. 

“This isn't the first time the 
legislature passed a law that affected a 
county. In Jefferson County they do it all 
the time,” Waggoner said. 

The Reporter asked Waggoner if the 
legislators considered how the county 
could pay for the additional deputies, He 
said, “No, revenue was not an issue. We 
didn’t see how the sheriff could get these 
deputies any other way.” 

Commissioners have long said the 
sheriff could deploy his men better. 
There are 23 now on the payroll and they 
think he could change duties so that more 
than nine are used to patrol. 

According to county approximate 
figures, adding four deputies would cost 
$42,224 in pay, with $18,156 in fringe 
benefits for a total of $60,380. Four 
patrol cars at $9,000 would raise the total 
cost to $96,380. If LEPA funding is 
dropped for the other two men, the 
county would be obligated for another 
$23,296.

The use of deputies as political 
agents was also mentioned in the Shelby 
County Commission meeting Monday, 
when discussion centered on the new law 
adding four deputies to the sheriff's 
department, 

Chairman Conrad Fowler said, “I 


would hope these same legislators (who 
passed the legislation) would see fit to 
put the deputies under the county merit 
system. In a way they're just adding more 
political agents. 

‘There's a genuine need fo: 
professionalism in law enforcement. A 
deputy shouldn't. be fired if he doesn’t 
engage in political activity for the sheriff. 
The sheriff's department personnel 
should be protected against taking part in 
politics, just as members of the county 
highway department are.” 


Fowler said that Sonny Moore 
opposed such legislation in the 1975 
legislature. 


The Reporter asked Representative 
J.T. “Jabo” Waggoner his opinion on it. 
He said there was no such bill under 
consideration this year, but the 
delegation might consider it later. 


Western Electric on strike

The wearing of tennis shoes by a 
Western Electric employee Monday, and 
his subsequent dismissal for the day, 
sparked a strike against the company by 
members of the Communications Workers 
of America (CWA) Local 10995, 

The company had reportedly 
tightened up on a_ policy requiring 
production employees to wear safety 
glasses and special shves on the job. Some 
of the strikers said Monday that they 
don't object as much to the enforcement 
of the regulation as they do to the fact 
that company officials did not give them 
ample time to buy the type of shoes 
required. 

An attempt to get both sides of the 
issue found the strikers ready to talk 
freely and management personnel silent 
on the subject. 

“We were told Friday to wear safety 
shoes to work today,” a spokesman for 
the local union related. “One of our 
fellows came in this morning in tennis 
shoes and they sent him home, causing 
him to lose a day's pay.” 

“We can't find anything in ‘our 
contract that says we have to wear safety 
shoes,”’ ventured another striker. 


According to the spokesman. 
employees affected by the safety policy's 
enforcement had asked for a week's 
extension so a pay period would 
intervene before they would have to have 
the shoes, but company officials would 
not grant their request. 

The workers’ contract states that the 
company will provide protective 
equipment, he said, adding that Western 
Electric does furnish production 
employees with safety glasses. 

At onepoint, strikers blocked the 
entrance to the plant with their cars. but 
the vehicles were moved upon the arrival 
of Deputy Sheriff Louie Cosby, who had 
been called to the scene. 

Saying that 20 strikers had joined the 
group Monday, the local union 
spokesman predicted there would be 
more on Tuesday. However, only four 
pickets were observed ut the plant 
entrance early Tuesday afternoon.

$25,456. In 1972-73 the figure went up 
to $33,900, and the number of deputies 
went up to 14. But in 1973-74 the 
income figure dropped to $29,694. Last 
year tines were budgeted at $30,699 with 
a staff of 18 deputies and five others. 

Time did not allow looking further 
back in the records, but Commission 
Clerk Mary Niven said that as best she 
could recall, fines during the 1960's were 
bringing in somewhere between $30,000 
and $35,000 a year. 

In 1969-70 the budget for running 
the sheriff's department was $128.700. 
By the year 1973-74 the budgeted costs 
had gone up to $345,825, not including 
LEPA expenditures.

The criminal division of the Circuit 
Court came to an end last week, I had 
been out of town and did not know the 
cases had been tried and the verdicts 
rendered - - that another chapter in the 
Shelby County Circuit Court had been 
written. We climbed the winding stairway 
leading to the auditorium. The courtroom 
was empty. Some years had passed since 
| had been in the courtroom but for 
years-gone-by there came many memories 
of the cases | had covered carrying state- 
wide interest for the Birmingham News 
during the years Judge Wallace was on the 
bench. 

The last time we had reported a 
court procedure involving criminal cases 
and the closing of a criminal week of 
court made a lasting impression on me. I 
vividly recalled the finale of this 
particular week involving many people. It 
marked the end of 18 years service for 
Judge in the judicial branch of the law. 

The scene that came flashing back 
through my mind, as | stood there - 
occurred in this same courtroom. | 
remembered the long row of prisoners -- 
the expression on their faces -- as they 
silently filed in front of the Judge’s stand 
to receive their sentences. | recalled the 
talk the Judge gave to each individual. He 
later told me that he never sentenced a 
man without first placing “the Key of 
Hope” in his hand. 

| wondered then and I still wonder -- 
What do the years of confinement do to 
these individuals? -- How will their lives 
react in the future following their 
payment to society of their legal debt? 
Will bitterness permeate their beings or 
will renewal of courage be born again 
sufficient to furnish an inspiration to 
come forth and face life ~ a better 
citizen? 

The guards on this memory-laden 
occasion stepped forward. The gavel 
sounded and the Judge declared another 
term of the Shelby County Circuit Court 
had ended and 50 cases had been 
removed from the docket. 

On our journey homeward, we both 
spoke of how grateful everyone should be 
for the happiness and security we had; 
but above all else were we most conscious 
of our gratitude for F-R-E-E-D-O-M ! 

* * * * 

This same courtroom is quiet this 
week following the end of another 
criminal week of the Circuit Court -- but 
preparations for the pre-trial of cases on 
the General Docket are going forward. 

The General Docket is a volyminous 
one - It contains 34 pages of cases 
awaiting trial. This docket will be 
sounded next Tuesday Aug. 31. The 
pre-trial of cases set will begin Sept. 14 
and continue through Sept. 16. Judge 
James Sharbutt will preside. 


For those who have wondered why 
the courthouse clock does not reflect the 
correct time of day, the information is 
that lightning struck close to the 
courthouse and a surge of electricity 
damaged the mechanisms that control the 
clocks. The county has a contract for 
maintenance of the clocks with a firm in 
Columbus, Georgia. This firm has been 
requested to repair the damage so that 
information from the courthouse dome 
will be accurate in so far as the time of 
day goes. 


* * x * 

If new residents of Shelby County 
will send their name, address and 
motorvehicle description to the Probate 
Office, indicating whether they live in or 
out of city limits, they will receive a 
computer card: in the mail-out on 
September 15. This will enable them to 
purchase tags through the mail. The same 
procedure may be followed by those who 
have vehicles with tags other than a 
Shelby County tag. The Probate office 
promotes “business by mail.”* Tags, driver 
licenses, hunting and fishing licenses, 
business licenses, and boat licenses may 
all be purchased by mail during 
September and October.

Reader discusses dilemma 
of county garbage pick-up 


Letter to Editor: 

As you no doubt have read, a 
meeting was held on Tuesday evening, 
August 17, concerning the County Wide 
Garbage pick-up service. It is not my aim 
here to report the various suggestions 
made at such meeting but rather to 
present some thoughts on the subject. 

First, I do not believe anyone should 
have forced unto them a service which 
they do not need or do not want. I do 
believe people should be required to 
dispose of waste material in a responsible 
manner because otherwise they are 
intruding on the rights of others. 1 do 
believe there should be a substantial fine 
for littering. say « requirement that one 
so convicted should pick up the litter for 
a mile on the road where such littering 
took place or that they clean up the litter 
on any private property where they 
dumped without permission, or in lieu of 
doing the work they pay a fine 
substantial enough to take care of getting 
the job done. 

Personally, | believe the garbage 
pick-up service is needed. | was a 
subscriber to such a service before the 
county-wide franchises were granted, and 
am a subscriber now. If every 
householder subscribed, chances are we 
could get the service at a lower price. 

Now as to the Franchise Holders, | 
believe they made a mistake in not trying 
io solve their ewn problems without 
calling on government. They should be 
selling their services just like other 
businesses have to sell theirs. 

If the taxpayers are required to 
subsidize this business, the franchises 
should be eliminated and the county 
should handle it on a strictly controlled 
cost basis. Now I favor private enterprise 
but not on a “subsidized basis”. If the 
enterprise cannot exist profitably on it’s 
own, it should fall by the wayside. 

One of the problems we all complain 
about is “Big Government”. But this

New installment credit 
regulation confusing 


The Governor’s Office of Consumer 
Protection reports that complaints and 
statements from Alabama consumers 
reveal that serious misconceptions about 
consumer rights have developed since the 
Federal Trade Commission’s new 
holder-in-due-course regulation went into 
effect May 14. Many Alabama consumers 
mistakenly believe that they can stop 
making payments on any merchandise 
purchased on installment credit if they 
later become dissatisfied with theproduct. 
The confusion apparently stems from the 
fact that the rule itself is unclear in some 
areas and that several news reports on the 
rule have misstated its provisions. 

Since the rule went into effect the 
Governor’s Office of Consumer 
Protection hus received many calls from 
people saying that they are no longer 
pleased with a product and that they 
intend to stop making payments. The 
regulation was not meant to be used in 
this manner and several suppliers have 
said that they are prepared to file suit 
against consumers who arbitarily 
withhold payment for goods or services. 

Consumers are cautioned that certain 
conditions must exist before a transaction 
falls under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
holder-in-due=course doctrine. First of 
all, the rule applies only to credit 
contracts made after May 14, 1976; it 
does not apply to loans consumers 
arrange themselves through a bank, credit 


union or any other financial institution. 
Nor does the rule cover credit card 
transactions. 

The rule preserves the rights of 
consumers who have a legitimate dispute 
against a supplier from whom they have 
purchased defective goods or services on 
an installment sales contract. However, 
the rules do not specifically tell 
consumers how to deal with a supplier or 
financial institution when there is a 
problem. 

The Governor’s Office of Consumer 
Protection suggests that before 
withholding payment for unsatisfactory 
merchandise consumers should contact 
the supplier. If the supplier is 
unresponsive or unwilling to correct the 
proviem, tne consumer can contact the 
lender explaining the situation and the 
intention to withhold payment. The 
lender may be willing to step in and try 
to help resolve the problem with the 
supplier. The new regulation gives the 
right to withhold payment only when 
neither the seller nor the creditor will 
take corrective action and all other 
efforts to resolve the problem have fuiled.

CB, blessing or curse? 


Citizen’s Band Radio, Is it a blessing, 
or is it a curse? 

It’s not difficult to find someone 
who is ready willing and able to tell how 
a CB radio summoned help, or how CB 
can let motorists know of accidents, road 
conditions or where the nearest ‘Smokey’ 
might be. 

The virtues of CB radio have been 
included in popular songs and ballads. 

Now, comes the other side of the 
coin. 

According to an article in a recent 
issue of the Newsletter of the Alabama 
Safety Council, CB radio can help save 
lives, but it can also distract a driver when 
his attention should be directed to the 
roadway ahead. 

In several recent accidents 
investigated by the Bureau of Motor 
Carrier Safety, a number of drivers who 
were either killed or injured were 
reportedly using their CB when the 
accident Occurred. 

CB radios, according to the 
newsletter, should be positioned in such a 
manner that the driver docs not have to 
take his eyes off the road to reach the 
microphone or to operate the receiver. 

Idle chatter is also another culprit, 


according to the newsletter. Non essential 
visiting with another CBer can become so 
engaging that drivers frequently fail to see 
signals and signs. 

The CB can be a valuable safety tool, 
if used properly, according to the 
newsletter. But like almost anything else. 
if abused, CB radio can be hazardous.

A West Point spokesman told 
us that the case may be 
reopened. It could lead to dis- 
ciplinary action against the top 
brass. 

Drug Crackdown — The In- 
ternal Revenue Service is team- 
ing up with the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration to crack 
down on drug pushers. 

The two federal agencies have 
quietly agreed to swap informa- 
tion. The drug officials will give 
internal revenue a confidential 
list of more than 300 suspected 
drug traffickers across the na- 
tion. 

The list has been carefully 
compiled to trip up known 
ringleaders who have managed 
to elude the law. One of the 
names on the list, for example, is 
a man who operates a fleet of 100 
luxury automobiles. 

He leases the cars to dope 
dealers who use them to 
transport illegal drugs. The man 
makes a fabulous profit, in- 
directly, from drug smuggling. 
Yet he never gets close enough 
to the drugs to get caught. 

Busy Bureaucrat — Presi- 
dent Ford keeps calling for econ- 
omy in government but few peo- 
ple seem to be listening. The new 
Federal Maritime chairman, 
Karl EF. Bakke, for example, can 
seldom be found at hus desk He 
is too busy touring the world. 

Before he had finished his first 
month in office, he had flown off 
to Miami, New York City and 
San Francisco. Later, he made 
flights to New Orleans and Puer- 
to Rigo. Then it was back to San 
Francisco 

Next, Bakke embarked on a 
grand tour of Europe. First he 
flew to Leningrad and Moscow,

He visited 
Amsterdam, Antwerp, Brussels, 
the Hague, Hamburg, London, 
Paris and Rotterdam. He 
charged all his flights, most of 
them first class, to the taxpayers.

Custers’ Stand — We have 
just received an urgent appeal 
from friends of Peter Custers. He 
is a Dutch newsman who studied 
here at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. He was arrested last 
December by the Bangladesh 
authorities. Apparently, they 
didn't like his reports about tur- 
moil in Bangladesh 

Custers is now in seclusion in 
the notorious Dacca Central jail. 
He is accused of unspecified 
crimes against the government. 
The authorities are trying to per- 
suade him to reveal his sources 
and sign damaging statements 
against them. 

Custers’ friends have sent me 
word that the Bangladesh 
authorities have offered him a 
deal. They'll give him immunity 
in return for testifying against 
several other prisoners. But this 
would violate his ethics as a 
newsman. 

Custers will go on trial if he 
refuses to turn against his 
sources. He may even face 
death. Yet his own family, in the 
course of a free press, will urge 
him to follow his conscience.

The prison system has the burden of 
manufacturing some two-point 
seven-million tags which sale 
October Ist, and because of the fancy 
new design. deputy prison commissione: 
Bob Ike Bright says “It’s been a real 
experience ...a@ whole new ball game.” 

The design was drawn up by the 
Alabama Bicentennial Commission and 
approved by the State Revenue 
Department, which issues the tags. 

Bright says. “It took a lot of time to 
get it all worked out.” Instead of single 
painted sheets of steel where the numbers 
and insignia were stamped on, the prison 
machines had to be re-tooled for the 
stamping of red, white and blue graphic 
sheeting, 

That necessitated the purchase of 
some $75,000 in new equipment. 

Under a new law, the 1977 tags will 
last for five years. When a new license

comes due each October |, all you have 
to do is buy a small tab showing the new 
year.

Everybody thought this 
going to be a boon for 
us, because we could make them all one 
year and make money the other four 
years. We're going in the hole this year 
and I've calculated that over the next five 
years we'll probably average about 
$400,000 profit each year.” 

Under the old annual tag system, the 
profit was around $500,000 a year. 

Besides the initial production of 
2.7-million tags, Bright says probably 
another 500,000 will have to be made 
during the next five years. These will go 
to motorists who have lost their tags. to 
buy new cars, and to new 
residents moving into Alabama. 

The tag plant at Holman Prison is 
running behind schedule, but Bright says 
it is turning out ach county 
will have some tags whey they go on sale.

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MHS Bulldogs boasts quickness

When Central Alabama football fans 
talk about Montevallo’s squad the 
word“quickness” nearly always enters the 
conversation, 

This year should not be any different 
in that respect. Depth, however, may be a 
problem for the 1976 edition of the 
Bulldogs. 

As if the depth problem is not 
enough the Bulldogs will have very little 
experience in most positions mostly 
because of unexpected losses in key 
positions. 

Even with all these negative marks, 
Montevallo followers should have little 
worry because the Bulldog coaching staff 
is headed by one of Alabama’s 
outstanding coaches -- Head Coach 
Richard Gilliam. 

Gilliam is known for his ability to get 
every bit of talent out of his pupils. This 
year will prove no different. 

Glancing at the Bulldog squad, 
Gilliam has a lot of people working at 
different positions. The objective is to let 
the players find a spot where they will 
show the most promise. 

“Offensively, we appear to be sound. 
Actually we have 16 or 17 men who will 
carry the load at first while we wait for 
the lesser experienced to develop. This 
seems to be a pattern at MHS,” Gilliam 
remarked, 

Montevallo’s interior offensive line is 
a question mark, according to Gilliam. 
The Bulldogs return only two '76 starters 
on the line. They are Sidney Fields and 
Barry Kornegay. 

Fields is a 176 lb. senior and is 
considered by Gilliam as “the best center 
in the county”. Kornegay plays the right 
guard slot behind Fields and is a 148 Ib. 
Junior. Sophomore David Lash is another 
contender for the spot. at 136 lbs. 

Senior Maurice Reed is the only 
other returning lineman at the right guard 
position. The 182 Ib. Reed is considered 
by Gilliam as “The greatest linebacker 
I’ve coached in 17 years of coaching.” 
Along with being an outstanding 
defensive player, Reed is noted as a good 
offensive blocker. Larry Harper at 189 
lbs. and sophomore Kenneth Earle Jones 
back up Reed at the position. Jones tips 
the scales at 119 Ibs, 

Senior Freddy Thompson is 
shrugging off fierce competition by 
Junior Ronnie Hale and Jimmy Lee 
Talley. The trio weighs in at 160, 149, 
and 116 lbs. respectively. 

Four men are vying for the left 
tackle position. Kornegay seems to get 
the nod at the moment but others are 
waiting in line to get their crack at the 
spot. Senior Kenneth (Tall) Jones is 
giving Kornegay the most competition at 
the slot. Jones at 186 lbs. shows 
tremendous potential but is lacking in 
experience. Sophomore Scobie Wilcoxon 
at 180 Ibs., and 140 Ib. Junior Bill Allen 
are in the running for this particular 
position. 

One of Montevallo’s “unexpected” 
losses came at right tackle. Mark Spence, 
a 175 Ib, Junior, seems to be the leading 
candidate at the position, but faces tough 
opposition from Harper. Fullback Tim 
Ross could fill a vacancy at the spot if 
needed. 

“The end positons are the ones 
blessed with most depth,” according to 
Gilliam. Third year starter Dennis Brown, 
a 150 Ib. junior, is a probable starter. He 
is followed by 137 lb. Chuck Reynolds 
and sophomore Kelvin Lilly who weighs 
in at 130 Ibs. 

At split end, junior Jeff Lucas, a 124 
pounder, looks like a starter even though 
he is receving-stout competition from 
Reynolds, Edd Green, Billy Belisle, and 
Randy Beers. 

The wingback position appears to be 
in good shape with talented Shane 
Connell heading the spot. Connell is a 
135 Ib. senior and was a 1975 starter.

Green should see some action at the 
wingback, 

Montevallo should have one of the 
best backfields in the county, and 
probably the quickest. Thomas Brown, a 
151 Ib. senior spearheads the fleet-footed 
crew, “He is the best all - around athlete I 
have coached in 17 years,” says Gilliam. 

Brown will start at tailback but can 
fill in the quarterback spot if the need 
arises, Darrell Lawley, a 124 Ib. junior has 
shown promise along with Connell and 
Belisle. 

The top man at fullback is 203 Ib. 
senior Tim Ross. A strong runner who 
would just as soon run over a tackler as 
run by him, poses a strong threat to the 
Opposition. Ross is backed up at the spot 
by Reynolds, Van Valkenburg, Lawley, 
and freshman Alvin Connell. 

Senior Terry McCarey returns as 
quarterback. The 150 Ib. McCarey 
averaged 100 yards rushing per game in 
the last half of the season last year. He 
also tossed twelve touchdown passes. 
Hughes or Brown could step in at the 
signal calling spot if necessary. 

The Bulldog defense returns three of 
four starters in the secondary. Lucas, 


, 


Thomas Brown, and McCarey are the 
returnees. Shane Connell, Hughes, Green, 
and Lawley are prospective secondary 
men. 

Reed and Fields return as linebackers 
with Ross aiding when needed. Chuck 
Reynolds is also working in that area 
along with Van Valkenburg, Lilly, Alvin 
Connell, Belisle and Lash. 

Some of the defensive positions were 
the hardest hit spots according to Gilliam. 
Dennis Brown and Ross are the only 
returning men. Kornegay is the probable 
nose guard or end, (Tall) Jones, Spence, 
and Harper will provide the inside 
linemen. Thompson, Hale, Belisle, Buddy 
Holsombeck and Talley have caught 
Gilliam’s eye on the outside. 

“If we are fortunate enough to avoid 
injuries to key personnel then this 
promises to be a banner year for MHS. 
Our hopes rest on quality rather than 
quantity. We do not know whether it is 
the Lord’s will for us to go back to the 
state playoffs again or not. We do believe 
that He will bless us in a special way and 
if it is not in that way, then He will have 
something even better for us down the 
road,” Gilliam concluded.

She is a qualified Red Cross 
instructor and has conducted classes at 
Calhoun Junior College in Decatur and 
for adult education classes in Huntsville. 

“We felt we needed to learn what to 
do in case of emergency,” Bebee said, 
“*not only because we lack medical 
facilities, but also because we are the ones 
who are here with the children most of 
the time. 

“We feel that this is sort of a 
community service our club can 
perform,” she continued. “With this 
training we can volunteer to help out in 
schools. There is so much that can be 
done in the community with this 
background.” 

Bebee thinks it is significant that 
most of the club’s ten members 
participated in some phase of the 
emergency instruction. “You have to be 
pretty well committed to spend that 
much time at something like this,” she 
commented. 

The women, most of them mothers 
with young children, met in various 
homes for the classes, which took the 
better parts of five days.

Two others, club president Lois 
McAliley and Carolyn Seritt, now hold 
Red Cross cards showing them to be 
certified first aiders and two more 
members, Beulah Thomason and Cynthia 
Chesser, are card carrying CPR experts. 

“This is a good group,”’ Linda said at 
one of the sessions, “They are going along 
with the program real well. 

“A -lot of people don’t want to 
accept what you tell them,” she added, 
“but they have been real good.” 

One thing the participants learned is 
that many time - honored methods of 
helping injured persons are now 
considered outdated. 

Nosebleeds, for example, are no 
longer treated by having the victim tilt 
the head back, Linda explained. Instead, 
she said, hold the head down and pinch 
the nostrils until the bleeding has been 
checked. 

The old snake bite remedy of incising 
tne wound and sucking out the poisonous 
blood is also taboo, members were told. 
This practice, Linda related, can result in 
the poisoning of the person trying to 
help, if he should have any cavities or 
cuts in the mounth. 

Some other “don’ts” to remember in 
cases of poisonous snake bites are: (1) do 
not elevate the affected area; (2) do not 
use ice on the bite and (3) do not allow 
the person bitten to become upset or 
excited. Keep the victim immobilized and

as calm as possible.

Black considers leaving hospital post 


Chester Black, Administrator of 
Shelby Memorial Hospital, has been 
offered a position as administrator of 
People’s Hospital in Walker County, and 
told the Reporter at press time he is 
“seriously considering” the offer. His 
final decision is not to be made until 
Wednesday, after the Reporter goes to 
press. 

The Walker County Commission 
wants Black to return to Jasper to head 
up the hospital he formerly administered. 
He left that position when a new County 
Commission took office, and came to 
Shelby Memorial several years ago. 

He has presided over the $5 million 
addition and renovation of Shelby 
Memorial and was given a strong vote of 
confidence by the medical staff and 
employees of Shelby Memorial last 


NOvember when some of the hospital 
board members called for his resignation. 
Black told the Reporter the only 
reason he even considered the Walker 
County offer was because of dissension 
on the Shelby HOspital board, and 
uncertainty Over a pending court case 
involving composition of the board. 

He said he would hate to leave 
SHelby “when it’s going so well. We have 
one of the best hospitals in the state 
here.” 


He said he has discussed the offer , 


with board chairmaOscar Harris and had 
received a good bit of pressure this week 
to stay in Alabaster, 

People’s Hospital in Jasper has been 
embroiled im controversy in recent 
months, The administrator resigned this 
week and the business manager was fired. 


Board rejects proposal 
requiring local teachers 
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by Nancy Duncan . 

A proposal to require persons 
teaching in Shelby County schools to live 
in the county was withdrawn by its 
originator at a meeting of the Board of 
Education last Wednesday. 

However, board members still plan to 
consider another of Bill Cosper’s 
recommendations, one which would 
require local public school teachers to 
enroll their own school aged children in 
public, not private schools. 

At a previous meeting, Cosper had 
urged his fellow board members to adopt 
a policy requiring local teachers to live in 
the county, saying that the schools need 
the interest and participation of the 
teachers and their vote on issues affecting 
local education. The policy, had it been 
adopted, would have gone into effect at 
the beginning of the 1977-78 school 
term. 

According to Joe Dean, there is legal 
precedence which would allow boards of 
education to adopt such residency 
requirements.

A state legislative committee says 
that Oak Mountain State Park in Shelby 
County needs a 50 room motel. 

The committee, headed by Senator J. 
Richmond Pearson of Birmingham 
studied the state parks system and made 
several recommendations for improving 
the financial picture at Oak Mountain. 
According to the report, Oak Mountain 
lost more than $300,000 in its first two 
years of operation with its new facilities. 

The report said the Foothills 
Restaurant could not survive without a 
motel. The restaurant was closed for a 
year, but reopened in July of this year 
under state management. 

The committee said that the 
convention facility, which was built near 
the restaurant and will seat 200 people, 
has been used only six times since it was 
built. They suggested turning it into a 
meeting hall. 

The committee also urged 
construction of the chairlift which was in 
the original plan for the park renovation, 
but was not built because of its cost. The 
chairlift from the lake waterfront to the 
lodge would provide a beautiful scenic 
tide, and woul.d also help the restaurant 
business, it is thought. 

The legislators also want many of the 
tent camping sites to be changed to trailer 
camping sites, (People are not tenting any 
more. They prefer the conveniences of 
trailers for their outdoor experiences.) 

Oak Mountain is the largest park in 
the state and most of it is still 
undeveloped. It has been extremely 
popular for its water activities, for its 
demonstration farm, and for its golf 
course. But these activities do not bring 
in the money that motels and restaurants 
can generate, and the park is losing 
money for the state. 

In contrast, Gulf State Park made a 
profit of $450,000 at the time Oak 
Mountain was losing $300,000. The 
committee recommended that more 
motel rooms be added at Gulf State Park.

Montevallo

Montevallo may finally be legally 
able to license the sale of beer and 
liquors. 

The city has been barred from this 
by an old statute prohibiting the sale of 
spirits within one mile of a college 
campus. Virtually all the city of 
Montevallo is within one mile of the 
University of Montevallo campus, 

But the courts struck down the 
one-mile limit last week in a suit brought 
by an individual in Auburn. Observers say 
that this decision will also be applicable 
{9 Montevaiio snd Troy, as well as 
Auburn. 

Other college towns in the state have 
passed special legislative acts, but bills 
introduced for Montevallo have died in 
three legislative sessions without passage. 

When Shelby County voted wet 
about four years ago, the percentage of 
Montevallo voters favoring the ‘wet’ 
status was heavier than in most sections 
of the county . Yet the city has not been 
able to qualify for an ABC store, and 
individuals have not been able to seek 
tiquor licenses for restaurants, bars or wine 
and beer stores. 

It is felt in most governmental circles 
that this Auburn court action will not be 
appealed, because the state liquor control 
board conceded at the hearing that the 
one-mile limit “now serves no legal 
purpose.”

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Bids ‘too high’ 
for SCAVC additions

Bids from six building contractors all 
went over the anticipated cost of a 
planned addition to the Shelby County 
Area Vocational Center in Columbiana, 
so members of the county board of 
€ducation are taking a closer look at the 
proposed expansion. 

Architect Alvin Dampier said at the 
boaid’s meeting last Wednesday he had 
estimated that the 12,500 square foot 
facility would cost between $325,000 
and $350,000. The county was going to 
pay for it with a grant from the 
Appalachian Regional Commission in the 
amount of $284,000 plus $121,000 in 
county education funds. 

The proposed addition is to add 
courses in cosmetology, graphic arts, 
small gasoline engine repair and to 
expand the center’s welding program. 
Additional classrooms are also to be 
included. 

Board members decided to get from 
the lowest bidder a further breakdown on 
the base bid and package of nine 
alternates, Hugh M. Motes Construction 
Co, of Sylacauga submitted the apparent 
low bid which included a base bid of 
$392,223. The alternates, if approved, 
would boost the cost to over $430,000. 

In other matters, the board denied 
Valley Elementary School principal 
Norma Rogers’ request that one teacher 
unit allowed for the school be replaced 
by the use of two teacher aides. 

Board members discussed at length 
pros and cons of the matter before 
agreeing that to allow Dr. Rogers to 
proceed with her proposal would not be 
in keeping with a recent decision they 
made to spend more local funds in order 
to reduce the pupil - teacher ratio in 
county schools. 

Associate county superintendent 
Vern Davis said teacher aides cannot be 
used as instructors, but would perform 
“clerical and housekeeping chores,” 
giving teachers more time to teach. 

Chairman Joe Dean said he would 
favor trying the idea with the 
understanding that it would be 
discontinued if the county education 
staff felt it was not working out. Board 
member Bill Cosper described himself as 
being on “dead center” in his feelings. 

But when two others, Lavon Moore 
and Elaine Hughes, expressed concern 
over having one less classroom teacher on 
the school’s facilty, the board voted 
unanimously to deny the request. 

Board members were asked by an 
Alabaster mother if something can be 
done about a school bus stop which 
parents in Navajo Pines consider unsafe. 
Linda Fleet said that children in the area 
must cross a busy street to board their 
bus because the furthest home in the 
subdivision is slightly less than the 
half-mile which would give them bus 
service into the area. 

Saying he “would like to pick up 
every child in the county at the front 
door and put them back on their 
porches,” if it were possible, board 
member Doug Kent assured Mrs. Fleet 
that he and transportation supervisor 
William Carter have checked the matter 
and they are working on a solution. 

Kent said the situation is similar to 
that in Wilmont, near Wilton, where an 
exception was approved to the ‘half-mile’ 
policy policy last year because of dangers 
to children waiting on a busy highway. 

Two Calera school trustees, Carl 
Prichard and Bobby Loftin, along with 
Calera High School PTA president Ann 
Edwards, asked for an update on plans 
for the Calera schools. 

Ted Lansford, assistant 
superintendent in charge of buildings and 
grounds, said that preliminary plans have 
been approved for Calera Annex, which is 
to become an elementary school with 


grades one through five. The advertising 
for bids “is just around the corner,” he 
said. 

*‘We have been working real close 
with the state architect,” Lansford 
continued, ‘We have the schematics 
almost ready for viewing.” Once a plan is 
approved on the local level, it is 
submitted to the State Department of 
Education, he said. 

Board members saw a demonstration 
by county Civil Defense director Don 
Hughes on the use of an alerting system 
which could be used by Civil Defense 
personnel to warn schools in areas under 
either a tormado watch or warning. Cost 
of the Plectron devices would be $261 
per unit, if approved for the county’s 20 
public schools. Hughes said half the cost 
would be paid from Civil Defense funds. 

One change and one addition to the 
county’s school administrative staff 
received board approval. Vern Davis, 
whose previous title was administrative 
assistant and co-ordinator of federal 
programs, was elevated to associate 
superintendent and personnel director. 

Rebecca Draper, a former Montevallo 
elementary teacher, will assume Davis’ 
duties and become the county’s reading 
supervisor as well.

Armyworms 
endangering

Armyworms are on the march in 
Shelby County and throughout Alabama. 

Farm crops, gold courses, home 
lawns and football fields are favorite 
targets. 

Entomologists say this year’s 
invasion is the most severe in ten years. 

Damage is occurring from Limestone 
to Mobile counties. 

The worms are also attacking 
soybeans, grain sorghum and _ pasture 
crops. 

The pests are especially attracted to 
well fertilized grasses, according to the 
experts. 

The three ways of controlling 
armyworms, according to Frank 
McQueen, Extension survey 
entomologist, are applying insecticides, 
encouraging predators and parasites te 
attack the worms and inducing a fungus 
disease to attack the worms. The fungus 
spreads from worm to worm like the flu 
does among humans.

The new fall season is fast 
approaching and it is bringing a definite 
speed-up in activity in all offices in the 
courthouse, Additional clerical assistance 
to handle the large amount of business 
expected is being taken care of. In the 
probate office, Jane Rhodes of Calera has 
returned. Mrs. Rhodes made many friends 
throughout the county during last year’s 
tag-buying time. 

Judge Conrad Fowler is attending the 
58th meeting of the advisory commission 
on intergovernmental relations in the 
Black Hills of South Dakota. He and Mrs. 
Fowler will be back in the courthouse on 
Tuesday, Sept. 7. Judge Fowler is one of 
three county officials on this 26-member 
presidential commission. 


Billy Mitchell, an auditor from the 
State, is conducting the regular audit of 
records in the County Commission office. 


Were we called upon to name an 
office where there seems never an idle 
moment - but where there always 
abounds courteous and prompt attention 
to matters at hand - we would 
unhesitatingly designate the Circuit 
Clerk’s office where Kyle Lansford and 
his capable assistants maintain records of 
all the courts and also varied other 
interesting documents. 

For instance, while visiting the 
clerk’s office this morning, we had a 
chance for a brief interview with Mr. 
Lansford and his chief clerk, Evelyn 
Lowe. We were interested in learning 
about the new court procedures which 
will be in effect next year. Perhaps you. 
too, would like to know something about 
these judicial changes soon to take place. 

The new District Court will go into 
effect Jan. 16, 1977. This will bring 
about quite a few changes in court 
procedures. We took a few minutes of Mr. 
Lansford’s time in an endeavor to get 
correct information on just what changes 
would take place next year. 


First, there will be in existence, for 
the first time, a Small Claims Court that 
carries with it a $500 limit. This will add 
quite an additional load on the present 
employees. 

There will also be added another 
Civil division with a $500 to $5,000 limit. 

The newly elected District Court 
Judge will take over on Jan. 16 and will 
conduct trials in misdemeanor criminal 
and civil matters. Judge Curt Payne will 
serve as magistrate and take pleas in 
misdemeanor cases and issue warrants of 
arrest. He will work from the clerk’s 


office. 
Jan. 16 marks another ‘first.’ The 
Circuit Clerk will become a. state 


employee and will go on the State of 
Alabama payroll. Employees of the 
Clerk’s office will also become employees 
of the state on Oct. 1, 1977. All will be 
under the merit system. 

Cities may elect to use the services of 
the District Court. Should cities elect to 
take advantage of it, the judge and clerk 
would be required to hold court in that 
city. 

In addition to all these changes, our 
attention was called to the desk of one of 
the clerks where a stack of envelopes with 
checks attached, were in the process of 
being mailed, When we enquired about 
these letters, we were informed that all 
these checks had been collected through 
this office. Each originally had been a 
case of ‘bad check’ indictment. Did you 
know that the Circuit Clerk also collects 
for individuals and firms who have 
elected to go through the court procedure 
for such illegat transactions? 

Truly, offices ‘Under the Dome’ 
furnish one of the most interesting 
assignments as well as enlightenment on 
our judicial procedures. It also brings a 
more thorough knowledge of the many 
duties and obligations these officials 
assume when you elect them to serve you 
as the custodians of these highly 
responsible offices. 


Postal amendment pushed 


A proposal, sponsored by Alabama 
Senator Jim Allen and others and 
approved by the U.S. Senate, may have 
an affect on some of the small post 
offices in Shelby County. 

The proposal would require the 
public’s participation in any decision by 
the Postal Service adversely affecting a 
local post office. 

In the forin of an amendment by the 
Postal Reorganization Act now being 
considered in the Senate, the proposal 
requires that prior to making a 
determination on the closing or 
consolidation of any post office, the 
Postal Service must allow patrons the 
opportunity to present their views. 

Senator Allen said that in making the 
determination whether or not to close or 
consolidate a post office, the Postal 
Service must consider any oral or written 


testimony presented. The effect the 
closing or consolidation has on the 
community must also be considered as 
well as the effect on the employees 
working in the post office. 

In addition, any decision to close or 
consolidate a post office must be in 
writing along with justification for such 
action, and these must be made available 
to all postal patrons affected.’ No action 
can be taken until 60 days after the 
written decision is made and delivered to 
patrons. Senator Allen explained that this 
is to give patrons the time and the 
Opportunity to make their positions 
known, 

Senator Allen said that under 
provisions of the amendment, should the 
Postal Service go ahead with its decision, 
patrons still have the right within 30 days 
of the decision, to appeal to the federal 
courts. 


State economic picture rosier 


Alabama's economic picture showed 
improvement in July as the number of 
idle workers declined. 

Tom J. Ventress, director of the 


Alabama Departnent of Industrial 
Relations, said 7 percent of the civilian 
labor force was jobless. The 


unemployment rate was 7.4 percent in 
June and 7.8 percent a year ago.

County incomes on rise 


(Special to the Reporter) 

Shelby County proved to be a better 
than average market in the past year, 
according to a nationwide business survey 
just released. 

Economic activity in the area was at 
a relatively high level as local families, 
with rising incomes, increased their 
spending for goods and services. 

The details are presented in the new, 
copyrighted “Survey of Buying Power,” 
compiled by Sales and Marketing 
Management. It indicates just how much 
was earned and spent in the year by 
people in each section of the country. 

In Shelby County, the amount of 
money available for discretionary 
spending was relatively large, the figures 
show. 

Local residents had net earnings, 
after payment of personal taxes, totaling 
$201.669,000, as compared with the 
previous year’s $16] 221,000. 

What this breaks down to, on a 
per-family basis, is indicated by the 
median income locally, which came to 
$11,037 per household, as against the 
previous year’s $10,005 per household. 

Half the families earned more than 
this and half earned less. It was higher 
than the median reported for many parts 


of the country. 

Elsewhere in the East South Central 
states, the median was $10,369 and, in 
the State of Alabama, $10,156. 

With inflation under somewhat 
better control than before-and with more 
cash available for discretionary spending, 
most local families loosened their purse 
strings and returned to the market place 
to buy the cars, washing machines, 
refrigerators and other big-ticket items 
that they had been holding back on for 
some time, 

The net result was that business was 
good for retail merchants in Shelby 
County, Their sales volume in the year 
came to $79,478,000, topping the prior 
year’s $75,707,000. 

According to forecasts by 
government agencies and others, the 
general expectation is for economic 
progress during the rest of 1976 and most 
of 1977. 

The rate and the extent of 
improvement will depend chiefly, 
however, on public confidence, according 
to the Conference Board. Although 
most consumers are in a spending mood 
again, there are many who are holding 
back, waiting for further evidence of 
stability. 


Bellraps Reform Act 


Alabama Congressmen Walter 
Flowers, Tom Bevill. Bill Dickinson, Jack 
Edwards, Bob Jones, John Buchanan and 
Bill Nichols, along with Senator John 
Sparkman ate proposing federal 
legislation designed to maintain 
reasonably priced but high quality 
telephone service. 

The proposed legislation, entitled 
“Consumer Communications Reform Act 


of 1976,” would protect residential - 


telephone users from higher prices for 
telephone service that could result from a 
recent decision by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

John Godwin, local manager for 
South Central Bell said the FCC decisions 
would hit hard at the pocketbook and the 
service of: the typical home telephone 
user. 

“By urging a multiple - supplier 
system for services instead of the single - 
supplier system, the FCC is causing 
wasteful duplication of facilities and 
fragmenting the responsibility for high 
quality service,” Godsin stated. 

The FCC is considering allowing 
more than one telephone company to 
provide service in certain areas. 

The FCC proposal is being challenged 
by the Bell System and others on the 
grounds that existing phone companies 
have used revenues from long distance 
calls, services for businesses and optional 
services to cover costs that would 
otherwise have to be covered by local

at one-room Calera Christian

School bells are ringing across the 
county and students at Calera Christian 
School will return to their classroom on 
September 7. 

That’s right. Classroom, singular. 

With the exception of the 
kindergarten, all the students are seated 
in One classroom which is referred to as a 
learning center. 

Started by the 16th Street Baptist 
Church four years ago, the school 
employs a unique method of instruction 
whereby students are said to learn on 
their own, 

An open house was held at the 
school on Sunday so that the public 
could view the facilities and learn about 
the curriculum. Dennis Draper, the new 
principal, and other members of the staff 
were On hand to answer questions. 

Draper stated that he was thrilled to 
be associated with the Calera Christian 
School where the ACE method of 
instruction is used. 

“This unique and superior method of 
educating a child places the emphasis on 


learning and the individual,’ Draper 
commented. 
““The Accelerated Christian 


Education program has a sound academic 
course of study,” he said, “but what sets 
it apart from the conventional school 
system are the Christian and innovative 
values.” 

While only SO students are enrolled 
at the school thus far, a spokesman for 
the institution indicated that more would 
probably enter in the next few weeks. 

“I don’t think that many people 
realize what this program has to offer,” 
Draper said. “‘I feel that if they would just 
take the opportunity to look it over 
they'd be sold on it.” 

According to Draper, the ACE 
program helps both the underachiever 
and the more academically inclined 
student. “It’s a learning program, not a 
teaching program,” Draper said. 

In the learning center students are 
seated in individual booths and study 
from self instructional booklets and 
tapes. Supervisors are on hand to offer 
whatever assistance may be needed. 

Mrs. Betty Killingsworth related that 
she had 16 boys and girls in her four and 
five-year-old kindergarten. “We use the 
self pronouncing alphabet to teach the 
children to read,” she said. “‘It’s the 
fastest and best method that I know of,” 
she added, 

Musical instruction is also given at 
the school. Mrs, Donna Brantley will give 
piano and organ lessons and Mrs. Pat 
Howard will conduct the choir. 

In addition to this, home economics 
will be taught by Mrs. Howard Alexander 
and Mrs. Mary Ellen Cost. 

The sports program consists of a flag 
football team which was organized last 
year. Coaches Dennis Alexander and 
Danny Wilson reported they finished the 
season with a 5-4 record. 

As members of the Christian Athletic 
Association League, they will play at least 
six other schools from around the state 
this year, the coaches said. The first game

For the past two years, Calera 
citizens have taken it for granted that the 
Calera High Scliool football team would 
have a winning record, 

In the four years that head coach 
Ricky Cairns has been at the helm, the 
Eagles have compiled an impressive 
31-9-1 record, 

In recent years Calera grid teams 
have established a tradition of winning. 
But the chances for a return to the state 
playoffs for the Eagles is at present, 
somewhat of a long shot. 

Consider the fact that Calera lost its 
entire defensive ‘front four” to 
graduation. The 1975 line was considered 
by many to be the finest the Eagles have 
had in recent years. It will not be an easy 
task to replace it. 

Another worry of the Eagle coaching 
staff is inexperience. 

There is, however, a bright spot in 
the Calera squad.

Vulcan named to Nat’! Register 


The statue of Vulcan in Jefferson 
County has been added to the National 
Register of Historic Places, according to 
the Alabama Historical Commission. 

Located atop Red Mountain on 
Highway 31 in Birmingham, the statue is 
@ main attraction to tourists in the area 
and is an educational focal point in the 
city, 


The statue was created in 1904 by 
i) '* lan artist- Guiseppi Moretti, and 
W d us Alabama's exhibit at the 
li it Purchase Exposition that same 


year. 

Vulcan was cast from iron mined and 
smelted in Birmingham and was shipped 
to the World’s Fair in sections over 
several months. A site tor the 60,000 ton 
“god of fire and forges” was the object of 


debate for two years and the statue was 
finally transported to the Alabama State 
Fairgrounds where it stood for 30 years 
with its right hand mounted backwards. 

In the mid 1930s the United States 
Stecl Corporation donated the preseni 
site where the iron god was reassembled, 
the entire project costing $44,062. 

Since 1946 Vulcan's torch is always 
red 24 hours following a traffic fatality in 
Jefferson County. At all other times the 
torch is green, 

Between 1967 and 1971 the statue 
underwent substantial restoration and 
reinforcement. Other improvements at 
Vulcan Park include a museum section, 
air conditioned observation tower. 
elevator to the tower, formal gardens and 
fountains, and picnic areas.

Every part of a crane built at the 
lelena facility is manufactured right on 
he spot, according to J. E. Hesse, 
esident and owner of the company. 

A machine shop makes wheels, gears 
‘d axles and an inventory of parts both 


electrical and mechanical is maintained 
for cranes and hoists, 

In addition to building new 
equipment the firm also rebuilds and 
modifies existing machinery. Among the 
types of cranes manufactured at the 
Helena plant are top running single girder 
cranes, full gantry and semi-gantry cranes, 
simple jib or the complex telescoping 
crane with a 360 degree rotation.

Littleton, Smith claim 
legislature successful 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The recent session of the state 
legislature was a success. This is the 
opinion of State Sentor Obie Littleton 
and Representative Curtis Smith, who 
called a special news conference in 
Clanton last Friday to give a review of the 
session. 

The two men represent parts of 
Shelby County in the legislature. 

Littleton called the: session “The 
most successful yer” of the many sessions 
he has participated in, 

“A note of responsibility and 
gecountability set the tone with interim 
committees.” he said. 

“The sunset law is the most 
important bill passed since P've been in 
the legislature,” he said. again stressing its 
accountability. 

Littleton also pointed to the $25 
neXt most important (after the budget ),” 
Tennessee-Tombigbee river system and 
the prison reform bill as important 
legislation. 

Smith noted that 25 percent of the 
bills introduced passed, which is about 
normal. Both men noted that the general 
fund and education budgets were passed 
earlier than usual. 

Smith pointed out the improvements 
for education: additional teachers: 
textbook allowance increased from $6 to 
$8 per pupil; and maintenance money for 
the schools at about $100 per teacher 
unit. This is the first time the state has 
provided maintenance money. 

They noted that colleges received a 
two percent reduction but said this brings 
about a better ratio between high schools 
and colleges. The University of 
Montevallo was cut two percent in its 
request, but at first the legislature 


considered an § percent cut. 

The bill passed for completing the 
interstate highway system was called “the 
next most important (after the budget)::, 
Littleton said the bill will help the state 
complete the bottlenecks 1m the 
interstate system in the next 3-4 years 
rather than 6-8 years. “That bill alone 
would have made the session 
worthwhile.” 

It is of extreme importance to 
Shelby County where 1-65 between 
Alabaster and Hoover ts awaiting 
completion. 

Are annual sessions worth it? Smith 
answered, “Yes, annual sessions will put 
us on a businesslike basis. This session 
cost $24 million, but this year alone it 
netted $30-40 million that we've spent 
better.” 

A bill that Smith introduced failed to 
make it through the Senate, but he is 
going to introduce it again, he said. Ii 
would provide bonds, amending the 
Wallace-Cater Act, to set up an 
amusement park in the state similar to 
Six Flags or Opryland. Smith deplored 
the fact that Alabamians go to these out 
of state attractions by the thousands, yet 
there is no similar attraction in Alabama. 
He wants to see $20 million in low 
interest bonds available to a corporation 
to set up a theme park. 

Senator Littleton said two or three 
bills of statewide importance failed that 
he predicted, “We will see again.” He 
named Revision of the Criminal Code and 
the Lid Bill. He also predicted the Code 
of Alabama will be recompiled, and he 
said there is a good possibility a special 
session will be called for that purpose 
alone.

Mayor Bolton 


rebuts critics

While the 1976-77 budget was the 
major subject tackled by the Columbiana 
city council last Thursday night, there 
was a bit of tension in the air as a result 
of the mayor's recent appointments. 

Mayor Robert Bolton grimly made 
mention of the criticism he has received 
for appointing himself and two 
councilmen to the gas and water boards. 

Bolton stated that he has been 
knocked by critics who feel that he was 
wrong in making his board appointments 
just before leaving office. 

The mavor indicated that no one has 
told him that they feel his actions were 
improper, but that a wave of protest 
followed after an account of the 
appointments was published in the 
August 26 issue of ihe Shelby County 
Reporter. 

At the August 19 meeting of the 
council, Bolton resigned from the water 
toard and appointed himself tu the gas 
board. Councilman Lewis Walker, who 
made an unsuccessful try for the mayor's 
office. was appointed to a full term on 
the water board. Bolton then appointed 
councilman Bill Seale to fill the 
remainder of Walker's existing term on 
the same board. 

The outgoing mayor observed that 
his actions are not unprecedented in 
Columbiana politics. He stated that he

“When she answered yes to all these 
questions, | knew my search was over,”

However, in finding one daughter, 
Mrs. Johnson learned that death had 
claimed another. Mrs. Williams reported 
the sad news that her sister Millie had 
died of cancer last year. 

Ironically, it was on Aug. 13, which 
would have been Millie’s 35th birthday,

The conversation revealed two 
amazing facts to Mrs, Williams.

The information that she had a 
half-brother, David, who had died at the 
age of 13, was also revealed to Mrs. 
Williams. “Now I know who David is,”

An amazing experience happened to 
her several years ago, Mrs. Williams 
reported. She was visited by ‘a spirit’ she 
said, who identified himself as David. “I 
couldn't understand who he was or what 
he was trying to tell me.” 

The first time the ‘spirit’ appeared. 
Mrs. Williams found, was the day that 
David died. “I guess he was trying to tell 
me where my mother was,” she remarked 
sadly. 

Her brother, John Simmons, who was 
just a baby when Mrs. Williams last saw 
him, is now living in Wisconsin, she 
learned, 

The day after the telephone 
conversation took place. Mrs. Johnson 
and her daughter were reunited when the 
Columbiana woman and her husband 
drove to Florida.

Individual retirement plan available 


Alabama workers not covered by 
pension programs may be able to set up 
their own individual retirement savings 
programs and gain significain! tax 
advantages according to Dwight T. 
Baptist, Internal Revnue Service District 
Director for Alabama 

Any employee under age 70 who 
hasn't participated in a retirement 
program during the year can set up an 
individual retirement savings program, the 
IRS official said. Both fusbunds and 
wives who are wage earners may each 
qualify for their own individual progranis. 

Baptist said that those who are 
eligible can contribute 157 of  theit 
annual earnings. up to $1,500. whichever 


amount is less, into the program. 


A major advantage of the program, 
Baptist added, is that no tax is due on the 
contributions or interest or other income 
earned by the contributions until money 
is Withdrawn. Because this is a retirement 
program, withdrawals usually wouldn't 
begin until the individual was 59% or 
older. At that point, the individual would 
be in a lower tax bracket than during his 
or her earning years. 


The IRS can provide a free brochure 
on individual retirement savings programs 
and forms to open programs at banks and 
other qualified financial institutions, 
Baptist said.

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Tax Revolt: 1776 and 1976

WASHINGTON -- It was a tax 
revolt that led to the birth of our 
nation 200 years ago. And in this 
our Bicentennial year. millions 
of Americans are ready to revolt 
again over taxes 

They are tired of taxes that 
keep going up while government 
services go down. Taxation at all 
levels has jumped 65 per cent in 
the past SIX vears. 

They are tired of tax laws that 
have become too complex to un- 
derstand. It takes 6,000 pages of 
fine print to list all the rules and 
regulations. Two out of every 
five taxpayers require profes- 
sional help to figure out what 
they owe. So on top of the tax 
burden, they have to pay ac- 
countants’ and attorneys’ fees 

Americans are also tired of 
unfair taxes. The rich usually 
pay less than their fair share. Al 
least 3,000 affluent Americans, 
with annual incomes over $0.- 
000, have been paying no federal 
income taxes at all. 

The people are tired of paying 
the taxes of big corporations. 
Most oil companies. for example, 
pay only a fraction of the corpor- 
ate tax rate. A dozen major cor- 
porations have been paying ab- 
solutely no corporate tax. Yet 
they have been ringing up sub- 
stantial earnings. Other tax- 


payers. of course, must make up 
the taxes that these corporations 
don't pay. 

This vear, Congress promised 
to reform the tax laws. First the 
House, and then the Senate 
ground out page after page of 
tax changes. Between them. they 
have now produced more than 
2,200 pages. 

But as fast as one tax benefit 
was taken away from the rich. 
two new benefits were added. 
The legislation came to be 
known as the Christmas Tree 
bill. lt got its name from the 
goodies that the lobbyists hung 
on its branches as it progressed 
toward a final vote 

it started through the legis- 
lative mill innocently enough as 
a tax reform measure. But by 
the time it cleared the Senate 
floor, it was loaded down with 
amendments. 

In the dark ages, serfs labored 
nine months for their own needs. 
During the remaining three 
months of each vear. they pro- 
duced profits for their masters. 
Today, the average American 
works more than four months of 
each vear to earn enough to pay 
his taxes 

And each year. the tax bite 
deepens, the anti-government 
mood sharpens and tax resis- 


ARAB WAR? Intelligence 
reports warn that war may 
erupt in the Middle East in a 
matter of weeks. Fighting ts not 
expected between the Arabs and 
Israelis. This time, it's Egypt and 
Libya that are preparing to go to 
war. 

The animosity between 
Egypt’s Anwar Sadat and 
Libya's Muammar Qaddafi has 
reached the inflammation point. 
The two Arab leaders distrust 
and despise one another. 

Qaddafi is a madcap ruler 
who has been using his oil boodle 
to underwrite terrorists. In- 
teiligence sources charge that 
Libyan diplomats have used 
their diplomatic pouches to 
smuggle weapons to terrorists. 

Qaddafi is believed to be 
behind recent terrorist attacks 
upon Egypt. Trains have been 
attacked, buildings have been 
bombed. An attempt was made 
to hijack an Egyptian plane. 

Sadat has responded, accord- 
ing to intelligence reports, by 
bolstering his military forces on 
the Libyan border. The Libyans 
also are preparing their armed 
forces for war. 

The showdown could come. 
the intelligence reports predict, 
by October. The situation. in the 
words of one analyst, is “getting 
out of hand.” 

Intelligence sources predict 
that. if war comes, the Egyptians 
probably will be victorious, They 
are battle-tested, with ex- 
perience in both aerial and tank 
warfare. 

BOUNTIFUL BUREAU- 
CRATS: President Ford has 
complained that the federal 
government harasses honest 
businessmen. He has charged 


regulation. 

The Congressional Budget Of- 
fice has double-checked the 
President's figures. The budget 
office found only 84,000 
bureaucrats regulating business. 
That's still too many. There's too 
much red tape, too many forms 
to fill out. 

But the 84,000 bureaucrats 
regulate thousands of industries. 
And mast of the regulators are 
policing health, safety and con- 
sumer violations. 

But the government agency 
with the mast regulators is the 
Agriculture Department. So it's 
the farmers, not the business- 
men, who put up with the most 
regulation. 

MULTI-MILLION-DOL- 
LAR MISTAKES: The Social 
Security Administration's com- 
puter systems are producing in- 
credible monetary mistakes. A 
document, intended for official 
eyes only, tells of millions of dol- 
lars worth of errors. 

“In a single day in August, 
1975, faulty program instructions 
caused the computers to issue 
$10 million in overpayments to 
1,500 people,” the document 
reveals. 

Employe incompetence often 
combines with computer mal- 
functions to create the mistakes. 
“Overall quality or competence, 
dedication or motivation and 
sufficiency of the working staff 
are below appropriate levels,” 
the report declares. 

Meanwhile, Congress has 
started an unannounced in- 
vestigation of the SSA mishaps. 
The investigation, we have 
learned, is focusing on the 
employe problems and inadequ- 
ate computer systems.

Budget sparks debate

The Columbiana Council worked 
overtime last Thursday night in preparing 
the budget for the coming fiscal year. 
However several other topics also 
occupied the agenda. 

The council got down to business by 
announcing that Wilson Brothers, a 
Childersburg firm, had been awarded the 
bids for the upcoming city paving project 
Three other concerns had sought the bid 


which was awarded Thursday, August 26. 


Street commissioner Lewis Walker 
reported that the company plans to begin 
September 13. 

Mayor - elect Richard Ozley sat in on 
his first council meeting, observing how 
the official body handled requests for a 
band performance and a budget increase 
from the city library board 

A country - western band leader 
appeared before the council seeking 
permission to hold a dance within the 
city limits. He said the band hoped to use 
the city recreation building to hold a 
dance. Councilman Jack Upchurch 
explained that the recreation board’s 
policy is to deny the use of the building 
for profit-making functions. 

The musician told the council that 
the band will seek another location 
within the city limits, and will return for 
the council’s approval of location and 
time. 

Mrs. Sue Phillips spoke in behalf of 
the library board, which 1s requesting an 
increase in the coming year’s budget. 
Mayor Bolton observed that the library is 
almost deserted during the summer 
months. Mrs. Phillips admitted that this is 
largely true, especially with adults. 

As the council deliberated over the 
new budget, the library's requested hike 
was a source of disagreement among the 
members. Some felt that no increase 
should be given. Others felt that at least a 
nominal increase should be allotted. The 
re-elected councilmen favored granting 
the requested amount. 

The main objection was that the 
library is not fully used, yet it gets as 
much money as both recreation and 
education combined. 

Many of the councilmen feel that 
improving the recreation program and 
assisting the schools should rate a higher 
priority than the library. Yet they feel 
they have little choice but to accede to 
thie library's escalating budget requests. 

Mrs. Phillips told tne council that the

Columbiana is reportedly the only 
municipality to transport dogs to the new 
animal shelter. Superintendent Buck 
Falkner feels the “Wild Kingdom” 
method will make it easier for his 
department to enforce the city leash law. 

The subject of hiring a woman traffic 
director again surfaced at the meeting 
The council agreed postpone a 
decision. Councilman Frank Owen will 
bring up the plan when the new council is 
installed next month. 

Councilman Upchurch was directed 
to speak to Superintendent Falkner about 
having tree limbs trimmed. Upchurch 
stated that the limbs hang down into the 
path of school buses. Mayor Bolton said 
that Falkner will first have to have 
permission from property owners before 
he can prune the trees, 

The council 
deliberations about the new budget. 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission senior planner Jody Ballard 
had submitted a proposed budget for the 
city, but the council opted to approve its 
own figures after studying each item on 
previous years budgets, 

Mayor Bolton suggested that the 
council remove rent earnings from the 
general fund budget. At present the city 
collects rent from the gas board, the 
water board, and the Chilton-Shelby 
Mental Health Board. 

The council agreed to invest the rent 
money. Incoming Mayor Dick Ozley also 
endorsed the plan. The money will be 
earning interest and held for use in the 
event that Revenue Sharing is phased out 
hy the federal government. 

The council bemoaned the rapidly 
declining sum derived from motor vehicle 
iicenses. The city plans to investigate to 
find if all city residents are being truthful 
about living in the city limits. The council 
plans to penalize those who deny they are 
residents when they buy tags.

Minister John Vorster. The two 
men negotiated in the strictest 
secrecy. Not since the Vietnam 
War has Kissinger been so secre- 
tive about his purposes. 

However, inside sources told 
us that Kissinger urged Vorster 
to make some major concessions 
to the blacks. Kissinger asked 
him to grant independence to 
Southwest Africa. The new na- 
tion, of course, would be 
governed by its black majority. 
Kissinger also asked Vorster to 
use his influence with the white 
rulers of Rhodesia to submit to 
black majority rule. 

But at the same tyme, 
Kissinger is under great’ pres- 
sure to help South Africa 
preserve its own white regime. 
The pressure comes from some 
of the nation’s most powerful 
corporations, which have strong 
ties to the White House 

American industry has a $2 
billion stake in South Africa 
Over 300 large corporations 
have offices there. Another six 
thousand sell their products in 
South Africa. American banks 
have loaned hundreds of 


United States and South Africa 
is steadily increasing. 

This troubles Iowa's Senator 
Dick Clark. He is afraid 
Kissinger might wind up as the 
diplomatic champion of South 
Africa. Therefore, South Africa 
might become another Vietnam, 
with the United States support- 
ing the unpopular side against 
the rest of the world. 

So the senator has begun an 
examination of U.S. policy 
towards South Africa. He is 
chairman of the Senate subcom- 
mittee on Affica, and will hold 
eight hearings this month. 

ROSELLI REPORT : We 
first broke the story that mobster 
John Roselli was missing. We re- 
ported that the only clue his ab- 
ducters left was a smudge spot 
on the window of his car. 

Roselli’s body was found later 
stuffed in an oil drum in 
Florida's Biscayne Bay. The FBI 
has joined the Miami police in 
the search for his killers. We can 
report. however, that the 
smudge spot is still the only clue. 
The investigators have been 
unable to trace the oil drum or 
the heavy chain that was wrap- 
ped around if 


Fidel Castro for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. He used ele- 
ments from the Havana under- 
world in the plot. They were 
Cubans who had been left 
behind after Castro closed down 
the Mafia’s gambling casinos in 
Havana. 

It took a high Mafia leader to 
make the arrangements with the 
Havana underworld. Roselli 
brought in the Chicago God- 
father, Sam Giancana, to set up 
the assassination attempts. 

The whole scheme was almost 
exposed over Giancana’s love for 
a woman. Giancana was in 
Florida helping to plan the 
Castro killing when he learned 
that his girl friend had struck up 
a romance with a Las Vegas 
comedian. 

The enraged Giancana 
wanted to fly straight to Las 
Vegas and take care of the com- 
edian. The CIA talked him out of 
it by promising to bug the lovers’ 
room and give a full report to 
Giancana. A private eye Was 
hired to plant the bug. But 
unhappily, he was caught. 

This resulted in an investiga- 
tion that might have exposed 
Giancana, Roselli and the Castro 


ships in the Far East to back up 
a military play. Many of the 
ships are also run down. They 
are manned, in some cases, by 
incompetent crews. 

With the close of the Vietnam 
War, the Navy's combat crews 
have had no one to combat. They 
are at loose ends, whiling away 
their time.

The resolution calls for 
“ _. long-range projections of the needs 
the system in terms of pupil population, 
teacher and classroom requirements, 
capital outlay,transportation and other 
operation costs... financial support 
from all sources, the number of teachers 
and other personnel . . . pupil population, 
capital investment and all costs per pupils 
in average daily attendance for the past 
ien years,” 

Also to be determined, under 
provisions of the resolution, was such 
statistical data as percentages of 
dropouts, high school graduates attending 
colleges and technical or vocational 
schools and the percentage of students 
who terminate their formal education 
upon graduation from high school. 

These facts were covered ina written 
report to the school board following a 
comprehensive survey conducted by the 
State Education Department in 1974-75, 
Dean said. A lengthy report on the 
department’s findings and 
recommendations was presented to 
Shelby County’s legislative delegation at a 
meeting set up for that purpose in March 
1975. Dean said, furthermore, that this 
information can be updated in the same 
manner, if necessary. 

“| think it would be a judicious 
waste of taxpayers’ money to duplicate 
information that is already available,” he 
added. 

A third reason board members were 
displeased with the resolution is the fact 
that the University of Montevallo, 
situated within Shelby County, was not 
considered us the guiding agency. 

“The University of Montevallo has in 
its Department of Education resource 
people available.” To employ an 
out-of-county institution to make a 
school-related study would be “a slap in 
the face to them,” the board chairman 
declared. 

Dean said it was reported to him that 
Dr. Rudolph Davidson, lobbyist for UAB, 
lad some amount of input into the idea 
of instigating a local school study. 

The school board is also concerned 
about a resolution provision stating, “The 
committee shall engage the services of the 
University of Alabama in Birmingham to 
assist in carrying out the requirements 
herein.” 

Members were told, he said, that 
UAB would bear any costs involved; 
however, there is no statement to this 
effect in the resolution and Dean 
indicated he is leary of the phrase 
“engage the services of... ”” 

He also expressed concern that the 
efforts of a board-appointed Education 
Steering Committee, composed of 
selected teachers, principals, school 
support personnel and lay persons, might 
be hampered by another study group. 

The Steering Committee is actively 
involved in gathering information relative 
to working toward more efficient school 
operations, Dean said, adding, “I think it 
is the kind of committee that can come 
up with a lot of helpful suggestions.” 

An Educational Survey Committee, 
as outlined by Littleton’s resolution, 
would have been composed of five 
persons, each appointed by a member of 
the county’s legislative delegation. It was 
to have been activated by October, 1976, 
with a final report due by January , 1978. 

Dean said Littleton gave him to 
understand that if the county board 
doesn’t feel the proposed survey is 
needed, it simply will not be carried out.

The snorkel was acquired last year. 
Although Montevallo is not a city of 
multi-story buildings, the ones it has, 


dormitories at the University of 
Montevallo, house many hundreds of 
students on the upper floors. It was 


mainly for this reason that the chief 
persisted in his quest for the engine. 

After gathering facts on the 
practicality of a snorkel from small 
communities throughout the country, he 
convinced city officials that an aerial 
facility is not really as far-fetched for 
Montevallo as it might seem. 

Mahan said the new engine proved its 
worth not long ago when a bin containing 
wood shavings caught fire at a local plant. 
Damage was minimal, he said, but 
“without that piece of equipment, we 
would have lost that bin.” The situation 
was similar to One in which some firemen 
were recently killed fighting a wood bin 
blaze, he added. 

After the snorkel was acquired, UM 
trustees agreed to pay $4.000:a year to 
help with fire department expenses. 

Mahan explained that firemen are 
alerted simultaneously by Plectron 
receivers in their homes. Those able to 
unswer calls during the day have the 
devices in the businesses as well. he said. 

An “audiable system” is also in use. 
This, in plainer terms, is a siren in the 
iniddle of town. 

Helping to keep the volunteer 
Organization at a high level of efficiency 
are two assistant chiefs and two captains. 
Day assistant chief is Pete Guthrie: night 
assistant is Joe McGaughy. Serving as 
captains are Bobby Hughes, day, and 
Dudley Pendleton at night. 

Mahan and the two assistant chiefs 
have car radios so they can communicate 
with the city hall dispatcher. “I would 
say that 75 to 80 percent of the time, 
City Hall knows where all three of us 
are,” he ventured.

At Valley School-- 


Library board tackles project

Ever since classes started at Valley 
Elementary school three weeks ago, a 
number of PTA mothers have been 
spending a part of each day in the 
school’s library. 

The reason for the daily visits are to 
catalog the $3,500 worth of books which 
arrived during the summer. 

Valley has added over a 100 new 
students this year, bringing its total 
enrollment to 1,124 pupils. In order to 
maintain Southern Association and state 
accreditation, 10 books have to be added 
for each new pupil enrolled, related Mrs.

Library Committee. 

A total of $5,500 worth of books 
were ordered for the library last year, 
noted the shcool’s librarian, Mrs. Heidi 
Ross.

Part of the money for new books 
comes from Title IV funding, but the rest 
is raised by the PTA, Mrs. Hug reported.

Parents purchase books which their child 
selects, and then the parents donate the 
books to the library. 

This year, an additional Book Fair 
will be held in December. At this event

Secret Ballot 

In the year 1795 a court in 
South Carolina was handed a 
political hot potato. A local can- 
didate, defeated for the town 
council, claimed that some of the 
voles against him had been mis- 
counted. His proposal was simple; 

Call the voters to the witness 
stand, put them under oath, and 
muke them tell how they voted 


But after due deliberation the 
court said no. Forcing such a dis- 
closure, said the court, would in- 
volve “a kind of inquisitorial 
power unknown to the principles 
of our government.” 

Ever since the nation’s begin- 
nings, the secrecy of the ballot 
has been recognized as our ulti- 
mate political safeguard. And, 
with minor exceptions, how a citi- 
zen marks his ballot continues to 
be—in the eyes of the law—no 
one’s business but his own. 

Secrecy applies not only to tes- 
timony in the courtroom but also 
'O procedure in the voting booth 
in another case, voters marked 
their ballots while standing shoul- 
der to shoulder along an open 
wall. Anyone could peck. 

But a court ruled later that this 
procedure was so vulnerable to 
corruption that the votes could 
not be counted. 

Voting machines have reduced 
the possibility of connecting a 
specific ballot to a specific voter. 
But problems may still arise in 
absentee balloting 

One election official, upon re- 
ceiving some absentee ballots, 
transferred them from the blank 
inner envelopes to the original 
outer envelopes—containing — the 
voter's name and retum address, 
Although no ulterior motive was 
proven, the ballots were rejected. 

“Absent voting would be large- 
ly useless,” said the court, “if 
secrecy is not maintained. If out- 
Siders may see how the individual 
voted, many voter will refrain 
from voting rather than run the 
risk of such a possibility.”

The Rev. Larry Acton has been 
named Director of the Shelby County 
Youth Aid Bureau. he will replace 
Dave Walker who recently resigned. 
Rey. Acton is minister of the Spring 
Creek Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church near Montevallo, 

Announcement of the appointment 
was made by Mayor Charles Penhale 
of Helena. The Town of Helena 
administers the Youth Aid Bureau. 
Mayor Penhale also announced that 
the YAB offices will be moved this 
weekend to Helena to the former 
doctor's building where the county 
work-release program is located. 
Helena also administers the work- 


Sheriff asks three more jailers 


Three more jailers and three more 
automobiles are wanted by Lt. James 
Edwards of the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department. Edwards pre- 
sented the requests to the County 
Commission at an extra session called 
Monday to hear budget requests. 

Sheriff Red Walker did not appear 
before the Commission and did not 
send a complete budget along with 
Edwards to present. 

Edwards, who has over 11 years 
service with the department in all 
capacities, has been in charge of the 
jail for the past 2 years. 

He explained how the full jail of 
recent months has added to the 
problems of the single jailer on duty all 
night. 

Edwards said: ‘‘One man cannot 
control these jokers (prisoners), run 
the NCIC machine and the 
intoximeter, do the paperwork and 
handle the telephone.” 

Then, Edwards told how the number 
of papers to serve is increasing. He 
said in February there were 451 papers 
and it had increased to 898 by April. 

Deputy Reed Smith, who accompa- 
nied Edwards, told how it takes 30 to 
40 minutes to process every new 
prisoner. He says trusties do much of 
this work but the jailer has to check all 
of it. He added, referring to new laws: 
**Jail procedures have changed a lot in 
the four years I’ve been here’. 

Edwards went into detail on how 
prisoners have been able to break out 
of jail, although he said that no 
prisoner has ever been able to saw 
through the bars on the cells. The 
sawing is done in the ceiling around 
the cell bars and on the bars around 
the outside walls. Those bars are not 
made of the same type of steel as the 
cell bars. 

Edwards says he has picked up all 
kinds of picks, knives, keys made in 
the jail, 15 first-class hacksaw blades 
and even found a gun on one occasion 
recently. 

When a Commissioner asked how 
often they have a shakedown of 
prisoners, Edwards said, ‘‘Every few 
days.” 

Edwards went on to say that he is 
working on saving gasoline and on the 
problems of excessive wear on the 
automobiles. 

In his entire presentation, Edwards 
volunteered information on points 
Commissioners had raised at an 
August meeting when they were 
critical of the costs and of the way the

sheriff runs the department. He was 
well received. 

Commission Chairman Conrad 
Fowler asked Edwards: ‘‘I still can’t 
see why canstables can’t serve 
papers.’’ Edwards said he would be 
glad to see them do it. It would free 
deputies for other work. 

The question of deploying the 
personnel better, so that jailers would 
not have to be alone at night, was 
raised by the Commission - asking if 
any of the daytime positions now held 
by women could be rearranged. 

In an interview later with the 
Reporter, Edwards said there are 
about 6 to 8 prisoners in the jail who 
would go to the state prison system if 
the system could accept them. 

How many men are on work release 
during the day? Edwards said that he 
did not know, that he does not handle 
that. 

In his talk to the . Commission, 
Edwards said that the jailers are 
overworked and overtired. The deputy 
force is two men short, he said. When 
asked about it later, Edwards said that 
one had resigned and another was 
dismissed. Chief Deputy Buddy 
Glasgow is also absent on leave at an 
FBI school. 

Edwards said that the sheriff's 
reserve force, headed by J. C. Palmer, 
works about three volunteers each 
weekend. Two old cars are assigned to 
the reserves.

One per cent interest 1s all that 
Alabaster residents will have to pay on 
their loans for sewerage hookup if they 
are on low or fixed incomes.

Youth Aid was formerly under the 
auspices of the City of Alabaster and 
offices were in Alabaster. 

Sheriff C. P. Red Walker has been 
chairman of the Youth Aid Bureau's 
board of directors since the bureau 
was organized four years ago with 
95% funding from LEPA and 5% local 
funding. 

in a dual interview with Sheriff 
Walker and Rev. Acton the sheriff told 
the Reporter, ‘The purpose, origin 
and concept of the Youth Aid Bureau is 
that once a child has entered the 
criminal justice system you have 
failed.’’ He stressed that the bureau is 
set up to work with young people at all 
stages to help them through personal 
problems ‘‘so they do not get in 
trouble with the law.”’ 

Rev. Acton said, ‘‘My primary 
purpose in taking this position is 
because of my interest in serving the 
youth of Shelby County. We have a 
program that will free me to work with 
the youth of the county and this is my 
goal."’ He said he wanted to work with 
the problems of youth, not the problem 
of youth. 

Sheriff Walker said that he and 
Acton are re-organizing the board of 
directors this week. He said they want 
to keep an active board, representative 
of all parts of the county and all walks 
of life. LEPA has funded the new fiscal 
year’s budget to the extent of $65,085. 
The Town of Helena is obligated to 
raise $3,426 to match it, providing a 
total budget of $68,511. 

In addition to the director, the YAB 
staff consists of two counselors: Kay 
Fowler and John Eades, and a 
secretary.

Animal lovers underwrite pound

Anyone fond of animals finds it 
difficult to leave the Shelby County 
Animal Shelter in Columbiana without 
one of the unwanted dogs or cats who 
are desperately in need of a home. 

Last week, because no one claimed 
them, a number of arfimals had to be 
put to sleep. 

On Monday, approximately 30 dogs 
were brought in from the Alabaster 
area. Picked up by city employees, the 
truckload contained several dachs- 
hunds, a number of puppies and other 
appealing looking mutts. 

Unless homes can be found for the 
animals, they will also have to be 
destroyed. 

In order to help the county find 
‘‘adoptive parents’’ for these 
unfortunate animals, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Borders of Westover plans to place ads 
in several newspapers to inform the 
public of those available at the shelter. 


In order that ads may continue to be 
run and to get funds for other needed 
items at the shelter, Mrs. Borders is 
seeking to organize a group that would 


be responsible for raising funds. She 
emphasized that the money would be 
turned over to the county commission 
to be used in whatever way it is needed 
at the shelter. 

Judge Conrad Fowler, Chairman of 
the Shelby County Commission, 
heartily endorses the idea. ‘*We'd 
much rather have these animals placed 
in homes instead of being put to 
sleep,’ Fowler said. 

Funds are only available now to 
provide food and a distemper shot for 
the animals which are brought in, Mrs. 
Borders related. But some of the 
animals need medical care, she added, 
so additional funds are also needed for 
this purpose. 

Elaborating on her ideas to assist 
the county in its effort to control the 
burgeoning animal population, Mrs. 
Borders said she hoped a program for 
spaying could be put into effect. 

‘At times we've had as many as 41 
cats and nearly 50 dogs in our cages,” 
said Wendell Simpson, who runs the 
shelter.

facility, related that Don Hughes, the 
county's Civil Defense Director, had 
recently secured a number of army 
surplus cages at $3 apiece.

Parents who have dumped the 
responsibility of their children on 
the taxpayers are soon going to be in for a 
surprise in Shelby County. 

The county is starting the child 
Support program this month for all 
children receiving Aid to Dependent 
Children. Other counties in the state 
started earlier, but Shelby has been short 
the number of workers to handle the 
project. 

According to Oscar Lamb. 
spokesman for the state Department of 
Pensions and Security, the district 
attorney will be the prosecutor and the 
circuit clerk will have the responsibility 
of collecting the money, 

The idea is to fathers 01 
mothers who are able to support their 


force 


children, but are not doing so, to make 
regular payments every month. The court 
will enforce the action. 

Mrs. Nell Fulton, director of the 
county DPS predicts that the programs 
will cause “activity” in about 350 of the 
county's 384 ADC cases, based on what 
other counties have found.

Suspected bomb 


a souvenir rocket 

Pelham police Sergeant Allan Wade 
spent a tew hairy moments Tuesday night 
removing a suspected bomb found by 
children playing in Chandalar South. 

Mrs. James Paris reported the 
suspicious object and when Wade saw the 
device. described as rocket shaped, two 
and a half feet in length and weighing 40 
to 30 pounds, he immediately attempted 
to evacuate the area, 

“People refused to move when | 
ordered them to,” he reported later, so he 
took the device to an open field on Cross 
Creek Trail. 

“It looks like a torpedo,” Wade said, 
“it is a rocket of some form or fashion.” 

When police dispatcher Mike Brasher 
described the object to a member of the 
Birmingham Bomb Squad the expert 
agreed it should be placed in a bomb 
proof container and examined. 

However, before the officer arrived 
the owner of the device learned of the 
scare and notified Wade that the rocket 
was a souvenir and not dangerous. His 
family is moving, he reported and the 
rocket had been thrown away. 

Wade said he is going to have the 
device checked and if it can’t be set off, 
keep it as a souvenir himself. 

Appropriately, the sergeant laughed, 
he and a fellow officer, Jerry Payne, 
attended bomb school in Birmingham last 
week 


historic home was named Shoal Creek 
Farm when the Mahlers moved into it in 
1946, Located on Shoal Creek, just north 
of Montevallo on Highway 119, the farm 
is operated by Mahler's son, John D. 
Mahler, as a cattle and haying operation. 

Originally built by Sion Jacob Perry 
II], who migrated from Tennessee in 
1824. the home remained in his femily 
for several generations. 

Stories have it that Perry was 
attracted to the area when he passed 
through it with Andrew Jackson and the 
Tennessee Volunteers during the 
Creek-Indian War. 

In submitting information about the 
home to the Historical Commission 
Mabler’s daughter Elizabeth noted that 
the architecture was neither neo-classical 
nor Georgian. 

Built by slave labor using iumber cut 
from trees on the land, the house was the 
main building on a cotton growing 
plantation. Ms. Mahler related that it was 
a good example of mortise and tendon 
construction, with wooden pegs being 
used to hold the structure together. 

Janice Mahler, who is the joint owne: 
of the homeyalong with her sister 
Elizabeth, related that the family began 
restoring the home as soon as they moved 
in. “It took us three years to do the 
outside,” she laughed, “and ten years to 
finish the inside.” 

Since there were no electrical, 
heating, or plumbing systems, these all 
had to be installed. Also, as is the case in 
many old homes, there were no closet or 
storage areas, so these had to be added. 

Originally there were 7 fireplaces 
Mahler said. One of these was a stone 
fireplace in the kitchen, which, he 
remarked, was in such bad repair it had to 
be taken down." This is now our utility 
room, he added, and we took part of the 
original dining room to build a new 
kitchen, * 

The original pine board floors in the 
home had to be replaced, and what was 
once a breezeway is now an indoor hall. 
The stairway was also placed in a 
different location. 

Besides actually renovating the house 
itself, the Mahlers have also restored 
several pieces of furniture they found in 
the attic. One such piece was a rocking 
chair constructed by Jacob Perry himself. 

“The old oak rocker was missing an 
arm, a leg and a rocker,”” Mahler reported. 
“They must have done a lot of rocking in 
that chair,” he laughed, “because even 
the remaining rocker was flat on the 
bottom.” 

Mahler also rebuilt and refinished a 
cherry wood chest which he thinks was 
also made by Perry. Subsequent 
generations apparently hadn't been 
pleased with the original finish. “I had to 
remove layers of green, brown, and blue 
paint,”’ Mahler remarked. 

The chest, along with an oak buffet 
from the attic which Mahler also 
refinished, now stand in the dining room. 

The front door on the home was 
beyond repair according to Mahle;. So, 
following Jacob Perry's example, he cut 
down some cedar trees on the property, 
and using the lumber built himself 2 new 
door.

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Montevallo fire fighters 
spark hot discussion 


The sum of $4,000 in the city of 
Montevallo’s $241,795 budget for fiscal 
1976-77 sparked two hours of lively 
discussion during Monday night's meeting 
of the Montevallo City Council. 

Four members of the city’s 
Volunteer Fire Department appeared 
before the council at its regular meeting 
requesting $4,000 be added to the Fire 
Department's budget for the upcoming 
year. The $4,000 represents the amount 
the Universiiy of Montevallo verbally 
agreed to pay the city for fire protection 
services, beginning October 1, 1976. 

Fire Chief S.M. Mahan, Jr., and 
Assistant Chief Bob Lightfoot were 
principal spokesmen for the volunteer 
unit. Both claimed that the agreement 
between the university and the city 
specitied that the amount to be paid by 
the university should be over and above 
the fire department’s annual 
appropriation for operation. 

Members of the council disagreed, 
Stating that the amount received from the 
university is for fire protection services 
provided by the city. 

During the 1975-76 fiscal year 
Montevallo purchased and put in service a 
snorkel type fire truck and erected a new 
fire department building located on 
Ashville Road. 

Principal purpose for acquiring a 
snorkel unit, according to city officials, is 
to provide rescue and fire fighting 
capabilities for multi-story buildings, 
specifically the residence halls and other 
buildings on the university campus. In 
April, city officials met with members of 
the university’s board of trustees, 
suggesting a partial sharing of the cost of 


the new fire fighting equipment, During 
that April 29 meeting it was tentatively 
agreed that the university would pay the 
city $333.33 per month for a ten year 
period in return for fire protection, 

Minutes of the meeting of 
university's board of trustees state that 
this amount represents the cost of the 
snorkel needed fire protection of 
buildings on the University of Montevallo 
campus, The minutes of that April 29 
meeting also state that the city should 
“earmark these funds for fire protection.

Trapped in crushed cab 


men suffer no injuries

After being trapped in the crushed 
cab of their truck for approximately 30 
minutes Saturday morning, two 
Birmingham men were finally freed with 
no apparent injuries. 

The accident occurred near the 
exit on 1-65 around 8:45 a.m.

Atter a blowout on the right rear 
lire, Crittenden said, Anthony Harper, 
the driver of the ton and a half truck, 
upparently hit his brakes, He added that 
this sent the vehicle, with Harper and 
Arthur Rembert, into the path of a 
transfer truck which was passing in the

outside lane, 
Hitting the cab of the tractor trailer, 
Crittenden continued, caused the smaller 


vehicle to flip over into a field bordering 
the highway, scattering the load of 
asphalt felt it was carrying. 

When he arrived at the scene. the 
condition of the truck led him to believe 
there would be fatalities.

Alabama’s U.S. Senator 


The U. §S. Senate has approved 
legislation to extend the Law

The question of what fees may be 
charged and what fees are prohibited in 
Alabama's public schools continues 10 be 
a hot topic tor discussion. 

State Superintendent of Education 
Dr. Wayne Teague notes that considerable 
confusion apparently remains concerning 
interpretation of state law regarding the 
question of tees. 

To clarify the fee situation, Teague 
recently issued guidelines to all county 
and city superintendents. The guidelines 
indicate that no fees may be charged for 
the following:

It lists the total receipts from farm 
operations in Shelby County in the past 
year at $26,243,000, as against the total 
two years ago of $22,981,000. 

That was the gross return, before 
taking isfy account the cost of labor, 
seed, jcitilizer, fuel, taxes and the various 
other operational expenses, 

It represents the overall receipts from 
the sale of farm products, together with 
Government payments and the value of 
home-grown foods consumed on the 
farm, 

The two-vear increase, 14 percent, 
compares with 4 percent in the East 
South Central States and with 3 percent 
in the State of Alabama. 

Of the total received locally from the 
marketifig of farm products, 
approximately 8 percent was from crops 
and 92 percent from the sale of livestock. 
poultry and dairy items, according to the 
latest estimates by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

It finds, also, that a change is taking 
place on the farm -- that it is attracting a 
growing proportion of young people 

Back in 1910, it notes, the average 
age of farm operators was 43.5 years, It 
rose to 51.3 years by 1965 and reached a 
peak of 53.1 in 1970. 

In tHe same span, the proportion of 
farmers under 35 dropped from 29 
percent to 1] percent. 

In the last five years, however, there 
has been a sharp rise in the number of 
farm workers under 35, 

It attributes the change “to better 
profits trom farming, to the improved 
attitude of farm youth toward agriculture 
and the rural life and to the entry of 
urban-reared young adults into farming.”

In Shelby County. a breakdown 
shows, cigarette sales came to 
approximately 5,250,000 packs in the 
past fiscal year. 

In terms of the local population over 
age 18, this was equivalent to 164 packs 
per capita in the year. 

It was less than in some communities 
and more than in others. Nationally, the 
average rate of consumption for people 
over 18 was 198 packs. It was 209 in the 
East South Central States 

Although the percentage of adult 
smokers in the United States has been 
going down, the total number who smoke 
is On the increase, due to the rising 
population. 

The survey indicates that there were 
875,000 more smokers last year than in 
1970. In the same five-year period, 
however, the population rose by 10 
million. 

Because taxes on cigarettes have been 
increased in some states and localities, the 
cost of smoking has been going up. What 
effect, if any, this has had on 
consumption is unknown. 

In Shelby County, the total outlay in 
the past year was approximately 
$2.646,000, or about $83 per smoker.

The lifestyle of Shelby County 
residents is at a relatively high level, 
judging from their mounting acquisition 
of major household appliances and other 
expensive equipment. 

With the exception of the last few 
years, a period marked by recession, high 
inflation and unemployment, which 
caused consumers to reduce their 
spending for non-essentials, local families 
have been adding to their possessions 
with each passing year. 

Their purchases of stereos, air 
conditioners, dishwashers, color TV sets, 
food freezers, cars and other high-cost 
articles have been on a steady increase 
since 1960 

What made such expenditures 
possible was the income gains chalked up 
by most families in the area. 

The rate at which they have been 
adding to their ownership of automobiles 
and appliances is calculated from data 
compiled by the Department 
Commerce and others. 

With regard to home freezers, for 
example, the figures indicate that 
approximately 37 percent of the 
households in Shelby County now have 
them. In 1960 they were to be found in 
only 18 percent of the homes. 

Air conditioners, also, are in much 
locally. About 27 
percent of the housing units in the area 
are equipped with them, as conypared 
with 8 percent previously. 

Similarly, many more local homes 
have TV sets. Over 96 percent of them 
now do. as against 81 percent formerly.
